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ORDINANCES. 


AN"  OKDI^ANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  for  the  year  1898. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  four 
million  twentj-three  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  (4,023,198)  dollars  and  two  (2)  cents  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
for  the  year  1898,  as  follows  : 

Directors  Office. 

Of  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  Department  the  sum 
of  twenty-four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seven  (24,- 
707)  dollars  is  for  the  expenses  of  the  Director's  Office, 
as  follows: 

Item  1.  For  salaries:  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars:  Provided, 
The  Director  shall  give  his  entire  time  and  undivided  at- 
tention to  the  duties  of  his  office;  assistant  to  the  Director, 
three  thousand  five  hundred  (3,500)  dollars;  chief  clerk, 
one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars;  clerk  and  as- 
sistant clerk,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  each;  general 
inspector,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars;  stenographer  and 
clerk,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars;  stenographer  and  type- 
writer, nine  hundred  (900)  dollars;  messenger,  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty  (720)  dollars;  total,  twenty  thousand  four 
hundred  and  twenty  (20,420)  dollars. 

Item  2.  For  maintenance  and  keep  of  horses  and  car- 
riages for  the  Director  and  Assistant  Director,  five  Inm- 


dred  (500)  dollars  each,  and  for  general  inspector,  four 
hundred  (400)  dollars,  one  thousand  four  hundred  (1,400) 
dollars. 

Item  3.  For  printing,  stationery  and  incidental  expenses^ 
two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  the  purpose  of  refunding  to  James  B. 
England,  surviving  executor  of  the  estate  of  James  R. 
Greeves,  deceased,  money  paid  November  5,  1869,  for 
gas-pipe  laid  in  Ross  street,  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven  (387)  dollars. 

City  Ice  Boats. 

Sect.  2.  Of  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  Depart- 
ment, the  sum  of  thirty-two  thousand  four  hundred  (32,- 
400)  dollars  is  for  the  expenses  of  the  City  Ice  Boats^ 
as  follows  : 

Item  1.  For  repairs  and  equipment  of  boats  and  ma- 
chinery, seven  thousand  five  hundred  (7,500)  dollars.

Proindcd,  The  superintendent  shall  give  his  entire  time 
and  undivided  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  ofiice;  clerk, 
four  hundred  (400)  dollars;  engineer,  one  thousand  and 
eighty  (1,080)  dollars,  and  for  wages,  nine  thousand  five 
hundred  and  seventy  (9,570)  dollars;  total,  twelve  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  (12,700)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  provisions,  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  insurance,  one  thousand  two  hundred 
(1,200)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  incidentals,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars: 
Provided,  That  the  City  Controller  may  countersign  war- 
rants against  Items  1,  2,  3,  and  4  for  bills  of  1897:  Pro- 
vided, also,  That  the  Director  shall  be  allowed,  when  it 
is  in  his  judgment  to  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  to 
purchase  or  contract,  without  advertising,  bills  for  this 
Bureau  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars. 


Bureau  of  Highways. 

Sect.  3.  Of  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  Department, 
the  sum  of  one  million  and  ninety  thousand  four  hundred 
and  seventy-four  (1,090,474)  dollars  and  sixty-two  (62) 
cents  is  for  the  expenses  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  as 
follows  :

hundred  (900)  dollars;  contract  clerk,  one  thousand  two 
hundred  (1,200)  dollars;  license  clerk,  one  thousand  one 
hundred  and  seventy  (1,170)  dollars;  two  miscellaneous 
clerks,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  each;  assistant  miscella- 
neous clerk,  eight  hundred  and  forty  ^840)  dollars;  thir- 
teen inspectors,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  each;  two  in- 
spectors of  repairs  to  asphalt  streets,  nine  hundred  (900) 
dollars  each;  inspector  of  repairs  to  sewers,  one  thousand 
two  hundred  (1,200)  dollars;  four  inspectors  to  inspect 
and  superintend  the  breaking  and  closing  of  all  streets 
in  the  City  where  electrical  or  other  coTiduits,  tubes  or 
pipes  are  being  laid  or  where  connections  are  made  vnih 
electrical  or  other  conduits,  tubes  or  pipes  for  the  purpose 
of  making  house  connections,  one  thousand  one  hundred 
(1,100)  dollars  each;  stenographer,  typewriter  and  clerk, 
seven  hundred  and  twenty  (720)  dollars;  stenographer  and 
typewriter  and  messenger  six  hundred  (600)  dollaTs  each; 
two  yard  watchmen,  six  hundred  (600)  dollars  each;  mis- 
cellaneous clerk,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  (720)  dollnrs;

Item  2.  For  paving  intersections  of  streets  and  in  front 
of  unassessable  property,  including  contingent  work,  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  (175,000)  dollars. 

Item  3.  For  repairs  to  paved  streets,  to  include  the  re- 
surfacing of  asphalt  streets  and  the  reconstruction  of  the 
foundations  where  necessary,  and  repaving  around  lamp- 
posts, fire-plugs  and  breaks  in  footways  for  other  municipal 
purposes  to  include  patent  pavements,  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  repairing  and  maintaining  unpaved  streets, 
macadamized  and  gravel  streets,  roads,  trunks,  drains  and 
bridges,  not  exceeding  eight  feet  span,  and  constructing 
new  iron  culverts,  wooden  trunks,  steps  and  hand  rails,  and 
for  purchasing  material  for  and  resurfacing  macadamized 
roads,  and  putting  cinders  and  gravel  on  country  roads, 
including  the  removal  of  ashes  from  Shawmont  and  Rox- 
borough  Pumping  Stations  and  placing  the  same  on  coun- 
try roads  in  the  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second  Wards, 
west  of  the  Wissaliickon  Drive,  one  himdred  and  twenty- 
five  thousand  (125,000)  dollars  :  Provided,  That  thirty- 
five  thousand  (35,000)  dollars  bo  expended  for  sprinkling. 

Item  5.  For  repairing,  altering  and  extending  sewers 
and  inlets,  and  trapping  and  retrapping  inlets  and  cleaning 
sewers,  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  grading  streets,  roads  and  sidewalks,  in- 
cluding any  necessary  drains  or  trunks  in  connection  there- 
with, two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars. 

Item  7.  For  general  repairs  to  bridges,  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  dollars. 

Item  8.  For  expenses  of  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors: 
one  chief  draughtsman,  one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200) 
dollars  ;  five  draughtsmen,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars 
each,  four  thousand  five  hundred  (4,500)  dollars  ;  two 
draughtsmen,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  (750)  dollars  each, 
one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars;  one  clerk,  three 
hundred  (300)  dollars;  miscellaneous  expenses  and  sup- 
plies, nine  hundred  and  fifty  (950)  dollars;  total,  eight 
thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  (8,450)  dollars. 

Item  9.  For  printing,  advertising  and  stationery,  five 
thousand  five  hundred  (5,500)  dollars. 


Item  10.  For  insurance  on  bridges,  four  hundred  (400) 
dollars. 

Item  11.  For  incidentals  and  office  expenses,  three  thou- 
sand five  hundred  (3,500)  dollars. 

Item  11^.  For  hauling  and  yard  expenses,  three  thou- 
sand 3,000)  dollars. 

Item  12.  For  repairing  meadow  banks,  to  include  re- 
pairs to  sluiceways,  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars. 

Item  13.  For  repairing  and  repaying  and  removing 
snow  and  ice  from  paved  and  macadamized  streets,  in 
which  passenger  railway  tracks  are  laid,  five  thousand 
(5,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That  if  any  of  the  passenger 
railway  companies  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  repair  said 
streets  or  parts  of  streets  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days' 
notice  from  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  the  said  Director  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  pole  off  such  street  or  streets  until  the 
work  is  begun  and  finished,  and  repole  off  any  of  said 
fitreets  whenever  the  said  company  or  companies  shall  dis- 
continue the  work,  and  any  moneys  expended  by  the  said 
Department,  either  in  poling  off  or  repairing  said  streets, 
shall  be  collected  from  said  passenger  railway  companies: 
Provided,  That  the  Director  shall  be  allowed  to  expend  said 
sum  without  advertising. 

Item  14.  For  salaries  of  two  watchmen  on  Market  street 
bridge,  four  on  Callowhill  street  bridge,  four  on  Girard 
avenue  bridge,  four  on  Penrose  Ferry  bridge,  six  on  South 
street  bridge,  four  on  Walnut  street  bridge,  and  two  on 
Chestnut  street  bridge,  at  six  hundred  and  forty-eight 
(648)  dollars  each;  two  on  Bridesburg  bridge,  two  on 
Gray's  Ferry  bridge,  two  on  City  avenue  bridge,  two  on 
Falls  bridge,  one  on  Green  lane  bridge,  at  six  hundred 
(600)  dollars  each;  one  on  Orthodox  street  bridge,  five  hun- 
dred (500)  dollars;  for  uniforms,  one  thousand  four 
hundred  and  forty  (1,440)  dollars;  and  two  engineers,  on 
Penrose  Ferry  bridge,  at  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  each; 
total,  twenty-five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
(25,988)  dollars. 

Item  15.  For  grading,  curbing,  paving  and  repairing 


footways,  and  resetting  curbs  in  front  of  City  and  unas- 
sessable property,  seven  thousand  (7,000)  dollars. 

Item  16.  For  crossing,  gutter  and  tramway  stones  and 
repairing  and  repaying  small  and  tramway  streets  with  im- 
proved pavement,  thirty  thousand  (30,000)  dollars:  Pro- 
vided, That  in  repaying  tramway  streets  where  from  one 
intersection  to  the  next  a  majority  of  the  tramway  stones 
are  broken  or  w^orn  out,  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  may  substitute  from  curb  to  curb  of  said 
street,  granite  block  with  pitch  cemented  joints,  sheet  as- 
phalt, vitrified  brick  or  block  pavement:  Frovided,  also, 
That  in  repairing  gutters  where  the  present  gutter  stonea 
from  one  intersection  to  the  next  are  unfitted  for  the  pur- 
pose, the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
may  pave  said  gutters  with  granite  block  with  pitch  c&- 
mented  joints,  and  payment  for  the  above'-mentioned  labor 
and  material  shall  be  made  from  this  item. 

Item  17.  For  carriage  hire  and  keep  of  horses  for  ten 
assistants,  superintendents  of  bridges  and  ten  inspectors, 
and  two  inspectors  of  electrical  connections,  four  hundred 
(400)  dollars  each;  and  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  each 
for  transportation  for  two  electrical  inspectors,  for  Chief 
of  Bureau,  one  horse,  four  hundred  (400)  dollars;  and  for 
inspectors  of  repairs  to  sew^ers,  one  horse  and  transportation, 
five  hundred  (500)  dollars;  total,  ten  thousand  three  hun- 
dred (10,300)   dollars. 

Item  18.  For  curv^ed  curbing,  seven  thousand  five  hun- 
dred (7,500)  dollars. 

Item  19.  For  oil,  coal  and  engineers'  stores,  etc*.,  for 
bridges,  one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200)  dollars. 

Item  20.  For  inspectors,  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  (75) 
dollars  per  month  and  transportation,  when  actually  em- 
ployed, ten  thousand  three  hundred  (10,300)  dollars. 

Item  21.  For  emergencies,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dol- 
lars. 

Item  22.  For  stone  and  iron  cross  gutters,  five  hundred 
(500)  dollars. 

Item  23.  For  surfacing  and  resm-facing  unpaved  streets 
and  roads,  seventy-two  thousand  (72,000)  dollars,  to  be 


expended  as  follows:  First  Ward — Stone  House  lane,  from 
Third  street  to  Pennsylvania  liailroad,  one  thousand 
(1,000)  dollars.  Twenty-first  Ward — Shawmont  avenue, 
from  Ridge  avenue  to  River  road,  ten  thousand  (10,000) 
dollars.  Twenty-second  Ward — Haines  street,  from  Lime- 
kiln pike  to  Chew  street,  nine  thousand  (9,000)  dollars; 
Tabor  road,  from  K.  &  0.  pike  to  Tacony  creek,  three 
thousand  (3,000)  dollars;  Wissahickon  avenue,  from  Rit- 
tenhouse  street  to  Allen's  lane,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dol- 
lars. Twenty-fourth  Ward — Oonshohocken  avenue,  from 
Monument  road  to  Windemere  avenue,  five  thousand 
(5,000)  dollars.  Twenty-seventh  Ward — Sixty-third  street, 
from  Bridge  over  P.  W.  &  B.  R.  R.  to  Elmwood  avenue, 
one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars  ;  Fifty-fifth 
street,  from  Market  street  to  Baltimore  avenue,  six  thou- 
sand (6,000)  dollars.  Thirty-third  Ward — To  re-surface 
and  place  in  good  condition  the  present  macadam  on  Ris- 
ing kSun  lane,  between  Germantown  avenue  and  Frank- 
ford  avenue,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars;  Venango  street, 
from  Hutchinson  street  to  Tenth  street,  three  hundred 
(300)  dollars.  Thirty-fifth  Ward — Hagerman  and  Knorr 
streets,  Tacony,  and  Comly  street,  Wissinoming,  five  thou- 
sand (5,000)  dollars;  foundation  stone  and  labor  for  set- 
ting same,  to  be  fumished  by  the  Department  of 
Charities  and  Correction  ;  Academy  road,  from  pres- 
ent macadam  as  far  as  the  money  will  go,  eight 
thousand  (8,000)  dollars  ;  Byberry  road,  from  pres- 
ent macadam  as  far  as  the  money  will  go,  seven 
thousand  (7,000)  dollars  ;  Dunks  Feny  road,  from 
Gravel  pike  to  Poquessing  creek,  five  thousand 
(5,000)  dollars;  Decatur  street,  from  VanDyke  to  Tulip 
street,  and  Tulip  street,  from  Decatur  to  Rhawn  street, 
one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200)  dollars:  Provided,  That 
all  balances  to  this  item  shall  be  used  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  to  continue  work  on  any  of  the  roads 
herein  authorized:  Provided,  also,  That  the  property  o^vn- 
ers  shall  not  be  released  from  the  cost  of  paving  the  above 
streets,  as  may  be  directed  to  be  paved  by  ordinance. 
Provided,  further.  That  no  part  of  the  money  hereby  ap- 
propriated shall  be  used  otherwise  than  to  surface  and  re- 
surface the  roads  herein  named  substantially  upon  the  pre- 
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sent  lines  and  the  present  physical  grades  of  the  streets, 
except  that  all  contracts  for  work  herein  authorized  shall 
require  that  roads  shall  be  graded  sufficiently  to  secure 
an  even  surface,  or  Avhere  the  grading  is  provided  by  ordi- 
nance. 

Item  24.  For  improving  the  v^ater  courses  in  the  First 
and  Twenty-sixth  Wards,  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
(7,500)  dollars. 

Item  25.  For  repaving  Christian  street  from  Sixteenth 
street  to  Twenty-first  street,  and  from  Twenty-second  street 
to  Gray's  Ferry  road,  Thirtieth  Ward,  forty-five  thousand 
(45,000)  dollars:  Provided,  The  City  Solicitor  shall  enter 
suit  against  the  railway  company  immediately  after  the 
work  is  finished,  and  collect  said  amount. 

Item  26.  For  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  Julia  Riedt 
money  paid  for  paving  School  lane  between  Pulaski  avenue 
and  Morris  street,  one  hundred  and  four  (104)  dollars  and 
thirty-seven  (37)  cents. 

Item  27.  To  pay  Vulcanite  Paving  Company  for  re- 
pairs to  street  and  sidewalk  pavements  at  Berks  street  and 
Glenwood  avenue,  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars  and 
twenty-five  cents  (182.25). 

Provided,  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  may  cause  any  special  work  chargeable  to  Item 
12,  repairs  to  meadow  banks,  and  Item  21,  emergencies, 
to  be  done  by  day's  labor. 

Provided,  That  the  Director  shall  be  allowed,  when  it 
is  in  his  judgment  to  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  to  pur- 
chase or  contract,  without  advertising,  bills  for  this  Bureau 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars. 

Bureau  of  Lighting. 

Sect.  4.  Of  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  Depart- 
ment the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eighty  (275,980)  dollars  is  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Bureau  of  Lighting,  as  follows: 

Item  1.  For  salary  of  Chief  of  Bureau,  two  thousand 
(2,000)  dollars,  and  for  keep  of  horse,  four  hundred  (400) 
dollars;  total,  twenty-four  hundred  (2,400)  dollars.     Pro^ 


vidcci,  The  Chief  shall  give  his  entire  time  and  undivided 
attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Item  2.  For  incidentals,  one  hundred  (100)  dollars. 

Item  3.  For  furnishing  naphtha  to  and  lighting  all  and 
every  night,  extinguishing,  cleaning  and  repairing  twelve 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty  (12,780)  lamps  of  the 
Maloney  Company  patent  now  erected  at  twenty-one  (21) 
dollars  each,  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  thousand  three 
hundred  and  eighty  (268,380)  dollars;  for  renewals  and  to 
pay  for  lamps  belonging  to  contractor,  taken  for  gas,  two 
thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars;  total,  two  hundred 
and  seventy  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  (270,880) 
dollars. 

Provided,  That  no  gasoline  lamp  shall  be  located  on  any 
street  where  gas  mains  are  laid:  Provided,  also,  That 
where  gasoline  lamps  are  discontinued  the  same  shall  be 
relocated  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

Item  4.  For  lighting  Northern  Liberties  District,  two 
thousand  six  himdred  (2,600)  dollars. 

Bnreau  of  Street  Cleaning. 

Sect.  5.  Of  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  Depart- 
ment, the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  nine  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three  (909,533)  dollars  is  for  the  expenses 
of  the  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning,  as  follows: 

Item  1.  For  salary  of  Chief  of  Bureau,  two  thousand 
five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars:  Provided,  The  Chief  shall 
give  his  entire  time  and  undivided  attention  to  the  duties 
of  his  office;  ten  (10)  inspectors,  each  one  thousand  three 
hundred  (1,300)  dollars,  thirteen  thousand  (13,000)  dol- 
lars; clerk,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars;  one  assistant 
clerk,  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars;  messenger,  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty  (720)  dollars;  in  all,  eighteen  thousand 
and  twenty  (18,^020)  dollars. 

Item  2.  For  keep  of  horses  and  carriages  for  chief  of 
Bureau  and  ten  (10)  inspectors,  each  four  hundred  (400) 
dollars,  four  thousand  four  hundred  (4,400)  dollars. 
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Item  3.  For  printing,  stationery  and  incidentals,  nine 
liundred  (900)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  cleaning  streets,  inlets  and  public  market- 
Louses,  and  for  tlie  removal  and  disposal  of  ashes,  five  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirteen 
(545,513)  dollars;  and  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of 
garbage  and  dead  animals,  three  hundred  and  thirty  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  (330,700)  dollars;  total,  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-six  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirteen 
(876,213)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  removing  snow  from  the  streets  surround- 
ing the  Xew  City  Hall,  and  the  bridges  spanning  the 
Schuylkill  river,  and  such  other  streets  in  the  business 
centre  of  the  City  so  far  as  the  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
pose will  permit,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars. 

Provided,  That  the  Director  shall  be  allowed,  when  it 
is  in  his  judgment,  to  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  to  pur- 
chase or  contract  without  advertising,  bills  for  this  Bureau, 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars. 

Bureau  of  Surveys. 

Sect.  6.  Of  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  Depart- 
ment the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  twenty-one  thousand  two 
hundred  and  sixty  (621,260)  dollars  is  for  the  expe.nses  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  as  follows: 

Item  1.  For  the  salaries  of  the  chief  engineer  and  sur- 
veyor, four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars:  Provided,  The  chief 
shall  give  his  entire  time  and  undivided  attention  to  the 
duties  of  his  office;  principal  assistant  engineer,  three  thoa- 
sand  five  hundred  (3,500)  dollars  ;  three  assistant  engi-

Warrants 
for  the  City  Ice  Boats  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Superinten- 
dent, and  all  other  warrants  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  respec- 
tive Bureaus,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  :  Provided,  That  before 
any  warrants  for  contract  work  are  countersigned  by  the 
City  Controller,  the  contractor  shall  file  an  affidavit  with 
him,  that  none  but  American  citizens  have  been  employed 
on  the  work,  in  accordance  with  the  proA^isions  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  employ- 
ment only  of  American  citizens  by  contractors  doing  w^ork 
for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
December  16,  1896  :  Provided  further,  That  in  work  in 
which  the  cost  is  paid  whole  or  in  part  from  assessment 
of  benefits  the  aflRdavit  shall  not- be  required.

ries of  all  the  teachers  and  janitors  in  a  building 
one  waiTant  shall  be  drawn  in  the  name  of  a  principal, 
who  shall  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
tion, and  payment  to  the  teachers  and  janitors  shall  there- 
upon be  made  by  such  principal. 

Item  2.  For  expenses  of  preparing  diplomas  of  the 
graduating  class  of  the  Central  High  School,  two  hundred 
and  fifty  "(2 50)  dollars.

I'rovided,  also,  That  no  warrants  shall  be  drawn  against 
this  appropriation,  unless  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and 
all  its  Committees  shall  be  open  to  the  public:  Provided, 
ftirthcr,  That  a  copy  of  the  specifications  for  general  re- 
pairs to  school  houses  and  contracts  made  for  the  same  be 
furnished  each  of  the  Sectional  Boards  where  the  work 
is  to  be  done;  and  that  the  President  of  the  Sectional  Board 
where  the  repairs  are  to  be  done,  or  a  member  of  the  same 
designated  by  him,  as  well  as  the  Architect  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  shall  certify  that  the  work  has  been 
done  in  accordance  with  said  specifications  and  contracts 
before  the  bills  are  paid  :  Provided,  also,  That  before  any 
warrants  for  contract  work  are  countersigned  by  the  City 
Controller,  the  contractor  shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him, 
that  none  but  American  citizens  have  been  employed  on 
the  work,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  employ- 
ment only  of  American  citizens  by  contractors  doing  work 
for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
December  16,  1896  :  Provided  further,  That  in  work  in 
which  the  cost  is  paid  whole  or  in  part  from  assessments 
of  benefits  affidavits  shall  not  be  required.

Resolved,  hy  ihc  Select  and  Crjiiinwn  Councils  of  the 
t'itji  of  rhiladelphia,  That  tlie  Mayor  and  City  Treas- 
urer are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust  and  settle 
the  claims  of  the  City  as  a  depositor  in  the  Chestnut  Street 
National  Bauk  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-nine 
thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-foTir  (289,554)  dollars  and 
forty  (40)  cents  with  interest  due  thereon,  by  accepting 
first  preferred  stock  of  "The  Record  Publishing  Company," 
^'or  of  a  Ck)mj}any  to  which  its  assets  may  be  assigned," 
for  the  pui'pose  of  the  adjustment  to  an  amount  equal  to 
the  said  sum  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand 
five  hundred  and  fifty-four  (289,554) dollars. an<l  forty  (40) 
cents,  and  interest  as  additional  security  for  the  re-payment 
of  the  same  and  without  relinquishing  the  right  of  the  City 
to  be  repaid  out  of  the  assets  of  the  said  bauk  as  the  same 
may  be  collected  in  accordance  with  the  proposed  plan 
for  the  re-organization  and  adjustment  of  the  aft'airs  of  the

41,  of  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
suspended  in  order  tliat  this  resolution  may  be  presented 
to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval  or  disapproval.

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AN^  ORDNANCE 

To  grant  permission  to  the  Southwestern  Street  Railway 
Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  First,  Twenty-sixth,  Twen- 
ty-seventh and  Thirty-sixth  Wards;  to  nse  electric  mo- 
tors to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wdres  and  to  erect  and 
maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  its  charter,  granted  under  ''An  Act  to  pro- 
^'ide  for  the  incorporation  and  government  of  street  rail- 
Avay  companies  in  this  Conmion wealth,"  approved  May  14, 
1889,  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Southwestern 
Passenger  Railway  Company  to  lay  single  or  double  tracks, 
with  the  necessary  turnouts  and  crossovers  in  the  Firsts 
Twenty-sixth,  Twenty-seventh  and  Thirty-sixth  Wards, 
as  follows:  Beginning  at  Mif&in  and  Otsego  streets,  along 
Otsego  to  Jackson  street,  on  Jackson  street  to  Moyamen- 
sing  road,  on  Moyamensing  road  to  Penrose  Ferry  road, 
on  Penrose  Ferry  road  to  Penrose  Ferr^'  bridge,  across 
said  bridge  to  State  Island  road,  on  State  Island  road  to 
Bow  creek  to  place  of  beginning  and  to  construct  sidings 
that  may  be  necessary.  The  laying  of  said  tracks  or  rail- 
way shall  be  commenced  ^rithin  six  months  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance  and  completed  within  two  years 
thereafter. 

Sect.  2.  That  permission  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Southwestern  Street  Railway  Company  to 
use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its 
tracks  as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid  in  Section  1. 

Sect.  3.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high, 
which  the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  main- 
tain and  to  be  placed  opposite  each  other,  within  the  curb 
lines  and  connected  with  street  wires,  or  at  the  option  of 
the  company  to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with 
a  double  bracket  thereon  suspending  the  overhead  ciai- 
struetion.  That  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  au- 
thorized shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  to  not  interfere 
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with  the  building  or  erection  and  operation  of  an  elevated 
railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein 
named.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and  system  as 
that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine  and  Bainbridge 
Street  Eailway  Company,  and  all  feed  wires  shall  be  buried 
on  Otsego  and  Jackson  streets  and  Moyamensing  avenue 
to  Broad  street  and  west  of  Broad  street;  the  said  feed 
wires  shall  be  buried  as  soon  as  the  street  is  brought  to  its 
width  and  street  improvements  made. 

Sect.  4.  Before  any  pemiit  shall  be  issued  by  the  De- 
partments of  the  City,  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  con- 
structmg  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this 
ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which 
agreement  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor, 
and  shall,  among  other  things,  pro\dde  that  the  said  railway 
company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in  good  order 
at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or  unimproved, 
all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway 
or  by  its  trolley  system;  that  the  said  railway  company 
shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government,  con- 
trol or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroad  of  any  kind, 
vathin  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construc- 
tion and  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cai-s  or  its  trolley  sys- 
tem, all  kinds  and  chai-acter  of  materials,  supplies  o^r  work- 
manship, plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be 
subject  in  eveay  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  in- 
spection of  the  Department  of  Public  ^Vorks  and  Public 
Safety.  That  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and  re- 
move the  overhead  trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do 
so  by  ordinance  of  Councils. 

That  the  wires  necessaiy  for  supplying  the  motors  cross- 
ing the  bridge  on  the  line  authorized  shall  be  erected  ac- 
cording to  plans  to  be  submitted  to  and  approved  bv  the 
Directors  of  Public  Works  and  Safety. 

That  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars  over  its  en- 
tire line  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between 
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the  lioiirs  of  6  and  9  A.  M.,  and  5  and  S  P.  M.,  and  at  in- 
tervals not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the 
day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5 
A.  M.,  when  it  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of 
fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  en- 
tire line  shall  not  exceed  five  (5)  cents  per  passenger,  ex- 
cepting between  midnight  and  5  o'clock  A,  M.,  when  it 
shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  cents. 

That  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system 
shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  opera- 
tion over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  two  years, 
and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  furnish  and  exe- 
cute a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor, 
and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon 
the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  tenns 
and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agreement  herein 
authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the 
money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  default  in  its  agreements. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  su]>?r- 
vision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  i-epave  in  good 
substantial,  workmanlike  manner  mth  Belgian  blocks,  or 
other  im]3roved  pavement  as  directed  by  ordinance  of 
Councils  or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be 
occupied  by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved 
pavement,  and  also,  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved 
Avith  an  improved  pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is  not 
satisfactory  to  the  said  Department;  said  repa\^ng  to  be 
done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such  length  of  street  as  shall 
be  occupied  by  j>oles  and  trolley  Avires  or  by  other  electric 
motive-power  system.

The  Select  and  Coynmon  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Section  1  of  an  or- 
dinance entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  prices  or 
rates  to  be  charged  for  the  services  rendered  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  City  by  any 
person  or  persons  or  coii>oration  receiving  an  original  or 
first    grant    of    rights,    privileges,    and    franchises,"    ap- 
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proved  January  3,  1896,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  stiiking  out  of  the  proviso  contained  in  said 
Section  after  the  word  "Ordinance"  in  the  seventh  line

First,  That  the  price  or  rate  to  be  charged  for  the  said 
service  rendered  by  such  person  or  persons  or  corporation 
to  City  of  Philadelphia  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  City 
may,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  three  years  from 
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the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  ordinance  and  at  inter\'als 
>of  not  less  than  three  years  thereafter,  be  diminished  by  a 
joint  resolution  of  Councils  to  that  effect,  which  resolu- 
tion shall  stipulate  the  maximum  price  or  rate  to  be 
charged  for  the  said  service  for  the  ensuing  three  (3)  yeai's 
and  the  said  price  or  rate  so  stipulated  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  upon  such  person  or  persons  or  corporation  as 
the  maximum  price  or  rate  which  shall  be  la\Ad:"ully  charged 
for  the  said  servicei  until  the  same  shall  be  increased  by 
a  joint  resolution  of  said  Councils. 

Provided,  That  a  reduction  of  price  or  rate  shall  not, 
after  allowing  reasonable  ex2>enses  of  management,  dimin- 
ish the  net  earnings  of  such  person  or  persons  or  cor]>ora- 
tion  below  an  amount  which  would  be  sufficient  to  pay 
twelve  per  cent,-  per  annum  upon  the  actual  cash  capital 
invested  and  employed  in  the  business  conducted  luider 
the  grant,  permisssion,  and  consent  of  said  ordinance. 

Second.  That  the  price  or  rate  to  be  stipulated  by  joint 
resolution  of  said  Councils  shall  be  ascertained  and  deter- 
mined upon  the  basis  of  the  gross  earnings,  less  reasonable 
expenses  of  management  of  such  business  during  the  fiscal 
year  thereof  last  preceding  the  adoption  of  such  joint  re- 
solution and  that  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
a  price  or  rate  can  be  diminished,  and  of  fixing  and  estab- 
lisliing  the  same,  such  person  or  persons  or  corporation  shall 
exhibit  in  detail  all  the  books,  papers  and  affairs  appertain- 
ing to  said  business  to  a  joint  committee  of  the  said  Coun- 
cils, appopinted  for  such  purpose  and  to  the  duly  author- 
ized accountants  and  experts  employed  by  such  committee. 

Third.  That  failure  on  the  part  of  such  person  or  per- 
sons or  corporation  to  comply  Avith  any  of  the  foregoing 
conditions  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  the  rights,  .privil- 
eges and  franchises  at  any  time  granted  and  conferred  upon 
such  person  or  persons  or  corporations.

of  the  water  supply,  extension  of  Fairmount  Park,  for 
repaving  streets,  tramway  streets,  and  intersections  and

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underground  work  incident  thereto,  for  building  bridges, 
for  improvement  of  public  parks  or  squares,  for  the 
purchase  of  ground  and  building  fire  and  police  stations, 
and  electrical  and  undergTound  construction,  for  grad-

one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars  shall  be  expended  by  the 
City  in  payment  for  site  and  erection  of  building;  two 
hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars,  for  building  new 
Almshouse;  nine  hundred  thousand  (900,000)  dollars,  for 
abolition  of  grade  crossings  on  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia

the  water  supply:  Provided,  At  least  one  million  ('1,000,- 
000)   dollars  thereof  shall  be  expended  to  increase  and

Philadelphia  lying  "west  of  the  Schuylkill  river;  one  hun- 
dred thousand  (100,000)  dollars,  for  the  extension  of 
Fainnount  Park;  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars  for  re- 
paving  streets,  tramway  streets  and  intersections  and  un- 
dergi-ound  work  incident  thereto;  six  hundred  thousand 
(600,000)  dollars,  for  building  bridges  ;  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  dollars,  for  improvement  of  public  parks  or 
squares  ;  tlu'ee  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  dollars,  for 
the  purchase  of  ground  and  building  of  fire  and  police  sta- 
tions and  electrical  and  underground  construction  ;  four 
hundred  thousand  (400,000)  dollars,  for  gi-ading  and  re- 
pairs to  paved  streets,  curved  curbing,  resurfacing 
asphalt  streets,  repairs  to  bridges,  repairs  to  side- 
walks (City  Property),  and  repairs  to  ditches  and  sluices; 
one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars,  for  repaving  with  an  im- 
proved pavement  small  streets,  forty  (40)  feet  or  less  in 
width,  from  house  line  to  house  line,  and  the  underground 
work  incident  thereto. 

Interest  on  the  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  three 
and  one-half  (3-J)  per  centum  per  annum,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  day 
of  the  months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the 
fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Item  4,  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  sinking  funds,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71) 
cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum 
of  eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  munici- 
pality, the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents;  and  said  amounts 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects 
subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned.

Section  1.     The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
€ity  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  pennission  be,  and 
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is  lierebj  granted  to  the  Germantown  Electric  Light  Com- 
paiiY  to  erect  and  maintain  poles,  wires  and  fixture=s  in  the 
Twenty-second  AVard  for  electric  lighting,  except  in  the 
territor)^  bounded  as  follows:  County  line  or  Cheltenhani 
iiveniie,  at  or  near  the  crossing  of  the  jSTorth  Pennsylvania 
Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  to 
AVashington  lane  ;  Washington  lane  to  Limekiln  pike; 
J.imekiln  pike  to  Mill  street,  ]Mill  street  to  York  pike; 
York  pike  to  Olney  road;  Olney  road  to  New  Second 
street;  New  Second  street  tO'  County  Line  road,  and  the 
County  Line  road  or  Cheltenham  avenue  tO'  the  place  of 
beginning:  Provided,  The  said  Germantown  Electric  Light 
Company  agrees  to  accept  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
-as  well  as  all  other  ordinances  now  in  force  or  hereafter 
])assed  relating  to  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  poles 
iind  wires  as  well  as  license  charges  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia: Provided,  That  the  said  Germantown  Fdectric 
Light  Company  shall  furnish  five  arc  lights  to  the  City

Granting  pennission  to  the  Drawbaugh  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to 
construct  and  operate  a  system  of  electric  wires  and 
cables,  over,  through  or  under  the  streets  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Couneils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Drawbaugli  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
panw  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  run,  maintain  and 
operate  its  wires  over,  through  or  under  the  streets  of  said 
City,  within  the  permissible  areas  as  now  defined  by  ordi- 
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nance?,  for  the  purpose  of  estalilisliing  electric  conimnni- 
cation  between  its  various  exchanges  and  its  snbscribers 
and  patrons. 

Sect.  2.  That  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said 
company  to  open  streets,  constrnct  manholes,  erect  terminal 
}>oles  and  lay,  maintain  and  operate  an  nndergronnd  con- 
dnit  system  of  cables  and  wires  under  the  streets  and  pub- 
lic "ways,  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  electric 
communication  between  its  various  exchanges  and  its  sul)- 
scribers  and  patrons.  Said  manholes,  poles  and  conduits 
shall  be  located  and  approved  bv  the  proper  Department 
of  the  City. 

Sect.  3.  That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  hire,  rent,  lease,  or  purchase  any  under- 
gi'ound  conduits,  or  systems  of  cables  and  wires  that  may 
have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  constnicted  by  the  City, 
or  by  any  corporation,  firm  or  individual  under  existing 
ordinances,  and  such  corporation,  firm  or  individual,  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  so  hire,  rent,  lease 
or  sell. 

Sect.  -1.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  streets  opened 
by  it  for  the  puq>ose  of  constructing  conduits  repaved 
with  pavement  like  that  on  the  streets  opened  and  keep 
in  good  repair  satisfactory  to  the  Department  of  Pu])lic 
Works  for  three-  years  from  thei  time  of  breaking,  and 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  Company  to-  make  the  necessary 
repairs,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  "Works 
is  authorized  to  repair  the  streets  over  the  conduits  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  company  and  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications  in  use  in  the  Dej^artment  of  Public  Works, 
for  street  repairs  in  the  locality,  and  of  tlie  character 
of  the  street  opened  by  said  company.  Streets  of  twenty 
feet  or  less  in  width  shall,  when  opened  by  said  company 
for  its  purposes,  be  repaved  by  it  from  curb  to  curb.  When 
streets  paved  with  asphaltum  or  other  ini]>rove(l  pavements 
are  to  be  opened  on  which  the  contractor's  guarantee  has 
not  expired  through  time,  the  said  company  shall  have  the 
power  to  airange  with  the  contractor  to  open  and  relay 
such  pavement  under  an  agreement  or  contract,  and  that 
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the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  be  empowered  to 
appoint  an  inspector  at  the  expense  of  the  said  company 
to  see  that  the  work  is  done  in  accordance  with  the  speci- 
tieations  of  the  Department. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  company  shall  furnish  for  the 
use  of  the  City,  and  without  cost,  two  ducts  or  chambers 
in  its  conduits  of  not  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches 
in  diameter  wherever  said  company  lays  its  conduits,  the 
location  of  the  same  to  be  selected  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Bureau,  and  the  City,  through  said  Bureau, 
shall  have  free  access  at  all  times  tO'  the  manholes  and 
conduits  for  making  connections  and  repairs. 

Sect.  0.  That  said  company  shall  provide  and  maintain 
one  set  of  its  instruments,  connecting  by  special  trunk 
wires,  sufhcient  in  number  and  satisfactor)'  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  to  connect  its  exchange  with  the 
switchboard  in  said  Electrical  Bui'eau  and  shall  furnish 
without  expense  to  the  City,  its  ser\^ices  to  the  offices  of 
the  Mayor,  Director  of  Public  Works,  Director  of  Public 
Safety,  Clerks  of  Select  and  Common  Councils,  and  Select 
and  Common  Councils  Chambers,  Bureaus  of  Boiler  In- 
spection, Building  Inspectors,  City  Property,  Highways, 
Health,  Police,  Sui'veys,  Electrical,  City  Commissioners, 
Controller,  Treasurer,  District  Attorney,  Receiver  of 
Taxes,  Kecorder  of  Deeds,  Register  of  Wills,  Clerk  of 
(Quarter  Sessions,  Board  of  Charities,  City  Solicitor,  Coro- 
ner, Board  of  Public  Education,  The  Girls'  and  Boys' 
High  and  Girls'  Xormal  Schools,  and  one  of  the  school 
buildings  in  each  section  which  the  Board  of  Public  Edu- 
cation may  designate;  Sheriff,  Prothonotary,  Courts  of 
(.'onimon  Pleas,  Supreme  Court,  Oi'plians'  Court,  Board 
of  Revision  of  Taxes,  Board  of  Port  Wardens,  and  Presi- 
•lents  of  both  branches  of  Councils,  Chairman  of  the  Ei- 
nance.  Highways  and  Sur\'eys  Committees  of  Councils, 
at  their  places  of  business  or  homes,  as  they  may  designate, 
and  at  the  residences  of  each  of  the  Chief  Clerks  of  Coun- 
cils: Provided,  Said  company  shall  furnish  the  telephone 
service  to  the  City  provided  for  in  this  ordinance,  between 
Lehigh  avenue  and  Washington  avenue,  within  two  years 
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after  the  passage  of  tins  ordinance,  and  the  remaining  por- 
tion of  the  City  within  four  years. 

Sect.  7.  That  said  company  shall  place  its  telephones 
in  all  the  police  station  houses  in  the  City,  without  cost, 
and  connect  the  same  with  its  exchange  when  ordered  bv 
the  Departmeut  of  Public  Safety. 

Sect.  S.  That  said  company  shall  fix  the  maximum  cost 
of  its  annual  sen-ioe  per  instnmient  for  business  houses 
at  seventy-five  (75)  dollars  per  annum  and  for  private 
dwellings  at  fifty  (50)  dollars  per  annum,  over  both  public 
and  private  wires,  and  without  regard  to  distance  inside 
of  tlie  City. 

Sect.  9.  That  said  company  shall  pay  to  the  City  an- 
nually, three  (3)  per  cent,  of  its  gross  receipts,  and  shall 
and  will,  on  the  1st  day  of  Febniary  of  each  year,  make 
and  return  to  the  Controller  of  the  City,  a  statement  in 
such  form,  and  verified  in  such  manner  as  he  may  require 
for  the  reports  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  day  of  De- 
cember, preceding  and  the  moneys  payable  to  the  City 
under  this  provision  by  said  company  shall  be  payable 
to  the  City  on  the  1st  day  of  February  in  each  year. 

Sect.  10.  That  said  company  shall,  wdtliin  ninety  (90) 
days  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  file  its  plans  of 
system  proposed,  and  shall  commence  its  work  provided 
for  by  this  ordinance  wdthin  ninety  (90)  days  after  such 
plans  are  approved  by  the  Directors  of  the  Departmeuts 
of  Public  AVorks  and  Public  Safety,  and  shall  expend  not 
less  than  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars  in  work 
and  materials  for  carrying  out  the  privileges  herein  con- 
ferred upon  it  within  one  year  from  the  time  the  Depart- 
ments of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety  approve  of  its 
proposed  plans  for  operation. 

Sect.  11.  That  said  company  shall  comjily  with  all  the 
ordinances  now  in  force  or  hereafter  passed  relating  to  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  telegraph  and  telejihonc 
lines  as  well  as_ license  charges  for  overhead  and  under- 
ground electrical  ser^dces  and  shall  remove  its  overhead 
wires  as  fast  as  it  constiiicts  and  extends  its  underground 
system,  except  such  temiinal  poles  and  wires  as  are  hereby 
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authorized  in  connection  witk  said  underground  system, 
and  shall,  on  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  give  a  bond 
to  the  Citj  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars 
for  faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance; said  bond  to  be  executed  with  a  surety  or  sureties 
to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. 

Sect.  12.  That  said  company  shall  construct  and  com- 
plete a  plant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, that  will  be  adequate  to  furnish  seiwice  to  all  per- 
sons desiring  us©  thereof  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia;  that  the  said  Drawbaiigh  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  shall  not  sell  or  lease  to  any  Tele- 
gTapli  01'  Telephone  Company,  or  corporation  whatsoever 
th©  rights  and  franchises  herein  and  hereby  conferred, 
Tinde-r  the  penalty  of  making  this  ordinance  and  all  the 
pro-visioii  and  conditions  thereof  null  and  void,  and  this 
provision  shall  be  made  one  of  the  conditions  of  the  bond 
to  be  filed  as  aforesaid;  no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the 
breaking  of  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  by  said  com- 
pany and  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance  till  said  bond  shall 
have  been  prepared  and  filed  with  the  City  Solicitor,  en- 
tered of  record  and  a  copy  thereof  furnished  to  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors,  nor  until  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall 
hav'e  been  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  printing  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  13.  That  said  company  shall,  for  a  fair  propor- 
tion of  the  sum  received  for  such  business  afford  any  out- 
of-town  companies  applying  for  the  same  entrance  to  its 
exchanges  and  facilities  for  telephonic  communication 
with  its  subscribers,  provided  similar  facilities  upon  the 
sanie  terms,  are  afforded  to  it  by  said  out-of-town  com- 
panies, and  this  Conipany  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  make  such  connections  with  the  said  out-of- 
town  companies.  Failure  to-  comply  with  any  of  the  terms 
or  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of 
the  privileges  hereby  granted.

('Itif  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct 
servers  in  the  following  streets:  Auburn  street,  from  Prank- 
ford  avenue  to  Amber  street;  Adams  street,  from  Wingo- 
hocking  to  Unity  street;  Chadwick  street,  from  MeKean 
street  to  Snyder  avenue;  Cotton  street,  from  Dexter  to 
Terrace  street  ;  Chew  street  (under  northeast  sidewalk, 
northeast  side  only  to  be  assessed),  from  Church  lane  to 
Woodlawn  street;  Dupont  street,  from  Mitchell  to  Pechin 
street,  and  on  Pechin  street,  from  Dupont  street  to  Green 
lane;  Dawson  street,  from  Ridge  avenue  to  Cresson  street;

shall  accept  the  sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the 
properties  lying  upon  the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner 
and  form  authorized  by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
regulating  the  assessments  upon  property  for  the  construc- 
tion of  branch  culverts  or  drains,"  approved  May  12,  1866, 
and  supplement  thereto,  approved  February  16,  1869,  and 
any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition  to 
that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw 
warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes,  and  legal  de- 
ductions in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved 
April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  the  item  for  branch  sewers 
in  the  annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys).

AX  ORDINANCE 

Regulating  the  construction  of  reviewing  stands. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Fhiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  hereafter  any  per- 
son or  persons,  firms  or  corporations,  who  desire  to  erect 
any  stand  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  any  parade,  pro- 
cession, or  festivity  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  shall  first  ob- 
tain permission  so  to  do  from  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety,  irpon  said  pennission  being 
granted  to  the  said  person  or  persons,  firms  or  corporations, 
they  shall  make  a])plication  to  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  of  the  Dei)artraent  of  Public  Safety  for  pennit 
to  erect  the  said  stand,  the  fee  for  the  inspection  of  which 
shall  be  two  (2)  dollars  for  a  stand  of  a  superficial  area  of 
five  hundred  (500)  feet  or  less,  and  the  further  sum  of 
one  (1)  dollar  for  each  additional  five  hundred  (500)  feet 
or  fraction  thereof,  superficial  area.  All  such  stands  must 
be  erected  in  conformity  with  the  conditions  and  regula- 
tions established  by  the  said  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 
The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall 
haA-e  the  riglit  to  prohibit  the  use  of  and  revoke  the  permit 
for  the  erection  of  any  stand  upon  report  from  the  Chief 
14 
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of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  tliat  any  of  the  con- 
(i^"tions  or  regulations  of  the  said  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection have  been  violated. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  or  persons,  firms  or  corporations, 
whether  owner,  builder  or  contractor,  who  shall  erect  any 
stand  for  reviewing  purposes  without  permit  therefor  first 
issued  or  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, or  who  shall  become  the  owner  thereof  after  the 
same  has  been  so  done,  and  who  shall  omit,  neglect,  or 
refuse  to  remove  or  make  the  said  stand  conform  in  all  re- 
spects to  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  immediately 
upon  notice  to  that  effect  from  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  such  offence  the  sum 
of  seventy-five  (75)  dollars,  the  said  penalty  to  be  recov- 
ered as  penalties  of  equal  amount  are  or  shall  be  recover- 
able in  the  name  of  and  for  the  use  of  the  City,  and  when 
collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  thereof.

In  the  construction  of  the  work,  the 
said  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  to  comply  with 
all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Public

as  provided  above.  Before  beginning  the  work  the  said 
company  shall  submit  plans  and  drawings  of  the  proposed 
tunnel,  and  before  peirmit  is  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  said  plans  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors:  Provided,  That  said  company 
shall  first  make  an  agreement  with  the  City  to  be  filed 
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witli  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Citj  Solicitor  to  indem- 
nify the  City  against  all  damages  which  may  be  caused 
by  reason  of  this  privilege  being  gi-anted  so  long  as  the

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  not  award  contracts  for  the  construction  of 
any  of  the  sewers  authorized  by  this  ordinance  until  the 
streets  are  on  the  City  plan,  legally  opened  and  all  the 
properties  abutting  thereon  assessed  at  full  City  rates:

WaiTants  for 
the  City  Ice  Boats  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Superintendent, 
and  all  other  wan-ants  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  respective 
Bureaus,  and  si i all  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works. 
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Provided,  That  before  any  warrants  for  contract  work 
are  conntersigned  by  the  City  Controller  the  contractor 
shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  bnt  Amei-ican 
citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  only  of  American  citi- 
zens by  contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia," approved  by  the  Mayor,  December  16,  1896:  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  in  work  in  which  the  cost  is  paid 
whole  or  in  part  from  assessment  of  benefits  the  affidavit 
shall  not  be  required:  Provided,  also,  All  salaried  em- 
ployees in  this  Department  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  bona  fide  residents  of  this  city. 

Sect.  11.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Provided,  That  in  the  Bureau  of  Police  one  warrant  to 
be  drawn  in  favor  of  the  Lieutenant  of  each  District  for 
the  j>ay  of  all  employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Police  m  his 
District:  Provided,  That  such  employees  shall  give  a  war- 
rant of  attorney  in  favor  of  the  Lieutenant,  empowering 
him  to  collect  their  pay. 

Provided,  also,  In  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  one  warrant  to  be 
drawn  in  favor  of  the  Foreman  of  each  Company  for  the 
payment  of  all  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  in  his 
Company:  Provided,  That  such  employees  shall  give  a 
warrant  of  attorney  in  favor  of  the  foreman,  empowering 
him  to  collect  their  ]>ay.  Warrants  for  the  Director's  office 
and  the  Bureaus  of  Police  and  Fire  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  all  other 
warrants  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  respective  Bureaus  and  shall 
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be  approved  by  tlie  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances:  Provided, 
also.  That  before  any  waiTants  for  contract  work  are 
countersigned  by  the  City  Controller,  the  contractor 
shall  tile  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  but  Ameri- 
can citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  only 
of  American  citizens  by  contractors  doing  work  for 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
December  16,  1896:  Provided  further,  That  on  work  in 
which  the  cost  is  paid  whole  or  in  part  from  assessments 
of  benefits  the  affidavit  shall  not  be  required.  Provided^ 
also,  All  salaried  employees  in  this  Department  shall  be 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  bona  fide  residents  of  this 
city. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Provided,  That  no  portion  of  this  appropriation  shall  be 
used  for  refurnishing  or  refitting  any  offices  or  rooms  unless 
authorized  by  resolution  or  ordinance  of  Councils:  Pro- 
vided, also,  The  City  Controller  may  countersign  warrants 
for  bills  for  1898,  and  balances  remaining  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1899  to  the  credit  of  any  of  the  above  items  shall 
not  merge  December  31,  1899:  Provided,  also,  That  one 
warrant  may  be  drawn  by  the  Commissioners  in  favor  of 
their  superintendent  for  the  pay  of  all  mechanics  and 
laborers  carried  upon  the  superintedent's  pay-roll:  Pro- 
vided, also.  That  such  employees  shall  give  a  warrant  of 
attorney  in  favor  of  the  superintendent,  empowering  him 
to  collect  their  pay. 

Provided,  further, That  all  work  and  materials  necessary 
for  the  completion  and  furnishing  of  the  buildings  shall  be 
advertised  for  not  less  than  three  times  in  three  daily  news- 
papers of  this  City,  and  that  all  bids  for  the  same  bo 
opened  and  contracts  awarded  at  the  regular  or  special 
meetings  of  the  Commission  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder.

tion for  1899. 

All  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Commissioners  for 
the  Erection  of  the  Public  Buildings  in  conformity  with 
existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
wiih.  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  20th  ult.,  relative  to  certain  questions  which  have 
arisen  as  to  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  the  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company  under  the  lease  from  the 
City,  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  and  requesting  my 
opinion  upon  the  following  points: 

1.  "Whether  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company 
have  the  right,  or  does  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  lease, 
give  them  authority  to  enter  upon  streets  and  open  the 
pavements  for  the  purpose  of  making  house  connections, 
without  first  obtaining  a  pennit  and  paying  the  charges 
for  the  same." 

2.  "Before  opening  streets  for  the  laying  of  mains  and 
pipes,  are  not  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  re- 
quired, under  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  lease,  to  sub- 
mit to  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  a  plan  for  all 
contemplated  extensions  of  said  mains  and  pipes,  and  to 
pay  to  the  said  Board  the  charges  as  now  prescribed  by 
its  regulations.     Or,  does  the  fact  of  the  United  Gas  Im- 
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provement  Company  being  lessees  of  the  City,  give  them 
any  special  privilege  not  enjoyed  by  other  corporations." 
The  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  United  Gas  Im- 
provement Company,  as  lessee  of  the_City,  has  any  special 
privileges  in  the  streets  "not  enjoyed  by  other  corpora- 
tions," need  not  now  be  determined  in  order  to  consider 
the  conditions  relating  to  its  right  +o  occupy  the  highways. 
In  the  ordinance  of  November  12,  1897,  authorizing  the 
lease,  it  is  provided  that  "all  openings,  excavations  and 
repaving  shall  bei  made  subject  to-  such  general  rules  and 
regulations  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  in  force  con- 
cerning the  opening,  excavatioii  and  repaving  of  streets 
and  the  protection  of  travel  along  same  ***** 
All  openings,  excavations,  repaving  and  refilling  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works."  This  clause  clearly  renders  the  Company 
liable  to  such  general  and  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
now  in  force'  relating  to  excavating  streets  as  are  appli- 
cable to  the  laying  of  gas  mains,  gas  services,  repairs,  etc., 
as  well  as  liable  also  to  such  other  similar  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  hereafter.  If  there  are  no 
such  rules  and  regulations  now  in  force,  as  are  directly 
or  by  implication  applicable  to  the  laying  or  re-laying  of 
gas  mains,  etc. ;  or,  if  rules  other  than  those  now  in  force 
should  be  deemed  more  advisable,  or  would  better  accom- 
plish the  purpose  contemplated,  it  is  within  the  power 
of  Councils,  or  of  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  to 
prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations.  By  the  word  "rea- 
sonable" as  used  above  is  meant  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  will  fully  protect  all  the  substantial  interests  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  its  highways,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  not  unduly  in  the  words  of  the  ordinance  "interfere 
with  or  limit,  restrict  or  impair"  the  operations  of  said 
Company  under  the  lease. 

As  to  repaving  and  repairing,  it  may  be  said  that  the 
Company  has  filed  an  obligation  to  the  City  in  the  sum 
of  $1,000,000,  to  cover  any  failure  to  properly  repair  and 
repave  such  breaks  as  it  may  make  in  the  streets. 

Your  third  inquiry  is,  in  substance,  whether,  under  the 
lease  the:  United  Gras  Improvement  Company  has  the  right 
to  refuse  to  furnish  gas  to  the  tenant  or  occupant  of  prop- 
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erty  in  wliicli  gas  has  heretofore  been  supplied  by  the 
City  to  a  former  tenant  or  occupant,  but  where  the  bill 
of  the  City  therefor  remains  unpaid.  In  other  words, 
has  the  City  the  right  to  prevent  the  United  Gas  Im- 
provement Company  from  furnishing  gas  to  an  applicant 
who  is  not  in  aiTears,  in  cases  where  a  debt  is  due  to  the 
City  for  gas  supplied  to  and  unpaid  by  a  former  tenant 
of  the  same  premises? 

This  is  a  question  which  must  arise  primarily,  at  least, 
between  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  and  an 
applicant  for  the  supply  of  gas  who  is  witliin  the  con- 
ditions stated.  It  would  be  more  advisable,  therefore,  to 
learn  the  "^'iew  which  that  Company  will  take  of  the  sub- 
ject before  advising  you  upon  the  question  of  defining 
a  method  of  proceeding.  For  this  reason  T  would  sug- 
gest that  you  communicate  with  the  said  Company,  and 
ascertain  from  it  what  will  be  its  probable  course  of  action 
in  relation  thereto.  With  such  information  before  me,  T 
could  doubtless  advise  you  more  fully.

Dear  Sir: — In  reference  to  the  proposed  resolution  of 
Councils,  which  is  before  your  Committee,  authorizing 
the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer  to  assent  to  the  plan  for 
the  reorganization  and  adjustment  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Chestnut  Street  National  Bank,  the  question  as  to  the 
power  of  the  City  to  adjust  its  claim  in  the  manner  pro- 
posed in  the  said  plan,  was  submitted  to  this  Department 
with  a  request  to  suggest  a  proper  fomi  of  resolution  of 
assent,  if  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  had  a  legal  right 
to  accept  said  plan.     As  so  requested,  I  submit  a  fomi  of 


resolution  embodying  the  views  of  the    Sub-Committee, 
as  follows: 

'•Resolution  authorizing  and  directing  the  Major  and 
City  Treasurer  to  adjust  the  claims  of  the  City  against 
the  Chestnut  Street  IsTational  Bank,  and  to  assent  to  the 
plan  for  thei  reorganization  and  settlement  of  its  affairs." 

"'Resolved,  by  ilie  Sclcet  and  Coiiwioii  GouncUs  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Treas- 
urer are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust  and 
settle  the  claims  of  the  City  as  a  depositor  in  the  Chestnut 
Street  jSTational  Bank  in  the  sum  of  $289,554.40,  with 
interest  due  thereon,  by  accepting  first  preferred  stock  of 
"The  Record  Publishing  Compauy,  or  of  a  company  to 
which  its  assets  may  be  assigned,"  for  the  purposes  of 
the  adjustment,  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  said  sum  of 
$289,554.40,  and  interest,  as  additional  security  for  the 
repayment  of  the  same,  and  without  relinquishing  the 
right  of  the  City  tO'  be  repaid  out  of  the  assets  of  the 
said  bank  as  the  same  may  be  collected,  in  accordance  with 
the  proposed  "plan  for  the  reorganization  and  adjustment 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Chestnut  Street  iSTational  Bank,"  etc.; 
and  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer  are  hereby  fur- 
ther authorized  and  directed  to  assent  to  the  said  plan 
for  such  reorganization  and  adjustment  on  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia:  Provided,  That  the  security  of  the 
City  shall  not  be  impaired  thereby,  and  that  to  that  end 
the  sureties  of  Mr.  Oellers,  the  late  City  Treasurer,  shall 
first  enter  into  an  agTcement,  satisfactory  to  the  City  So- 
licitor, to  waive  any  legal  advantage  or  benefit  that  might 
accrue  to  them  by  reason  of  the  City's  assenting  to  the 
said  plan  and  making  settlement  in  accordance  therewith, 
and  that  said  sureties  shall  in  writing  signify  their  oon- 
currence  in  the  act  of  the  City  in  so  assenting  and  making 
settlement." 

Joint  Rule  No.  41,  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  suspended  in  order  that  this 
resolution  may  be  presented  to  the  Mayor,  for  his  approval 
or  disapproval." 

As  to  the  question  of  the  legality  of  the  act  of  the 
City  in  assenting  to  the  plan  proposed,   it   appears  that 


the  City  was  a  depositor  in  the  Chestnut  Street  National 
Bank,  and  that  the  said  bank,  on  December  23,  1897, 
suspended  payment.  At  the  time  of  such  suspension  the 
City  had  on  deposit  with  the  bank  $289,554.40,  with  in- 
terest due  thereon  from  July  1,  1897.  The  question  now 
arises  of  how  to  make  settlement  in  a  way  most  advanta- 
geous to  the  interests  of  the  City. 

The  plan  suggested,  as  I  understand  it,  in  addition  to 
the  claim  of  the  City  as  a  depositor,  upon  the  assets  of 
the  bank,  proposes  to  give  to  it,  as  further  security,  pre- 
ferred stock  of  "The  Record  Publishing  Company,"  or  of 
such  other  company  taking  the  assets  of  that  corporation, 
as  may  be  found  necessary  to^  organize  for  the  purposes 
of  the  adjustment,  in  an  amount  equal  to  that  of  the 
deposit  of  the  City.  Tlie  City  would  thus  be  taking  stock 
as  a  means  of  securing  pajanent  of  an  indebtedness  due 
to  it.  Had  this  been  the  case  of  a  proposed  purchase  of 
the  stock  of  a  corporation,  the  proposition  would  undoubt- 
edly be  wholly  different.  There  is  no  legislative  authority 
empowering  the  municipality  tO'  become  a  stockholder  in 
any  corporation;  and  Section  7,  Article  IX,  of  the  Con- 
stitution prohibits  the  Legislature  from  granting  such  au- 
thority.    That  section  is  as  follows: 

"The  Greneral  Assembly  shall  not  authorize  any  county, 
city,  borough,  township,  or  incorporated  district  to  become 
a  stockholder  in  any  company,  association,  or  corporation, 
or  to  obtain  or  appropi"iate  money  for,  or  to  loan  its  credit 
to  any  corporation,  association,  institution  or  individual." 

The  case  now,  however,  before  Councils  does  not  in- 
volve the  voluntary  purchase  of  stock  in  a  corporation, 
but  at  most  the  settlement  of  a  claim  by  the  taking  of 
such  stock  as  security  for  the  payment  thereof.  This  is 
not  forbidden.  The  advisability  of  assentiug  to  such  a 
plan  of  reorganization  is  a  matter  entirely  for  the;  judg- 
ment of  Councils.  If  such  assent  is  deemed  best  for  the 
City,  I  advise  you  that  it  is  within  the  power  of  Councils, 
in  their  discretion,  to  direct  that  the  assent  of  the  City 
be  given. 

In  reaching  a  conclusion  upon  the  subject  due  weight 
should    be  attached  to  those  considerations  of    prudence

and  business  expediency  T\'hic]i  in  a  like  ease  would  guide 
and  govern  individuals,  or  the  officers  of  other  corpora- 
tions, in  their  private  affairs,  and  which  would  lead  them 
to  take  such  a  course  as  under  all  the  circumstances,  look- 
ing to  their  own  interests,  would  in  their  judgment  seem 
to  be  the  most  advantageous.

Pennsylvania  avenue,  under  tlie  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  March  17,  1894,  purposes  to  forthwith  lower 
the  grade  of  street,  in  front  of  your  prop- 

erty, from  to  feet. 

By  reason  of  the  physical  change  of  the  grade  it  may 
become  necessarj^  for  the  protection  of  your  property,  and 
of  the  traveling  public,  that  your  building  should  be  un- 
derpinned or  altered  so  as  to  conform  to  the  changed  con- 
dition of  the  street.

You 
say — 'Tn  the  general  appropriation  bill,  making  an  ap- 
priation  to  this  Department  for  the  yeai*  1898,  Coun- 
cils have  provided  for  the  repaving  of  this  street  as  fol- 
lows: 'Bureau  of  Highways,  Item  25,  for  repaving  Chris- 
tian street,  from  Sixteenth  to  Twenty-first  streets,  and  from 
Twenty-second  street  to  Gray's  Ferry  Road,  Thirtieth 
AVard,  foi*ty-five  thousand  (45,000)  dollars:  Prorkhd, 
The  City  Solicitor  shall  enter  suit  against  the  railway 
company  immediately  after  the  work  is  finished,  and  col- 
lect said  amount.'  " 


In  my  reply  to  your  earlier  communications  upon  this 
subject,  I  have  sufficiently  indicated  my  views  upon  the 
question  involved.  The  foregoing  direction  of  the  ordi- 
nance requires,  however,  that  you  shall  proceed  to  have 
the  work  of  repaving  done  by  the  City.  Any  question 
as  to  the  ultimate  liability  of  the  railway  company  must 
afterwards  be  decided  in  the  suit  which  this  Department 
is  instructed  to  enter  against  that  corporation.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  31st  ult.,  enclosing  a 
communication  received  from  the  Board  of  Health,  in 
relation  to  the  vacancy  in  the  position  of  Health  Officer, 
received. 

The  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Health  is  as  follows: 
.    "Whereas,  The  term  of  the  present  Health  Officer  ex- 
pires on  December  31,  1897,  by  resignation  and  accept- 
ance thereof,  to  take  effect  on  that  date. 

And  Whereas,  The  Governor  has  made  no  new"  ap- 
appointment;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  in- 
form the  Board  of  Health  as  to  who'  shall  collect  moneys 
paid  to  the  Board  for  licenses,  permits,  etc.,  and  what  steps 
shall  be  taken  by  the  Board  to  provide  for  the  proper  col- 
lection thereof." 

The  Health  Officer  is,  under  the  Act  of  January  29. 
1818,  appointed  by  the  Goveiiior,  and  is  placed  under  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Health.  There  does 
not  appear  to  be  any  Act  of  Assembly  authorizing  any 
other  subordinate  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  assume  the 
duties  of  the  Health  Officer,  in  case  of  his  resisriation. 
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As  the  Health.  Officer  is  subordinate  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  is  subject 
to  its  control  and  direction,  the  power  and  authority  con- 
ferred by  the  Act  of  1818  upon  the  said  Board  in  all 
matters  relating  to  the  public  health,  would  warrant  it  in 
designating-  some  employee  or  official  to  collect  the  moneys 
for  licenses,  permits,  etc.  I  would  advise  you,  therefore, 
that  under  the  circumstances  the  Board  of  Health  would 
have  the  right  to  desig-nate  some  employee  or  official  to 
receive  such  moneys.

Deak  Sie: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  recent 
date,  in  regard  to  the  change  of  grade  of  Thirteenth  street, 
between  Carlton  and  "Whitehill  streets,  confirmed  by  the 
Board  of  Sur\^eys,  August  24,  1896. 

You  say  that  this  change  entails  the  lowering  of  the 
tracks  of  the  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets  Passenger 
Railway  Company,  a  part  of  which  consists  of  an  elec- 
trical conduit  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  motive  power, 
and  you  ask  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  "to  the 
"liability  of  the  railway,  under  the  various  Acts  of  As- 
"sembly  and  ordinances  of  Councils,  to  maintain  and  lower 
"their  permanent  way  including  all  its  tracks,  conduits, 
"and  all  appurtenances,  without  cost  to  the  City." 

In  reply  I  would  say,  that  after  having  given  careful 
consideration  to  the  various  Acts  of  Assembly,  ordinances 
and  decisions  of  the  courts  upon  this  question,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  Bailway  Company  referred  to  is  ob- 
liged to  conform  to  the  new  gi'ade  established  by  the  City, 
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at  its  (the  railway  company's)  own  expense;  at  least,  I 
deem  it  proper  that  this  theory  should  he  acted  upon  by 
yourself  and  other  City  officials,  until  such  time  as  the 
courts  may  decide  other^vise.

Thomas  M.  Thompson,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  two  communica- 
tions referring  to  the  repaving  of  Christian  street,  be- 
tween Siteenth  street  and  Gray's  Eerry  road,  the  earlier  of 
your  said  letters  enclosing  copies  of  the  ordinances  of  j\Iay 
26th,  and  July  14:th,  1897,  and  a  copy  of  a  letter  from 
Mr.  John  Lowber  Welsh,  President  of  the  Union  Trac- 
tion Company,  dated  August  30,  18 97.  You  ask  for  an 
opinion  "whether  or  not  we  could  compel  the  Union  Trac- 
tion Company  to  remove  the  rails  from  Christian  street, 
between  Sixteenth  street  and  Gray's  Eerry  road,  and  re- 
pave  the  street  with  improved  pavement." 

The  ordinance  of  May  26,  1897,  specifically  directs  the 
repaving  of  the  street  named  by  the  Traction  Company 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  said  ordinance,  and 
on  default,,  it  further  directs  that  the  work  be  don©  by 
your  Department.  Under  the-  charter  of  the  Union  Pas- 
senger Railway  Co.,  City  Councils  have  the  undoubted 
right  to  compel  such  repaving. 

By  the  later  ordinance  of  July  14tli  last,  however. 
Councils  consented  to  the  extension  of  the  trolley  privileges 
of  the  said  Traction  Company  on  certain  streets,  to  wit, 
"on  Eederal  street,  from  Eront  to  Xinth:  on  ]S'inth  street 
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to  Ellswortli;  on  Ellsworth  to  Twenty-seventh;  on  Twen- 
ty-seventh street  to  Wharton;  on  Wharton  to  Front,  and 
on  Front  to  Federal,"  with  the  necessary  curves,  etc. 

Under  Section  2  of  said  ordinance  it  was  further  pro- 
vided that  the  said  company  before  beginning  the  work 
of  construction  should  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Mayor 
of  the  City,  under  which  it  should  agree,  inter  alia,  to 
"remove  all  tracks  of  the  tram-rail  pattern  now  on  any 
street  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  which  have  not  been 
reconstructed  for  use  by  the  trolley  system,  and  place  the 
streets  from  which  said  track  is  removed  in  good  order, 
by  repairing  the  present  pavement  thereon;  that  the  said 
company  or  its  lessees,  shall,  under  the  supervision  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
repave  in  good,  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  with 
Belgian  block  on  gravel  base,  all  of  the  streets  which  it 
occupies  hereunder  not  already  repaved  with  improved 
pavement,  which  repaving  shall  be  done  from  curb  to 
curb,  and  for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied 
hereunder,  and  shall  be  carried  on  and  completed  simul- 
taneiusly  with  the  work  of  laying  the  rails  and  construct- 
ing the  trolley  system." 

It  was  further  provided  by  the  said  ordinance  that  the 
work  upon  the  railway  and  trolley  systems  thereby  au- 
thorized should  be  begiin  within  six  months,  and  com- 
pleted and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route  named  within 
one  year. 

On  the  7th  day  of  December,  1897,  the  Union  Passen- 
ger Railway  Co.,  and  the  Philadelphia  Traction  Co.,  and 
Union  Traction  Co.,  its  lessees,  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  in  accordance  with  the  rei- 
quirements  of  the  last  named  ordinance. 

Assuming  from  these  facts  the  acceptance  by  the  Traction 
Company  of  the  ordinance  of  July  15th,  and  that  it  will 
duly  proceed  as  required  thereunder,  and  assimiing  fur- 
ther, that  Christian  street  in  the  locality  named  is 
covered  by  that  clause  of  the  ordinances  which  pro- 
vides that  "  the  said  company  shall  remove  all  tracks 
of  the  tram-rail  pattern  now  on  any  street  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  which  have  not  been  reconstructed  for 
27 
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tlie  use  of  the  trolley  system,  and  place  the  streets  from 
which  said  track  is  removed  in  good  order,  by  repairing 
the  present  pavement  thereon,"  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  direction  of  the  ordinance  of  May  26,  1897,  are  su- 
perseded by  the  pro^dsions  of  the  later  ordinance  of  July 
25,  1897. 

I,  therefore,  think,  if  the  above  assumptions  are  correct, 
that  in  the  view  of  the  ordinances  of  July  14,  1897,  you 
cannot,  under  the  ordinance  of  May  26,  1897,  compel  the 
Traction  Company  to  repave  Christian  street,  between 
Sixteenth  street  and  Gray's  Ferry  road,  with  an  improved 
pavement.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in 
which  you  refer  me  to  an  ordinance  now  pending  in  Coun- 
cils, entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  furnishing  to 
"the  City  of  Philadelphia  an  adequate  and  premanent 
"supply  of  filtered  waters  from  the  rivers  Delaware  and 
"Schnylkill  and  their  tributaries,  and  to  provide  adequate 
"storage  capacities  for  the  retention  and  conservation  of 
"water  therefrom,  for  the  use  for  public  consumption  at 
"the  aforesaid  City  of  Philadelphia,  delivered  through  the 
"medium  of  sand  filter  beds,  and  to  authorize  the  Schuyl- 
"kill  Valley  Water  Company  to  construct  the  storage 
"basins,  reservoirs,  filter  beds,  conduits  and  other  parts 
"of  the  said  water  system,  to  become  the  property  of  the 
"City  of  Philadelphia  after  the  said  company  has  furnished 
"a  supply  of  water  for  the  said  City  for  a  period  of  fifty 
"years  and  has  received  compensation  therefor  out  of  the 
"annual  surplus  water  revenues." 
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You  fin-tlier  say  that  von  'Svould  like  a  reply  to  the 
two  questions: 

1.  "Can  the  City  enter  into  tliis  arrangement  under  the 
"provisions,  as  it  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  an  ordinance, 
"not  a  contract  ? 

2.  "The  ordinance  looks  to  the  supplying  to  the  City 
"of  Philadelphia  by  the  said  Schuylkill  Water  Company 
"of  a  certain  amount  of  water.  Can  the  City  enter  into 
"such  an  agreement,  contract  or  othersvise,  without  first 
"complying  with  the  provision  already  enacted  that  re- 
"quires  the  City  to  advertise  all  contracts  on  received  bids 
"for  the  same?" 

In  answer  to  your  first  inquiiy  I  would  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  the  proposed 
ordinance,  which  in  part,  is  as  follows:  "jSTo  work  shall 
"be  done  in  the  construction  of  the  storage  basins,  reser- 
"voirs,  filter  beds  or  conduits,  or  other  works  herein  author- 
"ized,  until  the  plans  and  specification  for  such  work  shall 
''have  been  approved  by  the  said  Director  by  an  instru- 
"ment  in  writing,  which  instrument  shall  express  the  rights 
"and  obligations  of  the  City  and  of  the  water  company 
"under  this  ordinance,  and  which  instrument  the  Director 
"is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  in  dupli- 
"cate  on  behalf  of  the  City,  when  he  shall  have  approved 
"of  the  aforesaid  plans  and  specifications,  and  to  deliver 
"one  of  the  said  duplicates  to  the  said  company.  The 
"said  plans  and  specifications,  when  so  approved  by  the 
"said  Director,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 
"ordinance  with  like  force  and  effect  as  though  incorpo- 
"rated  herein." 

These  directions  appear  to  be  in  accordance  w^ith  the 
customary  course  of  legislation  in  Councils,  and  are  also 
sufficiently  within  the  requirements  of  Article  XIY  of 
the  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (P.  L.  51.)  The  said  ordinance 
provides  in  detail  for  the  going  of  the  work  intended  and 
authorized  a  proper  executive  officer  to  sign  the  contract 
therefor,  as  that  Act  pro-\ades. 

Your  second  question  depends  for  reply  upon  the  in- 
terpretation to  be  given  to  the  Acts  of  Assembly 
providing  that  municipal  contracts  shall  be  let  after  ad- 
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vertisement  and  public  building.  Sect.  6,  of  the  Act  of  May 
23,  1874  (P.  L.  233)  requires  tliat  "all  stationery,  print- 
"ing  paper,  and  fuel  used  in  tke  Councils  and  in  other 
"departments  of  the  city  government,  and  all  work  and 
"materials  required  by  the  city,  shall  be  furnished,  and 
"the  printing  and  all  other  kinds  of  work  to  be  done  for 
"the  city  shall  be  performed  under  contract,  to  be^  given 
"to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  under  such  regulations 
"as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be  the 
"duty  of  Councils  forthwith  to  enact  such  ordinances." 

Article  XIV  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  known  as 
the  "Bullitt  Bill"  (P.  L.  52),  contains  the  following  lan- 
guage: "Every  contract  for  public  improvements  shall  be 
"based  upon  estimate  of  the  whole  cost  furnished  by  the 
"proper  officers  tlu'ough  the  department  having  charge  of 
"the  improvement,  and  no  bid  in  excess  of  such  estimate 
"shall  be  accepted." 

Under  the  ordinances  now  in  question  the  work  and 
material  which  are  to  go  into  the  structures  to  be  built 
by  the  Schuylkill  Valley  Water  Company  will  be,  at  least 
primarily,  furnished  to  that  ooi'poration  and  not  to  the 
City.  Indeed,  no  work  or  material  is  to  be  contracted 
for  or  supplied  to  the  City,  unle^  it  should  be  held  that 
the  work  and  material  furnished  to  the  said  structui-es  are 
furnished  to  the  City  because  such  structures  are  to  be- 
come the  property  of  the  City  when  fully  completed  and 
iifty  years  hence,  or  that  the  same  have  been  supplied 
to  the  City  because  the  words  "materials  furnished"  prop- 
erly describe  the  water  which  the  company  agrees  to  pro- 
vide. A  similar  line  of  reasoning  might  be  maintained 
by  regarding  the  contract  as  one  for  a  public  improve- 
ment. That  is,  that  though  the  basins,  reservoirs,  etc., 
are  tO'  be  erected  and  paid  for  by  the  Schuylkill  Valley 
Company,  yet  this  is  to  be  done  under  the  City's  super- 
vision; and  the  full  and  clear  title  to  them  is  to  pass  to 
the  City  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  period. 

It  is  not  possible  to  anticipate  with  trustworthy  assur- 
ance, what  may  be  the  judicial  view  taken  of  the  novel 
questions  which  are  herein  presented.  It  may  be  said, 
however,  that  notwithstanding  the  gerat  length  of  time 
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■which  must  elapse  before  the  City  is  to  come  into  full 
possession  of  the  works,  such  works  w^ould  be  public  im- 
provements within  the  regisltive  meaning  of  those  terms. 

The  Courts  have  held  that  while  the  purpose  of 
inviting  bids  is  to  promote  competition,  yet  in  any  in- 
stance where  the  thing  which  a  municipality  desires  to 
obtain,  cannot  be  had,  for  whatever  reason,  except  from 
one  source  only,  the  necessity  for  public  bidding  ceases. 
See  the  case  of  Silsby  Manf'g  Co.  vs.  Allentown,  153  Pa. 
St.,  319. 

If  the  facts  of  the  present  case  bring  it  ^vithin  the  ap- 
plication of  the  latter  principle,  the  contract  may  be  made 
without  advertisement  for  competitive  bids;  if  not,  then  it 
should  be  advertised. 

In  your  second  communication  to  me  relating  to  this 
subject,  you  set  forth  certain  allegation  which  in  brief 
are  as  follows:  That  the  plan  of  the  Schuylkill  Valley 
Water  Company  embraces  impounding  of  the  water  of 
the  Schuylkill  river,  the  building  of  dams,  etc.,  and  the 
use  for  these  purposes  of  the  property  of  the  Schuylkill 
Navigation  Co.,  now  employed  for  Navigation  Co.  pur- 
poses; that  the'  Water  Company  has  shown  no  right  therer 
to,  and  that  it  has  been  publicly  stated  in  Committee, 
that  the  officials  of  the  Navigation  Company  have  denied 
the  possession  of  such  rights  by  the  Schuylkill  Valley 
Water  Company;  that  condemnation  proceedings  were 
long  ago  instituted  by  another  company  called  the  "Schuyl- 
kill Water  Co.,"  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  same 
property  and  rights  as  those  upon  the  ownership  of  which 
the  Schuylkill  Valley  Water  Company  now  predicates  its 
offer  to  contract  with  the  City,  which  proceedings  are  still 
pending  and  undetermined. 

Upon  this  statement  of  facts,  you  ask  "are  the  Coun- 
cils now  justified  in  entering  into  such  a  contract  as  is  pro- 
posed; and  are  not  these  elements  of  doubt  and  uncer- 
tainty sufficient  at  the  present  time  to  warrant  the  Coun- 
cils halting  further  progress  of  said  ordinance?" 

Assuming  your  statement  of  facts  to  be  correct,  and  not 
adverting,  for  the  present,  to  any  question  save  those  which 
you  put  to  me,  I  make  what  would  seem  the  obvious  and 
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reasonable  reply  ,  that  every  consideration  of  prudence 
should  forbid  the  consummation  of  such  contract  until  all 
doubt  and  uncertatinty  regarding  the  title  of  the  party 
contracting,  in  and  to  the  property  offered,  has  been  fully 
investigated,  and  the  possession  of  a  clear  title  thereto 
in  such  party  has  been  firmly  established. 

Finally,  in  considering  the  validity  of  this  ordinance, 
there  have  occurred  to  me  certain  suggestions  regarding 
another  view  of  the  matter,  which  I  deem  it  my  duty  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  your  Committee. 

The  present  condition  of  the  debt  of  the  City  is  such 
that  no  substantial  increase  thereof  is  by  ordinance  alone 
constitutionally  permissible.  Under  the  contract  contem- 
plated, varying  amounts  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Schuylkill 
Valley  Water  Company  by  the  City  until  the  completion 
of  the  works.  After  such  completion,  the  said  Water 
Company  is  to  receive  froin  the  City  an  annual  sum  of 
$1,150,000  for  a  period  of  fifty  years.  At  the  expiration 
of  that  term  the  said  works  are  to  become  the  absolute 
property  of  the:  City  without  further  payment. 

The  sums  thus  to  be  paid  by  the  City  it  is  provided 
are  not  to  come  out  of  its  general  revenue,  but  only  from 
the  surplus  annual  revenues  of  the  Water  Biu-eau,  remain- 
ing after  first  deducting  therefrom  the  ordinary  expenses 
of  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  water  system  as 
it  is  now  conducted.  The  gross  receipts  for  water  are 
specifically  pledged  to  the  said  company  to  secure  the  com- 
pensation thus  agi-eed  upon,  and  careful  provision  is  also 
made  that  the  said  compensation  shall  be  charged  exclu- 
sively upon  the  fund  sO'  as  to  be  set  apart,  and  that  no 
other  or  general  liability  for  the  same  shall  be  imposed 
upon  the  City. 

Such  conditions  as  these  would,  I  think,  make  legal  an 
ordinance  which  provided  for  a  contract  that  involved 
expediture  on  the  part  of  the  City  for  ordinary  municipal 
purposes,  or  to  fulfill  necessary  municipal  needs.  The 
supply  of  water  to  the  City  and  its  citizens  doubtless  is 
such  a  purpose  and  serve®  such  a  need.  Therefore,  if 
the  money  were  to  be  spent  solely  in  procuring  a  water 
supply,  it  is  not  probable  that  the  ordinance  could  be 
successfully  attacked  upon  this  ground. 
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But  an  examination  of  the  scope  of  the  entire  contract 
as  proposed,  reveals  the  further  fact  that  the  annual  pay- 
ments provided  for  are  by  no  means  also  to  he  made  in 
consideration  for  water  which  the  company  agrees  to  fur- 
nish. Such  payments  in  part^,  at  least,  must  be  regarded 
as  the  purchase  price  for  an  extensive  system  of  storage 
resei'voii's,  basins,  conduits,  pipes  and  other  water  worlvS, 
and  which,  when  fifty  of  such  annual  payments  shall  have 
been  made,  are  to  pass  without  reserve  to  the  City .  as 
its  property.  But  it  is  impossible  to  separate  these  ele- 
ments of  expense,  or  to  say  how  large  a  part  of  each 
yearly  installment  should  be  apportioned  as  a  charge  for 
the  water  supply,  and  how  much  thereof  represents  a  pay- 
ment on  account  of  the  price  for  the  works. 

The  preponderance  of  the  authority  of  adjudicated  cases 
is  to  the  effect  that  a  city  in  providing  itself  with  a  sys- 
tem of  water  works,  does  not  make  an  ordinary,  neces- 
sary or  incidental  use  of  its  funds,  but  on  the  contrary, 
a  highly  extraordinary  one;  and  furthermore,  that  an  in- 
crease of  its  indebtedness  for  such  a  purpose  will  not  be 
justified  thereby,  if  otherwise  forbidden;  and  again,  the 
fact  that  a  special  source  of  revenue  is  provided,  or  special 
assets  pledged  to  meet  the  future  expenditure,  so  that  the 
general  revenue  or  property  of  the  City  may  be  relieved 
of  liability  for  the  same,  will  not  of  itself  pre- 
vent such  an  expenditure  for  extraordinary  purposes,  as 
is  here  contemplated,  from  being  regarded  as  an  addition 
to  the  municipal  debt. 

While  the  precise  question  under  consideration  has  not 
yet  been  judicially  determined,  nevertheless  I  incline  to 
the  opinion  that  an  ordinance  such  as  that  submitted  by 
you  could  not  be  maintained  as  valid.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
recent  date,  in  which  you  ask  the  opinion  of  this  Depart- 
ment regarding  the  legality  of  an  ordinance  which  has 
been  reported  to  your  Committee,  "increasing  the  amount 
"of  the  surety  of  the  City  Treasurer  from  $100,000  to 
"$250,000;  the  City  to  select  two  companies  and  pay  for 
"the  additional  security,  viz,  $150,000." 

Councils  are  given  authority,  by  the  Act  of  February 
2,  1854,  Section  10  (P.  L.  28)  to  fix  the  amount  of  the 
surety  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  as  to  a  future  incum- 
bent of  that  office,  they,  of  course,  have  the  necessary 
power  so  to  do,  and  an  ordinance  to  that  effect  would 
therefore  be  legal. 

The  present  City  Treasurer  has  already  filed  his  bond 
in  the  sum  of  $100,000  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  force  at  the  beginning  of  his  term.  I  do  not 
think  that  he  could  be  legally  compelled  tO'  file  any  fur- 
ther or  increased  bond. 

In  the  same  communication  you  further  request  an  opin- 
ion of  the  legality  of  an  ordinance  "making  an  appropria- 
"tion  of  $5,250  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  Richard 
"G.  Oellers,  City  Treasurer,  for  the  years  1895,  1896 
"and  189Y." 

I  assume  that  the  intended  reimbursement  of  Mr. 
Oellers  is  for  the  expense  to  which  he  was  put  in  paying 
for  the  official  bond  required  of  him  as  City  Treasurer, 
under  the  ordinance  of  July  27,  1854. 

As  seen  above,  it  is  not  beyond  the  power  of  Councils 
to  appropriate  all  or  part  of  such  charge  in  the  first  in- 
stance, and,  upon  the  principle  that  what  may  lawfully 
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be  done  may  lawfully  be  ratified,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
an  ordinance  would  be  valid  whicb  bad  in  view  tbe  latter 
purpose;  that  is,  the  purpose  of  ratification  or  reimburse- 
ment.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  1st  inst.,  enclosing 
copies  of  ordinances  of  November  8,  1894,  and  December 
28,  1895,  in  reference  to  the  revision  of  the  lines  and 
grades  of  portions  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward,  received. 

You  request  my  opinion  "as  to  the  position  of  the  City 
"for  action  of  damages  by  the  abutting  property  owners, 
"if  the  clause  of  the  within  ordinance  as  to  the  filing  of 
"the  bond  is  repealed." 

If  Coimcils  repeal  the  proviso  requiring  the  filing  of 
a  bond  to  indemnify  the  City,  then  the  City  would  be 
liable  to  pay  whatever  damage  would  be  awarded,  and 
would  have  no  recourse  over  against  George  W.  Sherman 
and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  as  it  would  if 
the  ordinance  was  allowed  to  stand  as  it  is.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  31st. 
ulf,  in  reference  to  the  Act  of  July  6,  1897,  entitled  "An 
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Act  to  regulate  the  hours  of  labor  of  mechanics,  working- 
men  and  laborers  in  the  employ  of  the  State,  or  municipal 
corporations  therein,  or  otherwise  engaged  on  public 
works;"  also,  enclosing  a  letter  from  Clinton  Rogers  Wood- 
ruff, Esq.,  attorney  for  various  Labor  Unions. 

You  ask  the  opinion  of  this  Department  whether  "this 
law  applies  to  salaried  employees,  such  as  engineers,  oilers, 
firemen  and  coal  passers,  etc.;  also,  the  skilled  mechanics, 
such  as  bricklayers,  stone  masous,  carpenters,  etc.,  who  are 
cari'ied  on  the  per  diem  roll." 

The  terms  of  the  Act  are  quite  broad  in  defining  those 
employees  to  whom  it  is  made  applicable.  It  specifically 
includes  "all  mechanics,  workingmen  and  laborers  now  or 
hereafter  employed,"  etc. 

In  view  of  the  inclusiye  nature  of  the  terms  thus  used, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  both  classes  of  workingmen  con- 
cerning whom  you  inquire,  must  be  held  to  come  within 
the  purA^ew  of  the  statute.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  22d  ult.,  enclosing  a  draft  of  an  ordinance  "au- 
thorizing an  agreem.eint  to  be  entered  into  between  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Union  Traction  Co.,  relative 
to  the  removal  of  unused  tracks  on  certain  streets,"  to- 
gether with  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  John  B.  Parsons, 
Vice  President  and  General  Manager  of  the  Union  Trac- 
tion Co. 

The  opinion  of  this  department  is  requested  as  to 
whether  the  ordinance  is  drawn  so  as  to  protect  the  in- 
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terests  of  the  City,  and  whether  the  agreement  therein 
wonld  he  binding  upon  the  said  Railroad  Company, 

I  think  that  the  form  of  the  ordinance  is  proper  to  pro^ 
tect  the  interests  of  the  City,  and  that  the  same  would 
be  binding  on  the  contracting  company.  The  enacting 
clause  of  the  ordinance,  however,  does  not  state  the  terms 
of  the  agTcement  which  the  City  Solicitor  is  thereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  prepare,  though  said  terms  appear 
in  the  preamble.  I  would  suggest  an  amendment  of  the 
ordinance  so  as  to  embody  in  the  enacting  clause  a  state- 
ment of  the  terms  of  agreement  which  this  department 
is  directed  and  authorized  to  prepare.

Deak  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  recent 
-date,  enclosing  a  communication  to  you  from  John  J.  Mc- 
Cay,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Health,  in  reference 
to  the  request  of  Mr.  Theodore  B.  Stulb,  Ex-Health 
Officer,  that  the  Board  of  Health  pass  a^  resolution  releas- 
ing his  bondsman  from  further  responsibility. 

Erom  the  correspondence  I  learn  that  the  term  of  Mr. 
Stulb  has  expired,  and  (as  he  states)  that  the  City  Con- 
troller has  completed  an  audit  of  his  books  and  accounts, 
as  Elealth  Officer,  and  the  same  have  been  found  correct. 

The  Act  of  January  29,  1818,  P.  L.  40,  provides  that 
the  bond  to  be  filed  by  the  Health  Officer  shall  be  ac- 
■companied  by  sureties  "to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of 
^'health,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the 
^^duties  of  his  office,  and  to  account  for  all  moneys  which 
"may  come  intO'  his  hands  in  pursuance  thereof." 

The  subject  is  thus  remitted  to  the  control  of  the  Board 
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of  Health,  and  I  would  advise  you  that  if  the  facts  in 
relation  to  the  auditing  of  his  account  and  of  its  being 
found  correct  are  as  stated  by  Mr.  Stulb,  and  if  the  Board 
of  Health  is  satisfied  that  the  conditions  of  the  bo'ud  have 
been  faithfully  complied  v^^ith,  there  would  be  no  impro- 
priety in  passing  a  resolution  releasing  his  bondsman  from 
further  responsibility,  as  Mr.  Stulb  requests.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  31st  ult,  in  which  you  state  that  on  December  28, 
1894,  an  appropriation  was  made  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot 
and  erection  of  police  and  patrol  station  in  the  Second 
Ward;  that  an  additional  appropriation  of  $20,000  was 
made  on  March  31,  1896;  that  on  May  19,  1896,  you  paid 
for  the  lot  $19,000,  leaving  a  balance  of  $21,000,  and  that 
a  further  appropriation  of  $30,000  was  made  on  December 
31,  189Y,  for  the  erection  of  a  police,  patrol,  and  fire 
station  in  the  Second  Ward.  You  further  state  that  you 
advertised  for  bids  on  August  10,  1897,  for  the  erection  of 
a  police,  patrol,  and  fire  station,  specifying  separately: 

"1st.  For  police  station  and  cell  building  (without 
patrol  and  engine  house). 

"2d.  Eor  patrol  and  engine  house  (without  police 
station  and  cell  building). 

3d.  Eor  police  station,  cell  building,  patrol  and  engine 
house,  all  complete." 

You  append  a  schedule  of  the  various  bids  received  in 
response  to  the  said  advertisement,  and  you  say  "We  de- 
sire to  erect  a  police  station  at  once,  not  having  sufficient 
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money    to   erect    the    entire    group.      Please    advise    me 
whether  or  not  we  can  do  so." 

As  I  understand  the  facts  thus  summarized,  you  had 
originally  appropriated  by  Councils,  first,  $20,000,  and 
second,  another  $20,000  making  $40,000  in  all  for  the 
erection  of  a  police  and  patrol  station.  Of  this  you  have 
spent  $19,000  for  a  site,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of 
$21,000.  A  further  appropriation  of  $30,000  was  after- 
wards made  for  the  erection  of  "a  police,  patrol  and  fire 
station." 

An  examination  of  the  bids  which  you  send  me  shows 
that  none  of  them  are  small  enough  to  permit  the  building 
of  a  police,  patrol  and  fire  station  with  the  sum  of  $51,000, 
which  you  have  in  hand  applicable  to  that  purpose.  Some 
of  the  bids  for  a  police  station  alone,  or  for  a  patrol  and  fire 
station,  are  small  enough  to  come  within  this  sum  of  $51,- 
000,  but  none  of  them  are  within  the  limits  of  the  $21,000 
which  you  still  have  remaining  from  the  appropriations  for 
a  police  and  patrol  station. 

The  situation  then  is  this,  you  have  $21,000  on  hand, 
which  Councils  have  directed  to  be  expended  for  a  police 
and  patrol  station.  You  have  $51,000  on  hand,  a  part  of 
which  Councils  have  directed  shall  be  used  in  the  erection 
of  a  police,  patrol  and  fire  station.  The  police,  patrol  and 
fire  station  cannot,  under  the  bids,  be  erected  for  the  sum 
of  $51,000,  nor  can  the  police  and  patrol  station  alone  be 
built  for  $21,000. 

I  would  advise  you,  under  the  circumstances,  that  in  the 
absence  of  an  ordinance  of  Councils  amending  the  previous 
ordinances  upon  this  subject,  you  have  no  right  to  use  the 
fund  in  your  hands  for  the  construction  of  a  police  station 
alone.

Dear  Sir:- — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
recent  date,  enclosing  copy  of  an  ordinance  which  in  sub- 
stance provides  that  no  wagon,  cart  or  other  vehicle  shall 
be  allowed  to  stop  in  the  centre  of  the  streets  of  the  city 
for  the  sale  or  delivery  of  goods  or  merchandise  or  other- 
wise, but  the  same  shall  be  stopped  alongside  of  the  curb 
and  on  the  right.  You  ask  whether  it  is  permissible  to 
back  up  to  the  curb,  a  team  or  teams,  so  that  both  the  curb 
and  the  horse  make  one  straight  line  at  right  angles  with 
the  curb,  stating  that  counsel  representing  a  gentleman  in 
this  city  takes  the  ^dew  that  the  ordinance  refers  to  hucks- 
ters onlv,  and  not  to  those  delivering  merchandise  gener- 
ally. 

An  examination  of  the  ordinance,  I  think,  shows  that  it 
relates  to  the  sale  and  delivery  of  goods  or  merchandise, 
not  alone  by  hucksters  or  vendors  thereof,  but  by  all  per- 
sons whomsoever.  You  will  observe,  however,  that  it  does 
not  prohibit  the  placing  of  a  wagon  or  cart  endwise  toward 
the  pavement  while  delivering  merchandise,  but  says, 
rather,  that  it  shall  stop  alongside  the  curb  and  not  in  the 
centre  of  the  street.  I  do  not  think  that  this  ordinance 
should  be  so  strictly  construed  as  to  prevent  the  backing  up 
of  a  team  at  right  angles  Avith  the  curb,  for  the  purpose  of 
delivering  or  receiving  merchandise,  provided  that  the 
same  be  not  continued  for  an  unreasonable  time,  or  be  not 
so  done  as  to  interfere  with  the  reasonable  and  proper 
rights  of  other  users  of  the  street.

bond  entered  into  by  them  indemnifying  the  City  against 
all  damages  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  the  said  street,  I 
would  say  that  the  bond  in  question  is  that  of  Thomas  J. 
Henry;  that  upon  the  filing  of  the  said  bond  notices  were 
given  for  the  opening  of  the  said  street,  and  proceedings 
were  had  for  the  assessment  of  damages  by  a  jury  of  view, 
which  jury  by  a  report  filed,  awards  $2,500  to  William 
Westenberger,  and  $1,500  to  Edward  H.  Cloud,  and  Coun- 
cils have  the  power  to  now  repeal  said  ordinance,  if  in  their 
discretion  they  deem  it  to  the  best  interests  of  the  City  so 
to  do. 

I  ought  further  to  say  to  you,  that  if  the  ordinance 
which  you  submit  is  passed  and  approved,  the  payment  of 
these  awards  will  fall  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  recent  communication, 
whereby  you  inquire  whether  a  lien  can  be  validly  filed 
and  prosecuted  for  filling  the  quaiTy  holes  at  Leiper  and 
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Ruan  streets,  Twenty-third  Ward,  to  the  level  of  the  Ruan 
street  sewer,  in  pursuance  of  Item  6^  in  the  annual  apprO" 
priation  to  your  Department  by  Ordinance  of  December 
31,  1897,  I  would  say  that  no  power  exists  in  any  branch 
of  Philadelphia  city  government  for  filing  a  lien  against 
real  estate  to  collect  the  cost  of  removing  a  nuisance,  except 
where  the  Board  of  Health  has  declared  the  existence  of 
a  nuisance,  and  the  property  owners  refuse  or  neglect  to 
remove  the  same  upon  notice. 

Unless  the  Board  of  Health  take  action  of  this  sort,  no 
branch  of  the  city  government  can  have  power  to  file  a 
valid  lien  for  the  work  of  filling  the  cavities  referred  to.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  25th 
ult.,  transmitting  an  inquiry  from  Mr.  James  S.  Thomp- 
son, President  Bureau  of  Fire  Escapes,  in  which,  after, 
quoting  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  3, 
1S85  (P.  L.  65),  relating  to  fire  escapes,  he  requests  the 
opinion  of  this  Department  "as  to  the  number  of  chains 
and  ropes  required  in  cases  where  six  ropes  to  a  room  fail 
to  provide  one  rope  for  eveiy  third  window." 

An  examination  of  the  statute  in  question  shows,  I 
28 
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think,  tliat  the  clear  intent  is  to  require  on  each  floor  in 
the  third  or  higher  story,  where  there  is  no  sub-division 
into  rooms,  that  at  least  six  roj^es  must  be  supplied,  but  the 
second  pro'^dso  fvirther  requies  that  in  every  room,  whether 
it  consist  of  another  story  or  a  sub-division  thereof,  there 
must  be  placed  at  least  one  rope  and  chain,  for  every  third 
window.  Answering  Mr.  Thompson's  inquiry  therefore, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  where*  six  ropes  to  a  room  fail  to  pro- 
vide one  rope  for  everj^  third  window,  such  larger  number 
than  six  is  required  as  will  provide  one  rope  for  every  third 
window.  For  instance,  if  the  number  of  windows  in  a 
room  be  thirty,  ten  ropes  must  be  supplied.

Deae  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communications  of 
Eebruary  16th  and  March  1st,  last,  relative  to  the  payment 
by  the  City  of  a  certain  ground-rent  on  the  premises  known 
as  "Southwark  Institute,"  the  former  enclosing  a  letter 
from  George  Tucker  Bispham,  Esq.,  attorney  for  The 
Girard  Life  Ins.  Annuity  and  Trust  Co.,  the  present  owner 
of  the  gTound-rent,  together  with  an  abstract  of  agreement 
between  the  Commissioners  and  Inhabitants  of  Southwark 
and  the  Mechanics  Institute  of  Southwark,  dated  Sep- 
tember 28,  1852,  and  recorded  in  Deed  Book  R.  D.  W. 
iSTo.  146,  p.  101. 

From  the  facts  laid  before  me  I  find  that  under  the 
agreement  above  referred  to,  the  District  of  Southwark 
obligated  itself  to  pay  the  ground-rent  in  question,  so  long 
as  tbe  said  premises  should  be  used  and  occupied  "for  the 
"then  purposes  of  the  said  Mechanics  Institute  of  South- 
"wark,  to  wit,  for  the  purposes  of  a  library,  reading-room 
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"and  lectiire-room."  The  object  of  such  assumption  upon 
the  part  of  the  District  of  Southwark  as  stated  in  the  said 
agreement,  was  to  be  "wdth  a  \'ie\v  to  aid  and  promote  the 
"objects  and  purposes  of  the  Mechanics  Institute  of  South- 
"wark." 

Under  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  the 
property  of  the  various  Districts  and  other  municipalities 
which  were  consolidated  into  the  n©Av  City  of  Philadelphia, 
vested  in  the  City,  and  the  City  in  Section  38  of  the  Act, 
assumed  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  said  Districts  and 
munieii>alities.  Thencefonvard  to  the  present  time,  I 
understand,  the  City  has  paid  the  ground-rent  in  question, 
from  time  to  time,  as  it  accrued. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  think  it  the  duty  of  the  City  to 
continue  the  payment  of  the  gTOund-rent,  so  long  as  the 
property  in  question  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  set  forth 
in  that  j)art  of  the  agreement  wdiich  has  been  quoted. 

In  response  to  your  inquiry  whether  you  should  draw  a 
warrant  for  the  semi-annual  payment  of  the  said  gi'ound- 
rent,  I  w^ould  say  that  yoii  should  do  so,  pro^^ded  it  is 
show^n  that  such  uses  (that  is,  those  contemplated  by  the 
agi'eement)  have  been  continued  up  to  the  time  of  the 
accruing  of  said  rent. 

Herewitli  please  find  the  letter  of  Mr.  Bispham,  w^hich  is 
returned  at  your  request.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  lettoi'  nf  the  10th 
ult.,  in  which  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisor  you  request  the  opinion  of  this  Department 
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upon  the  question,  ^vlietlier  the  United  Gas  Improvement 
Company  is  required  under  ordinance  of  Councils  to  obtain 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  and 
take  out  permits  from  the  Bureau  of  Highways  for  open- 
ing streets  for  laying  pipes;  and  also,  whether  the  said 
Company  is  subject  to  any  charge  for  permits  or  permis- 
sion to  open  streets. 

In  repl}'  to  this  inquiry  I  would  say  that  the  lease  of  the 
Gas  Works  to  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company 
contemplates  that  that  Company  in  opening,  excavating, 
and  repaving  streets,  shall  be  made  subject  to  such  general 
rules  and  regulations  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  in  force 
concerning  those  subjects,  and  that  openings,  excavations, 
repaving  and  refilling  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

It  follows  that  since  the  general  regulations  in  force  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  require  permission  to  be  granted 
to  such  persons  as  desire  to  make  openings  or  excavations 
in  the  streets,  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance  of  I^ovember  12, 
1897,  would  in  like  manner  require  permission  to  be  ob- 
tained by  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company.  As 
the  City  would  be  liable  for  damages  to  passers-by  or  others 
injured  through  the  opening  of  its  streets,  this  fact,  among 
others,  furnishes  a  reason  for  the  requirement  that  no  such 
excavation  or  opening  should  be  made  without  such  per- 
mission had  been  obtained. 

So  far  as  the  form  of  this  permission  is  concerned,  it 
seems  to  me  that  this  subject  may  be  regulated  by  some 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors 
in  devising  such  form  for  the  purpose. 

Relative  to  that  part  of  your  query  which  refers  to 
charges  for  such  a  peiinission  to  open  the  streets,  I  would 
say  that  this  subject  appears  to  be  regulated  by  the  ordin- 
ance of  ]\Iarch  30,  1895,  which  fixes  the  various  amounts 
to  be  paid  by  applicants  for  permits  in  accordance  with  the 
kind  of  street  paving  which  it  is  desired  to  break  in  the 
making  of  the  opening  or  excavation  in  question.  It  is 
clear  tliat  these  fees  are  based  in  great  degree  upon  the 
cost  of  repaving.  The  ordinance  under  which  the  City 
has  leased  the  Gas  Works  to  the  United  Gas  Improvement 
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Company,  provides  that  that  Company,  and  not  the  City, 
shall  be  at  the  expense  of  repaying  where  openings  are 
made  in  the  streets,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  requirements 
of  said  ordinance,  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company 
has  filed  its  bond  in  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  for  the  due 
perfonnance  of  its  contract. 

I  do  not  think,  in  view  of  these  circumstances,  that  the 
Company  should  be  looked  to  to  pay  fees  based  upon  the 
cost  to  the  City  of  doing  that  which  the  Company  itself 
has  undertaken  and  can  be  compelled  to  do.  For  this 
reason  I  would  say  that  said  Company  is  not  subject  to 
pav  the  charges  required  by  the  ordinance  of  March  30, 
1895. 

In  fvirther  illustration  of  this  subject  I  would  refer  you 
to  a  communicatioi^  dated  January  4,  1898,  from  this  De- 
partment to  the  Director  of  Public  "Works,  in  response  to 
inquiries  substantially  identical  Avith  your  OAvn.

D:eak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  4th  inst.,  in  regard  to  the  application  of  the  United 
States  Casualty  Company,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
NeAV  York,  "to  enter  into  this  City  mth  their  business  and 
"insure,  inspect  and  issue  certificates  for  the  use  of  boilers 
"in  lieu  of  those  granted  by  our  laws  and  ordinances." 
You  enclose,  together  with  such  application,  a  certificate 
from  the  Insurance  Commissioner  of  this  State  showing 
that  all  the  requirements  of  our  insurance  laws  as  to 
foreign  companies  have  been  complied  Anth,  and  that  said 
applicant  is  duly  authorized  and  empoAvered  to  transact  the 
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business  of  insurance  and  of  the  inspection  of  boilers  in 
Pennsylvania,  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1898. 

Further  stating  that  by  tlie  title  of  the  company  in 
questioin,  you  are  led  to  believe  it  to  be  not  such  a  company 
as  is  recognized  by  the  Acts  of  Assembly  and  ordinances 
to  do  this  work,  you  ask  the  advice  of  this  Department 
''Whether  under  their  act  of  incorporation  or  charter,  they 
"are  in  harmony  with,  and  in  accord  with  Section  I  of  the 
"Act  approved  March  11,  1891,  as  a  'boiler  insurance  com- 
"pany'  enjoying  all  the  powers  and  pri\Tdeges  of  such  com- 
"]Danies  in  tlie  inspection  of  steam  boilers  and  the  issuance 
"of  certificates  for  the  use  thereof;  and  further, — whether 
"T  am  justified  in  accepting  their  reports^  of  inspection; 
"approve  their  certificates  for  the  use  of  boilers  in  this  City 
"and  to-  recognize  them  fully  as  much  as  a  boiler  insurance 
"company  chartered  by  this  State." 

In  pursuance  of  your  query  I  have  procured  a  copy  of 
the  Charter  of  the  United  States  Casualty  Company  as 
amended,  and  find  that  among  other  things,  the  said 
Charter,  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  ISTew  York  govern- 
ing this  subject,  authorizes  the  company  to  effect  insurance 
"upon  steam  boilers  and  upon  pipes,  engines  and  machi- 
"nery  connected  therewith  or  operated  thereby  against  ex- 
"plosion  and  accident,  and  against  loss  or  damage  to  life 
"or  property  resulting  therefrom;  and  to  make  inspection 
"of  and  to  insure  certificates  of  inspection  upon  such 
"boilers,  pijies,  engines  and  machinery  and  also  upon  elec- 
"tric  dynamos,  motors,  pipes,  wires,  fittings  and  appliances 
"eoimeeted  therewith,  against  explosion  and  accident,  and 
"against  loss  or  damage  to  life  or  property  resulting  there- 
"from,  and  to  make  inspection  of,  and  to  issue  certificates 
"of  inspection  upon  such  boilers,  pipes,  eng-ines,  machi- 
"nery,  electric  djmamos,  motors,  wires,  fittings  and  appli- 
"ances,  and  also,  upon  pipes,  sprinklers,  or  machinery  con- 
"nected  therewith,  against  loss  or  damage  to  life  or  prop- 
"erty  resulting  from  the  breakage  thereof,  and  to  make 
"inspection  of  and  to  issue  certificates  of  inspection  upon 
"such  pipes,  sprinklers  or  machinery,  fittings  and  appli- 
"ances." 

The  first  Section  of  the  Act  of  March  11,  1891  (p.  5), 


33 

to  -wliicli  you  refer,  provides  ''that  whenever  any  steam 
'^boiler  insurance  company  shall  have  complied  with  the 
"law  of  this  State  relative  to  insurance  companies,  it  shall 
"be  authorized  to  inspect  and  insure  boilers  in  all  cities 
"of  the  fii'st  class,"  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth 
in  the  succeeding  sections  of  the  act. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  United  States  Casualty 
Company  under  the  foregoing  grant  of  charter  pri\dlege, 
is  a  "steam  boiler  insurance  company"  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act  of  1891,  and  that  a  right  to  inspect  and  insure 
boilers  is  intended  by  the  framers  of  that  act  to  be  extended 
to  proper  foreign  companies  complying  with  the  require- 
ments of  our  insurance  laws,  as  well  as  to  domestic  com- 
panies. In  the  present  case  the  applicant  has  so  complied 
with  the  laws  of  this  State,  a  fact,  which  as  already  seen, 
appeal's  from  the  certificate  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner. 

I  therefore  have  to  return  an  affirmative  reply  to  both  of 
your  queries.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  15th 
inst.,  relative  to  various  mattei*s  in  connection  ^^'ith  the 
division  of  the  First  and  I'wenty-seventh  Wards  at  the 
recent  election,  and  in  regard  to  the  effect  of  such  di"^dsion 
upon  the  reorganization  of  the  respective  Sectional  Boards 
of  School  Directors  in  said  wards,  as  the  latter  shall  be  di- 
vided, in  accordance  with  the  popular  vote.  ^ 
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Many  of  the  matters  concerning  whicli  you  ask  are  sub-

tional School  Board.  The  same  will  be  found  in  Ordi- 
nances of  1896  (Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor,  page  233), 
and  in  the  said  communication  are  answers  to  several  of 
the  matters  concerning  which  you  seek  advice.  I  beg  to 
refer  you  thereto. 

You  say,  tliat  of  the  twelve  members  of  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Ward  School  Board,  three  reside  in  the  new 
Fortieth  Ward,  and,  taking  up  your  questions  seriatim 
and  answering  them  in  detail,  I  would  say,  in  reply  to  your 
first,  as  follows: 

"1st.  Under  the  case  cited  in  11th  Pliila.,  300,  are  the 
offices  of  the  three  directors  who  reside  in  the  new  ward 
now  vacated,  or  have  they  a  right  to  appear  at  the  ad- 
journed meeting  of  the  Board  and  vote  in  the  matter  of 
the  election  of  their  successors  and  of  the  new  board  of 
the  Fortieth  Ward?" 

The  case  referred  to  by  you  has  been  modified  in  some 
of  its  effects,  by  the  Act  of  1891,  and  I  would  say  that 
the  offices  of  the  three  directors  who  reside  in  the  new 
Fortieth  Ward  are  not  immediately  vacated;  said  directors 
have  the  right  to  appear  at  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the 
Board  and  vote  in  the  matter  of  the  selection  of  their  suc- 
cessors in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward  School  Board,  and 
of  the  other  members  besides  themselves  who  will  consti- 
tute the  Board  for  the  new  Fortieth  Ward. 

"2d.  If  they  are  to  retire,  do  they  resign  or  have  they 
been  legislated  out  of  office,  the  legislation  going  into  effect 
the  moment  tliat  the  decree  is  announced?" 

No  resignation  is  necessary  to  effect  their  retirement. 
They  continue  in  office  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  the 
members  of  the  boards  of  thei  twO'  wards  intO'  which  the 
old  ward  has  been  sub-divided  and  of  regulating,  together 
with  the  other  members  of  the  old  board,  the  school  affairs 
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of  both  of  the  new  wards,  to  wit,  the  new  Twenty-seventh 
and  the  new  Foi-tieth — nntil  the  new  Boards  in  the  said 
"Wards  shall  be  organized  in  accordance  with  tlie  dii'ec- 
tions  of  the  Act  of  "l 891. 

''3d.  Can  the  three  men  who  are  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancies  take  part  in  the  election  of  the  new  Board  for 
the  Fortieth  Ward,  or  is  that  chosen  by  the  old  Board  of 
the  Twenty-seventh  Ward^" 

The  three  men  who  shall  be  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies, 
cannot  participate  in  the  election  of  their  successors  in  the 
Board  of  the  new  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  or  in  the  elec- 
tion of  the  nine  new  members  of  the  Fortieth  Ward  Board. 
The  twelve  new  members  who  are  to  be  chosen  to  fill  the 
Boards  of  the  two  wardsi — that  is,  three  members  of  the 
Twenty-seventh  W^ard  Board  and  nine  members  of  the 
Board  of  the  Fortieth  W^ard — are  to  be  selected  by  the 
Board  of  the  old  Twenty-seventh  W^ard  as  now  constituted. 

"•ith  and  5th.  Under  the  law  requiring  minority  repre- 
sentation, can  all  three  of  the  men  put  in  in  the  first  in- 
stance to  fill  the  vacancies  be  of  one  political  faith?" 

"W^hat  is  the  requirement  with  reference  to  the  political 
beliefs  of  the  new  Board  for  the  Fortieth  W^ardf 

The  Act  of  Jime  8,  1891,  provides  that  at  popular 
elections  to  fill  the  offices  of  school  directors,  four  directors 
shall  be  elected  ever^'^  year  in  each  ward  for  three  years 
from  the  fii*st  Monday  of  April  following,  "and  at  such 
"elections  each  elector  may  vote  for  three  candidates  and 
"the  four  candidates  recei^dng  the  highest  number  of  votes 
"shall  be  declared  elected.  When  new  wards  are  created 
"the  whole  Board  then  in  office  shall,  at  their  next  regu- 
"lar  meeting,  which  shall  happen  not  less  than  ten  days 
"after  the  division  is  decreed,  fill  up  vacancies  so  as  to 
"make  a  full  Board  of  twelve  directors  for  each  ward." 
1^0  provision  is  here  made  in  reganl  to  minonty  repre- 
sentation on  Boards  in  sub-di\'ided  wards,  which  are 
chosen  by  the  members  of  the  old  Board,  so  that  the  latter 
are  bound  by  no  requirement  with  reference  to  the  poli- 
tical beliefs  of  any  of  the  members  elected  to  either  of  the 
new  Boards. 

"6th.  Under    the    Act  of  1891,  what    is    my    duty  'as 
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President  of  tlie  Board  of  Education  in  the  matter  of  di- 
recting the  meeting  and  organization  of  the  new  Boards? 
If  I  do  not  direct  organization  for  any  reason,  then  under 
the  Act  does  the  whole  of  the  old  Board  remain  in  office 
and  direct  and  supervise  the.  schools  of  both  wards?" 

The  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  or  of  your- 
self as  its  President,  is  plainly  set  forth  in  tlie  Act  of 
1891,  which  pro^ddes  that  "the  new  Boards  shall  meet 
"and  organize  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed  by  the 
"Board  of  Education,  or  the  President  thereof,  not  lees 
"than  ten  days  after  the  new  Boards  shall  be  appointed. 
"Lentil  such  Boards  meet  and  organize  the  whole  of  the 
"old  Board  shall  direct  and  supervise  the  schools  of  both 
"wards."  Under  the  said  Act,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  or  of  its  President,  to  fix  a  time  and  place 
for  the  meeting  and  organization  of  the  Sectional  Boards 
in  the  new  wards,  which  time  must  not  be  less  than  ten 
days  after  the  new  Boards  shall  be  appointed.  If,  for  any 
reason  this  duty  should  not  be  performed  and  s\ich  time 
and  place  should  fail  to  be  fixed,  then,  until  the  meeting 
and  organization  of  the  new  Boards  shall  actually  take 
place,  the  whole  of  the  old  Board  shall  manage  the  schools 
of  both  wards. 

"Yth.  Is  there  any  foundation  for  the  contention  that 
under  the  Act  of  12th  of  February,  1889,  school  directors 
wdio  were  elected  at  the  last  general  election  to  serve  for 
three  years  can  continue  in  office  and  serve  out  their  term 
as  members  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Sectional  Board?" 

If  this  interrogation  refers  to  school  directors  residing 
mthin  the  new  limits  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  the 
contention  that  such  directors  shall  continue  as  members 
of  the  new  Twenty-seventh  Ward  School  Board  is  correct; 
but  If  it  refers  to  those  school  directors  who  live  within 
the  limits  of  the  new  Fortieth  Ward,  such  contention  is 
incoiTect;  the  said  directors  will  continue  for  the  terms 
for  which  they  were  elected  to  serve  as  directors  in  the 
new  Fortieth  Ward. 

You  ask  "for  an  opinion  covering  the  points  suggested, 
"and  any  other  points  which  come  to  your  mind  in  con- 
"nection  with  the  subject  matter,"   and  I  will  take  the 
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liberty  of  summarizing  briefly,  the  views  of  this  Depart- 
ment upon  the  general  questions  involved. 

Tlie  earlier  legishition  upon  the  subject  was  largely 
modified  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1891.  Under 
that  Act  I  would  say  that  where  a  ward  shall  be  divided 
into  two  new  wards,  tlie  members  of  the  old  Board  shall 
continue  to  serve  for  the  tenn  of  their  election  respect- 
ively, within  the  limits  of  the  new  wards  in  which  they 
reside,  and  the  old  Board  shall,  at  its  next  regular  meet- 
ing, taking  place  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  decree 
of  division,  elect  twelve  new  members  so  as  to  supply  the 
twelve  vacancies  made  in  the  two  new  Boards  by  virtue 
of  the  division  of  the  old  ward.  In  making  their  selec- 
tions they  are  not  bound  by  any  consideration  of  the  po- 
litical beliefs  of  any  of  the  persons  so'  elected,  and  the 
]>ersons  newly  elected  should  be  chosen  for  such  terms  of 
office  that  thereafter  in  each  of  the  new  Boards,  the  terms 
of  four  members  shall  eixpire  annually.  That  is  to  say, 
in  each  Board  they  are  to  be  divided  into  parties  of  four 
so  that  the  term  of  said  parties  shall  end  at  the  expiration 
of  one,  two  and  three  years.  Thereafter,  of  course,  the  di- 
rectors elected  under  popular  elections  to  take  their  places, 
will  seiwe  miiform  terms  of  three  years.  In  electing  the 
said  new  members,  the  old  Board  sits  as  one  body,  and  each 
of  the  members  thereof  is  entitled  to  vote  in  choosing  the 
members  for  each  of  the  new  Boards.  After  the  new  Boards 
are  thus  chosen,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
or  of  its  President,  to  fix  tbe  time  and  place  for  the  new 
Boards  to  meet  and  organize,  which  time  should  be  not 
less  than  ten  days  after  their  appointment,  and  until  the 
Boards  so  meet  and  organize,  the  school  affairs  of  botb  sec- 
tions are  to  be  directed  and  managed  by  the  old  Board. 

Trusting  that  the  foregoing  furnishes  all  the  informa- 
tion desired  upon  the  subject,  T  am,

My  Dear  Sir: — Relative  to  the  subject  of  our  conver- 
sation this  morning,  to  wdt,  the  duties  of  the  Boards  of 
School  Directors  in  regard  to  the  organization  of  the  new 
Boards  for  the  First  and  Thirty-ninth  Wards  respectively, 
I  would  say  that  in  the  case  of  Zulich  vs.  Bownian,  42 
Pa.  St.,  83,  it  is  decided  that  while  an  adjourned  meeting 
is  not  a  ''regular"  or  '^stated"  meeting  within  the  meaning 
of  those  words  as  used  in  the  school  laws  of  the  State,  yet 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  organiza- 
tion which  is  directed  to  be  held  after  the  yearly  election 
of  directors,  is  such  a  "regular"  or  "stated"  meeting,  as 
are  also  mouthly  or  other  periodical  meetings  held  at  times 
fixed  by  the  rules  of  the  Board.  This  decision.  I  think, 
avoids  the  difficulty  suggested. 

I  am  of  opinion  accordingly  that  it  would  be  legal  for 
the  old  Board  of  Directors  not  only  to  re-organize  on  the 
first  Monday  of  April  next  pursuant  to  law,  but  at  the 
same  meeting  to  elect  the  twelve  new  members  (one  for 
the  new  First,  and  eleven  for  the  Thirty-ninth  Ward)  to 
make  up  the  complete  new  Boards.  This  will  sufficiently 
comply  mth  the  legal  requirement  that  the  new  mem- 
bers must  be  chosen  at  a  "regular  meeting"  taking  place 
more  than  ten  days  after  the  decree  of  division.  Said 
members  having  been  so  chosen,  the  new  Boards  can  as- 
semble for  organization  at  the  time  which  the  Board  of 
Education  or  the  President  thereof  may  fix,  the  same 
being  at  least  ten  days  after  IMonday,  April  4,  1898.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  yesterday  inquiring  whether 
there  is  any  reason  why  the  Board  of  Health  should  not 
transfer  to  the  Lazaretto,  in  Delaware  County,  a  case  of 
small-pox  which  is  now  at  the  Municipal  Hospital,  re- 
ceived. 

The  property  known  as  the  Lazaretto  situate  in  Delaware 
County,  by  Act  of  January  29,  1818,  was  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Health,  which  was  established  by  the  same  Act, 
and  was  for  the  uses  and  purposes  for  which  the  said 
Board  was  instituted  and  established. 

By  Section  16  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  the 
Board  of  Health  was  reorganized,  and  all  the  estate  what- 
soever real,  personal  and  mixed,  then  by  law  or  otherwise 
vested  in  or  in  posession  of  the  old  Board  of  Health  was 
vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Therefore,  so  long 
as  the  Lazaretto  continued  for  its  original  purpose,  it  was 
under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Health,  but  by  the  Act 
of  July  1,  1895,  it  was  pro'vdded  that  the  said  Quarantine 
and  Inspection  Stations,  so  created  at  the  Lazaretto,  Tini- 
cum  Township,  Delaware  County,  should  after  October  1, 
1895,  be  discontinued.  The  existence,  therefore,  of  the 
Lazaretto  Station  at  Tinicum  by  virtue  of  this  Act  of  As- 
sembly ended  on  October  1,  1895,  and  the  property  there- 
upon vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  freed  from  any  and 
all  trusts. 

As  you  state.  Councils  have  passed  an  ordinance  leas- 
ing the  property  to  an  athletic  club,  %vith  a  proviso  that 
in  case  of  an  emergency  the  lessee  tiu-n  the  property  over 
to  the  City.  In  view  of  the  proposed  lease  it  would  not  be 
advisable  for  the  Board  of  Health  to  attempt  to  use  the 
Lazaretto  for  contagious  diseases  unless  an  emergency  oc- 
curred requiring  it.  In  the  case  of  an  epidemic  it  might 
still  be  in  thepower  of  the  City  and  the  Board  of  Health 
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to  make  use  of  tlie  Lazaretto,  if  no  other  proper  metliod 
of  treatment  conlcl  be  devised.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  4th  inst.,  enclosing  draft  of  an  ordinance  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  autliorize  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
"Philadelphia  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  any  traction 
"motor  company  or  street  passenger  railway  company 
"owning,  leasing  or  operating  lines  of  street  passenger  rail- 
"way  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  temporary 
"removal  of  any  portion  of  their  track  not  presently  neces- 
"sary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  for  the 
"re-laying  of  the  same  at  any  subsequent  time  upon  pay- 
"ing  to  the  City  the  value  of  any  improved  pavement 
"which  may  have  been  laid  by  it  upon  the  street  in  the 
"meantime." 

You  state  tbat  you  have  been  requested  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Street  Passenger  Railroads  to 
submit  said  draft  to  tbis  Depart.ment,  and  that  he  desires 
to  know  "whether  the  several  provisions  contained  in  said 
"ordinance  are  in  keeping  witli  the  law  governing  street 
"passenger  railways  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
"whether  Councils  have  the  right  to  authorize  the  Mayor 
"to  enter  into  such  contracts  as  are  provided  in  said  bill, 
"and  particularly,  as  to  whether  when  the  tracks  are  once 
"removed  and  the  streets  abandoned  for  the  time  being 
"for  railway  purpioses,  the  company  would,  under  the  or- 
"dinance  of  Councils,  have  full  authority  of  law  to  again 
"occupy  the  street  with  rails." 
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Tlio  proposed  ordiiiaiioe  provides  for  the  authorizing  of 
contracts  to  be  made  bv  the  Mayor  "with  any  traction 
"motor  company  or  street  passenger  railway  company 
"owning,  leasing  or  operating  lines  of  street  passenger 
"railway  on  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  \vhich 
"contract  shall  provide,  inter  alia,  as  follows:  That  such 
"traction  motor  company  or  street  pasenger  railway  com- 
"pany  may  remove,  at  its  own  expense,  any  track  or  tracks 
"which  are  occupying  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
"Philadelphia,  and  which,  in  the  judgTnent  of  such  com- 
"pany,  are  not  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
"present  travel  upon  said  streets;  that  such  company  shall 
"make  all  repairs  to  the  said  street  rendered  necessary  by 
"the  removal  of  said  tracks,  but  shall  be  thereafter  re- 
"lieved  from  any  liability  to  keep  the  same  in  repair  until 
"such  time  as  the  said  tracks  may  be  relaid  thereon  in  ac- 
"cordance  with  the  provisions  hereof;  that  whenever  said 
"company  shall  desire  to  relay  any  track  removed  under 
"the  tonus  hereof,  it  shall  give  three  months'  notice  to 
"the  City  of  such  desire,  and  the  City  shall  thereupon 
"cause  an  appraisement  to  be  made  of  the  value  of  any 
"improved  pavement  which  may  have  been  laid  by  the 
"City  upon  any  street  from  which  the  ti'acks  shall  have 
"been  removed  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  said  company  pay- 
"ing  to  the  City  the  amount  thus  ascertained  it  shall  have 
"the  privilege  of  relaying  its  said  tracks  and  again  exer- 
"cising  its  franchises  upon  said  streets,  in  which  case  it 
"shall  from  the  time  of  its  relaying  said  tracks  be  subject 
"to  all  la^vs  and  ordinances  now  binding  upon  it  with  re- 
"gard  to  keeping  the  pavement  of  said  streets  in  perpetual 
"good  order  and  repair." 

The  Act  of  May  21,  1895,  Section  4  (P.  L.  95)  vests 
in  companies  incoi*porated  under  the  Act  of  "Max  14,  1889, 
the  power  "w^th  the  consent  of  the  authorities  of  the 
"municipality  within  v\'hich  said  railway  is  located  to 
"abandon  any  portion  of  its  road,  ^\'ithout  prejudice  to  its 
"right  to  operate  or  complete  and  operate  the  remaining 
"portion  of  its  railway.  .  .  .  upon  the  filing  of  a  copy 
"of  such  action  certified  under  the  liaiid  of  its  pix^&ident 
"and  secretaiy  and  the  seal  of  the  company,  in  the  office 
"of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  also  with  the 
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"proper  municipal  authorities."  I  am,  kowever,  aware  of 
no  statutory  authority  for  the  temporary  removal  of  its 
tracks  by  a  railway  company,  with  the  reserved  right  on 
its  part  to  lay  them  again  upon  the  street  or  streets  from 
which  they  have  thus  been  taken. 

But  whatever  scope  may  be  given  to  the  statute  quoted, 
or  to  others  which  confer  upon  the  municipality  a  eon- 
trolling  authority  as  to  the  use  of  its  streets  for  railway 
purposes,  manifestly  such  authority  must  be  exercised  by 
the  City  itself,  acting  through  its  proper  officials,  and  is 
not  to  be  transferred  either  to  the  railway  companies  in- 
terested, or  to  any  other  corporations  or  persons.  In  each 
individual  case  it  is  for  Cbuncils  and  the  Mayor  to  decide 
whether  the  assent  of  the  City  to  the  removal,  if  not  also 
to  the  relaying  of  the  rails,  shall  be  given  or  withheld. 

The  terms  of  the  ordinance  in  question,  and  of  the  con- 
tracts contemplated  by  it,  would  grant  to  the  contracting 
companies  the  privilege  of  taking  up  their  tracks,  not  at 
any  particular  time,  or  from  such  designated  streets  as 
Councils  or  the  Mayor  might  then  or  afterwards  deem 
expedient,  but  indefinitely  as  to  time,  and  from  any  or 
all  the  street  which  they  occupy,  at  their  uncontrolled  dis- 
cretion, whenever  in  their  judgment  the  tracks  "are  not 
"necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  present  travel 
"upon  the  said  streets."  Furthermore,  the  ordinance  at- 
tempts to  bestow  upon  the  companies  an  equally  indefinite 
and  unrestricted  right,  solely  at  their  own  pleasure  and 
without  regard  to  the  interests  or  wishes  of  the  munici- 
pality, at  any  time  in  the  future  to  re-locate  their  tracks 
and  to  exercise  their  franchise  on  any  of  the  streets  so 
abandoned,  upon  paying  the  appraised  value  of  such  im- 
proved pavements  as  might  have  been  laid  thereon  by  the 
City,  in  the  meantime. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an  ordinance  in  these  terms 
would  constitute  an  improper  delegation  of  municipal  dis- 
cretion, and  that  it  would  not  be  valid.

Dear  Sie: — I  am  in  receipt  of  yoiir  favor  of  the  22d 
iiist.,  relative  to  the  request  of  Joseph  L.  Caven,  Esq., 
President  of  the  Eeal  Estate  Title  Insurance  and  Trust 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  that  the  charges  for  laying 
water  pipe  in  front  of  property  north  side  of  Walnut  street, 
one  hundred  and  fifty-five  feet  west  of  Forty-third  street 
may  be  stricken  oil,  together  with  a  copy  of  Mr.  C'aven's 
letter  and  report  of  Mr.  John  C.  Trautwine,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  AVater  upon  tlie  subject,  and  of  the  ordinance 
of  April  7,  1893,  under  the  provisions  of  which  said  re- 
quest is  made. 

The  facts  as  disclosed  by  these  documents  appear  to  be, 
that  water  pipe  was  laid  in  front  of  the  premises  in  1873, 
the  property  at  that  time  being  classed  as  suburban  or 
rural,  and  therefore,  not  subject  to  lien.  That  for  this 
reason  no  such  lien  was  filed;  that  the  attachment  to  the 
water  pipe  for  the  supply  of  the  said  property  was  duly 
made  and  that  the  books  of  the  Water  Bureau  show  the 
payment  of  water  rent  at  least  from  the  year  1862  until 
and  including  1897. 

By  the  ordinance  above  referred  to  (April  7,  1893,  p. 
188)  it  is  pro'vided  that  in  all  eases  where  water  pipe  has 
been  laid  in  front  of  property  subject  to  lien  at  the  time 
such  pipe  was  laid  and  the  claims  therefor  were  assessed 
against  the  owners  or  registered  owners  of  such  propertv 
and  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  Water  Department  or 
Bureau,  but  no  liens  were  filed,  or  if  filed  were  not  pro- 
ceeded in  so  that  the  same  shall  be  or  have  been  quashed, 
or  where  the  judgment  obtained  on  such  liens  shall  have 
been  stricken  off  or  shall  not  have  been  duly  re^dved,  or 
"where  attachments  to  the  water  pipe  have  been  made, 
"whether  the  property  is  subject  to  lien  or  not  and  water 
"rents  thereon  are  sho^\Ti  by  the  books  of  the  Water  De- 
"partment  or  Bureau  to  have  been  paid  to  the  Citv  for  a 
29 
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"period  of  not  less  than  six  years  and  no  lien  for  water 
"pipe  laid  in  front  of  such  property  has  been  duly  filed 
"and  regularly  revived  in  accordance  -with  law,"  in  all 
such  cases  it  shall  be  presumed  that  such  liens  or  claims 
have  been  paid,  and  the  City  Solicitor  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  cause  such  liens  or  claims  to  be  satisfied  of 
record,  and  the  Water  Department  or  Bureau  is  author- 
ized to  strike  such  claims  from  its  books,  and  shall  issue 
pennits  for  attachment  j)ermitting  the  use  of  water,  upon 
such  2>remises,  upon  proper  application  being  made 
therefor. 

Ob^dously  the  application  in  the  present  case  does  not 
come  within  the  first  clause  of  the  said  ordinance,  because 
that  clause  apjDlies  only  Avhere  the  property  affected  shall 
be  subject  to  lien  at  the  time  such  pipe  was  laid.  The 
premises  in  question  being  rural  or  suburban,  were  not  so 
subject  to  lien. 

As  to  the  second  portion  of  the  ordinance,  Mr.  Traut- 
wine  in  his  report  to  your  Department  expresses  the 
opinion  that  that  part  thereof  was  intended  only  to  refer  to- 
charges  for  water  pipe  laid  by  the  Germantown  and 
Chestnut  Hill  Water  Company,  because  of  "said  company 
"having  no  legal  right  to  file  liens  or  tO'  charge  for  water 
"pipe  laid  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  supply  pur- 
"poses." 

I  do  not  think  that  the  language  of  the  ordinance  will 
bear  so  narrow  a  construction.  Its  terms  broadly  enact 
that  where  the  pipe  shall  have  been  laid  in  front  of  prop- 
erty subject  to  lien,  and  claims  therefor  assessed  against  the 
owners  and  duly  entered  of  record,  proof  of  payment  of 
the  charges  shall  be  presumed  in  all  cases  when  no  liens 
were  filed,  or  were  not  proceeded  in,  so  that  the  liens  have 
been  or  may  be  quashed,  or  where  judgment  upon  the 
liens  shall  have  been  stricken  off  or  shall  not  have  been 
properly  revived.  The  same  presumption  of  payment  is 
made  to  follow  in  like  manner  where  attachments  to  the 
water  pipe  have  been  made,  whether  the  property  was 
subject  to  lien  or  not,  where  payment  of  water  rent  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  six  years  is  shown  by  the  books  of 
the  Department  or  Bureau.     In    either    set    of    circum- 
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stenees,  no  matter  liow  arising,  the  claim  for  laying  wateT 
pipe  is  tO'  be  taken  as  settled  and  is  directed  tO'  be  stricken 
oif,  and  tlierenpon,  npon  proper  application  being  made, 
permits  for  attachment  permitting  the  nse  of  water  upon 
sneh  premises  shall  be  issued. 

In  view  of  this  unrestricted  language  of  the  ordinance, 
I  do  not  think  it  can  be  confined  within  the  limits  sug- 
gested by  Mr.  Trautwine,  but  on  the  contrary,  if  the  facts 
be  correct  which  have  been  assumed  above,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  in  the  present  case  the  claim  should  be  stricken  off 
and  a  permit  issued  in  accordance  mth  Mr.  Caven's 
request.

Dear  Sir: — T  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  29th  ult.,  enclosing  an  application  from  the  ^^[aryland 
Casualty  Company  for  authority  to  make  inspection  and 
insurance  of  steam  boilers  and  issue  certificates  for  the  use 
thereof  in  this  City.  Pursuant  thereto,  I  have  requested 
from  that  Company,  and  have  been  supplied  %vith  the  certi- 
ficate from  James  H.  Lambert,  Insurance  Commissioner 
of  the  State,  sho-v\ang  that  said  Company  has  complied  with 
the  requii-ements  of  the  insurance  law,  and  is  authorized 
to  transact  business  in  the  Commonwealth  for  the  year 
ending  March  31,  1899,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
its  charter,  and  in  conforjnity  with  the  laws  of  this  State. 

I  have  also  procured  a  copy  of  the  charter  of  the  Com- 
pany in  question,  and  find  that  the  said  Company  is  em- 
powered to  make  "insurance  of  any  nature  or  description 
and  any  other  insurance,"  excepting  certain 
kinds  which  are  not  material  to  the  present  inquiry. 
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I  think  these  broad  powers  granted  to  the  Company  by 
its  charter  snfficiently  bring  it  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act  of  March  11,  1891,  P.  L.  5,  which  permits  boiler 
insurance  and  inspection,  and  the  issuance  of  certificates  by 
"any  steam  boiler  insurance  company"  which  "shall  have 
complied  with  the  laws  of  this  State  relative  to  insurance 
companies." 

I  would  therefore  say  that  in  my  opinion  you  axe  author- 
ized under  existing  laws  to  accept  the  statements  and  ap- 
prove the  certificates  of  the  said  Company,  under  the  con- 
ditions and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  1891. 

The  application  of  the  Company,  etc.,  are  herewith  re- 
turned to  you  as  requested.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
recent  date,  relative  to  re-advertisement  for  bids  for  the 
cost  of  abating  a  nuisance  by  the  filling  up  of  quarry  holes 
at  Ruan  and  Leiper  streets.  Twenty-third  Ward. 

It  appears  the  said  quarry  holes  were  declared  to  be  a 
nuisance  prejudicial  to  public  health  in  the  year  1895,  but 
for  lack  of  appropriation  the  Board  of  Health  was  unable 
to  abate  the  same.  Subsequently,  City  Councils  adopted 
an  ordinance  directing  that  the  nuisance  be  abated  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Safety  and  that  a  lien  be  filed  against 
the  property  for  the  expense  incuiTcd.  It  being  deemed 
illegal  that  such  abatement  of  the  nuisance  should  be 
authorized  by  any  authority  other  than  the  Board  of 
Health,  the  course  indicated  by  the  ordinance  was  not  fol- 
lowed. Advertisement  for  the  doing  of  the  work,  how- 
ever, had  theretofore  been  made  and  bids  had  been  re- 
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ceived  in  1897,  and  yon  now  ask  whether  it  is  necessary 
to  re-advertise  for  proposals,  or  whether  a  contract  could 
be  awarded  on  the  basis  of  the  said  proposals  already  made. 
I  w^onld  say  that  ordinarily  it  is  not  advisable  to  award 
contracts  except  on  the  basis  of  bids  received  at  or  about 
the  time  when  such  award  is  to  be  made.  If,  however, 
there  has  been  no  change  of  conditions  since  the  proposals 
were  received,  I  know  of  no  fixed  rule  which  will  forbid 
making-  the  award  upon  the  basis  of  the  bids  fonnerly 
presented.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  24th  ult.,  relative  to  the  proper  course  to  be  pursued 
by  you  in  reference  to  licenses  for  employment  offices. 
You  say  in  part,  "The  usage  of  this  office  has  been  to  re- 
ceive the  sum  named  as  consideration  for  a  license  when- 
ever presented  by  the  applicant  for  said  license,  and  to 
issue  in  return  therefor  a  license  for  one  year  from  the  date 
upon  which  the  money  is  received.  Will  you  be  kind 
enough  to  advise  me  whether  under  Section  2  and  other 
parts  of  this  Act  such  usage  is  proper  and  lawful,  or  if  not, 
in  what  manner  the  City  Treasurer  must  act  to  carry  out 
the  exact  requirements  of  the  law." 

Section  2  of  the  Act  of  May  25,  1883,  is  in  pari  as 
follows: 

"Every  person  applying  for  a  license  under  this  Act 
shall  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer,  as  aforesaid,  an  annual 
license  fee  of  fifty  dollars,  and  upon  payment  of  said  sum 
of  money,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  signed 
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by  tlie  said  City  Treasurer,  setting  forth  tliat  the  license 
fee  has  been  paid,  and  that  such  applicant  has  been  licensed 
to  pursue  the  business  of  an  employment  agent,  for  the 
period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  said  certificate." 

Section  4  provides: 

''If  any  person  engaged  in  the  employment  agent  busi- 
ness and  having  a  license  as  heretofore  provided  by  this 
Act,  shall  give  false  information  or  make  false  promises 
concerning  any  work  or  occupation,  to  any  one  obtaining 
his  services  for  procuring  work  or  occupation,  or  shall 
charge  a  greater  sum  for  his  services  than  are  provided  for 
in  said  schedule,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit  his 
license  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollai-s, 
and  undergo  an  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  of  not 
more  than  twelve  mouths,  or  both,  or  either,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court." 

Yon  will  observe  that  the  langiiage  of  the  second  section 
of  the  Act  is  manrlatory  in  directing  that  the  license  shall 
be  granted  to  "every  person  applying,"  etc. 

For  misuse  of  the  license  privilege  gi*anted,  punishment 
and  forfeiture  are  provided  by  the  4th  Section  of  the  Act, 
to  be  inflicted  after  conviction  of  the  misdemeanor  which 
is  thereby  created. 

In  ^dew  of  these  provisions,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  was 
the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  law  to  withhold  all 
discretionary  power  from  the  City  Treiasurer  in  the  grant- 
ing of  the  licenses  applied  for,  and  to  require  that  they 
shall  be  so  granted  whenever  due  application  shall  be  made. 

I  would  therefore  say  that  the  usage  of  your  office  re- 
ferred to  by  you  is  the  correct  and  proper  one.

It  has 
since  been  learned  that  the  book  so  bid  for  by  said  bidder 
is  not  the  book  desired,  but  is  a  Primary  or  Elementary 
Logic  of  similar  name.  The  next  lowest  bid  was  $10.74 
per  dozen,  and  it  is  now  desired  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  to  annul  the  contract  already  made,  and  make  a 
new  one  upon  the  basis  of  the  second  lowest  bid,  that  is  to 
say,  the  actual  lowest  bid  for  the  real  article  required. 

You  ask  would  there  be  any  objection  to  making  this 
change.  In  reply,  I  would  say  that  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  no  valid  objection  exists  to  the  making  of  the  change 
proposed.

Dear  Sir: — T  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  5th  inst.,  stating  that  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways and  several  of  his  assistants,  in  filing  the  bonds  re- 
quired of  them  by  ordinance,  furnished  as  their  security 
the  Guarantors  Liability  and  Indemnity  Co.,  which  Com- 
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pany  is  insolvent  and  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  re- 
ceiver. Yon  say  that  nnder  these  circumstances  you  think 
it  advisable  to  change  the  bonds,  and  ask  to  be  advised 
upon  the  subject. 

The  ordinance  under  which  said  bonds  are  required,  pro- 
vides that  "real  estate"  security  shall  be  given.  I  think 
it  clearly  intended  that  the  interests  of  the  City  should 
be  adequately  protected,  and,  in  the  present  cases,  the 
security  given  having  become  worthless,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  you  have  the  right  and  that  it  is  your  duty  to 
require  the  substitution  of  other  and  sufficient  security.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  communication  of  the  19th  inst., 
enclosing  Appendix  with  draft  of  ordinance  for  loan  to  be 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  vote  at  the  election  held  by  the 
people  in  last  ISTovember,  you  ask  whether  the  said  ordin- 
ance can  be  voted  on  by  separate  items,  or  must  it  be  passed 
upon  as  a  whole. 

The  purport  of  your  question  is,  I  assume,  whether  the 
several  items  for  which  the  entire  loan  of  $11,200,000  was 
authorized,  may  be  separately  voted  on  by  Councils  and 
money  borrowed  for  such  items  only  as  may  be  so  author- 
ized, without  borrowing  at  the  same  tnue  money  on  the 
other  items. 

On  February  24th  of  this  year,  to  a  similar  inquiry  from 
Mr,  Jacob  J.  Seeds,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
I  replied  as  follows:  "The  City  was  authorized  by  vote  of 
"the  electors,  to  increase  its  indebtedness  in  the  sum  of 
"$11,200,000,  and  it  is  within  the  discretion  of  Councils 
"to  issue  loans  up  to  $11,200,000  for  the  purposes  author- 
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"ized,  or  any  of  said  purposes,  in  such  amounts  and  at  such 
"times  as  they  may  deem  proper." 

This  quotation  embodies  the  opinion  of  this  Department 
upon  this  subject,  and  I  therefore  submit  it  as  a  full  reply 
to  your  inquiry.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  12th  instant,  in  refer- 
ence to  permits  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  for  un- 
derground privileges,  received. 

In  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  (copy  of 
which  you  have  enclosed),  in  Commonwealth  ex  rel.  The 
Bell  Telephone  Co.  vs.  Warwick  et  al,  Mr.  Justice  Mit- 
chell decided  that  "The  power  being  administrative  in  its 
"nature  and  lodged  in  an  executive  department,  cannot  be 
"controlled  by  Councils,  under  the  prohibition  of  the  Act 
"of  1885,  Article  XVI.,  P.  L.  54.  The  resolution  of 
"Februaiy  4,  1897,  was  therefore  beyond  the  province 
"of  Councils  and  of  no  effect."  The  Court  also  held  in 
language,  as  follows,  that  "The  Ordinance  of  1879  as 
"already  discussed,  put  no  restriction  on  the  streets  or  lo- 
"calities  to  be  occupied  by  the  telephone  company,  nor  did 
"the  ordinance  of  1882.  The  latter  authorized,  and  in 
"fact  commanded,  the  replacement  of  the  overhead  by  the 
"undergTound  system  and  in  so  doing,  it  necessarily  au- 
"thorized  the  construction  of  conduits,  terminal  poles  or 
"any  such  appliances  as  are  or  may  be  reasonably  neces- 
"sary  to  make  the  system  effective.  And  the  determina- 
"tion  as  to  what  streets  should  be  occupied  was  no  longer 
"in  Councils  but  in  the  telephone  company,  except  pos- 
"sibly  so  far  as  any  particular  street  might  be  so  excep- 
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"tionallj  situated  as  to  take  it  out  of  the  general  rule. 
"The  ordinance,  therefore,  of  January  12,  1888,  and 
"others  of  like  kind,  gi-anting  permission  to  lay  conduits 
"in  certain  streets,  were  unneccessary,  and  except  so  far 
"as  the  proi\4sions  as  to  the  manner  of  doing  the  work,  at 
"night,  etc.,  may  be  valid,  regulations  were  inoperative." 
In  view  of  this  decision,  your  Board  cannot  refuse,  on 
account  of  the  resolution  of  February  4,  1897,  to  permit 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  construct  underground 
conduits.

You  state  that  the  Commissioners 
for  the  Erection  of  the  Public  Buildings,  at  the  stated 
meeting  held  on  May  3d  inst.,  decided  to  adopt  the 
Johnson  Pneumatic  Clock  as  the  type  of  clock  to  be  in- 
stalled in  the  tower  of  the  City  Hall,  and  that  this  clock 
can  be  supplied  by  but  one  firm  in  this  country,  namely, 
the  Johnson  Pneumatic  Clock  Company,  and.  you  request 
me  to  inform  you  whether  under  existing  City  ordinances 
the  Commissionei'S  are  required  to  advertise  for  proposals. 

In  the  case  of  Silsby  Manufacturing  Co.  vs.  AllentOl^^al, 
153  Pa.  St.,  319,  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  decided 
that  where  the  article  which  a  municipality  desired  to  pur- 
chase was  a  patented  one,  it  was  useless  and  unnecessary 
to  advertise  for  proposals. 

If  the  Johnson  Pneumatic  Clock,  being  the  one  which 
the  Commissionei"s  for  the  Erection  of  the  Public  Build- 
ings have  determined  ujion  to  be  used  in  the  tower  of  the 
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Citj  Hall,  be  a  patented  clock  aud  can  be  supplied  by 
only  one  linn,  it  would  seem  to  be  unnecessary  to  adver- 
tise for  proposals. 

I  would  advise  you,  therefore,  that  the  City  ordinances 
in  reference  to  in\dting  proposals  by  j^ublic  advertisement 
•do  not  apj>ly  in  the  case  of  a  patented  article  which  can 
be  supplied  by  only  one  firm.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  26th  ult.,  transmitting  copy  of  a  proposed  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  providing  additional  light  and 
"air  to  the  cells  of  the  New  County  Prison  and  a  yard  to 
"^'each  cell  on  the  ground  floor."  The  nature  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  said  ordinance  sufficiently  appears  from  the 
title. 

You  say:  "The  plans  and  all  details  of  construction 
"of  this  prison  were,  previous  to  erection,  approved  by  the 
"State  Board  of  Public  Charities,  the  Boai'd  of  Inspectors 
"of  the  Prison,  and  copies  of  same  filed  in  the  office  of 
"the  Secretary  of  the  Coinmonwealth,  as  required  by  law. 
"A  f>ermanent  structure  established  upon  the  theory  of 
"these  plans;  the  said  State  Board  of  Public  Cahrities  re- 
"fusing  to  approve  of  any  system  other  than  the  one 
"adopted,"  and  you  ask  for  the  opinion  of  this  Department 
as  to  whether  the  new  prison  can  be  thus  altered  Avithout 
the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities. 

Section  4  of  the  Act  of  April  5,  1872  (P.  L.  42)  pro 
vides,  that  before  any  county  prison  or  county  almshouse 
shall  be  erected  mthin  this  Commonwealth,  the  plan  of 
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constn^ction  thereof  shall  be  inspected  and  approved  by 
said  Board  and  shall  be  so  certified,  and  that  a  copy  of 
the  plan  thus  approved  and  certified,  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  but  reasonable  and  fairly 
within  the  intendment  of  this  Act  of  Assembly,  that  the 
plan  of  any  radical  alteration  in  the  building  of  a  county 
prison  or  almshouse,  such  as  that  proposed,  should  like- 
wise be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Public  Charities,  before  such  alteration  shall  be  made.  I 
therefore  think,  that  in  order  to  become  effective,  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance  in  question,  or  a  plan  of  the 
changes  therein  provided  for,  should  be  laid  before  the 
State  Board  of  Public  Charities  for  its  approval.

Relative  to  this  ordinance,  the  nature  of  which  is  suffi- 
ciently indicated  by  its  title,  you  request  the  opinion  of 
this  Department  as  to  its  legality. 

This  subject  has  been  exhaustively  treated  by  my  imme- 
diate predecessor,  Hon.  Charles  F.  Warwick,  in  communi- 
cations dated  June  8,  1891  (Opinions,  p.  25)  and  No- 
vember 24,  1893  (Opinions,  p.  67). 


For  tlie  reasons  so  forcibly  stated  by  him,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  provisions  of  the  said  ordinance  are  illegal.

Dear  Sir: — Tour  favor  of  the  24:th  instant  in  reference 
to  the  unsuccessful  efforts  of  the  contractor  in  laying  a 
temporary  track  in  front  of  the  property  of  George  M. 
Popp,  at  Fairmount  avenue  and  Pennsylvania  avenue,  re- 
ceived. You  state  that  Mr.  Popp  or  his  men  refuse  to 
permit  the  contractor  to  enter  on  his  property  until  some 
aiTangement  is  made  with  him  in  reference  to  the  damage 
which  he  will  sustain. 

If  this  work  is  rendered  necessaiy  in  the  performance 
of  the  public  improvement  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  duly 
authorized  by  Councils,  you  have  the  right  to  enter  upon 
the  property  of  Mr.  Popp,  and  if  he  or  any  other  persons 
interferes  with  you  or  your  contractor,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Pul^lic  Safety  can  aid  you  with  the  neces- 
sary police  power. 

A  bill  in  equity  can  be  filed  against  Mr.  Popp,  his  agents 
or  workmen,  to  restrain  them  from  in  any  manner  opposing 
or  interfering  with  the  contractor.  The  use  of  the  police 
power  of  the  municipality  would,  however,  be  more 
speedy.

Dear  Sir:- — Your  commiinicatioii  of  this  mourning,  ask- 
ing the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  a  Resolution  of 
Select  Council,  passed  yesterday,  directing  "That  the  City 
"Controller  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  and  directed  not 
"to  countersign  any  warrant  dra^vn  in  behalf  of  any  city 
"employee  before  the  appointment  of  said  employee  is 
"confirmed  by  Select  Council,"  has  just  been  received,  and 
thereto  my  reply  is  as  folloAvs: 

Article  12  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  in  Section  1,  pro- 
vides that  "The  Mayor  shall  nominate  and,  by  and  with 
"the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Select  Council,  appoint  the 
"foUoAving  officers  .  .  ."  "I.  The  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety.  II.  The  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works." 

Section  2  of  the  said  Article  is  partly  as  follows:  "The 
'directors  or  chief  officers  of  departments  shall  appoint  all 
'subordinate  officers  and  clerks.  The  directors  or  chief 
'officers  of  departments  may,  by  written  order,  giving 
'their  reasons  therefor,  remove  or  suspend  subordinate 
'officers  and  clerks,  provided  the  same  is  not  done  for 
'political  reasons.  In  case  of  such  removal  the  Director- 
'shall  appoint  a  successor  who  shall  hold  office  subject  to 
'coniirmation  within  ten  days  after  such  appointment  by 
'the  Select  Council,  if  then  in  session,  or  within  ten  days 
'after  the  beginning  of  the  next  succeeding  session,  if  such 
'appointment  be  made  during  a  recess." 

Section  3  of  the  same  Article  provides  that  all  officers, 
clerks  and  employees  in  the  several  departments  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  head  of  the  said  department;  and  fiu-ther- 
more,  except  as  to  the  Assistants  of  the  City  Solicitor,  that 
such  appointments  shall  be  valid  only  when  under  and  in 
pursuance  of  rules  and  regulations  provided  for  the  ascer- 
tainment of  the  comparative  fitness  of  all  applicants  for 
appointment  or  promotion  by  a  systematic  open  and  com- 
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petitive  examinalioii  nf  sncli  applicants,  which  rules  and' 
regulations  are  to  be  promi.ilgated  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
heads  of  Departments. 

The  clear  and  distinct  terms  of  the  Act  of  1885  are  con- 
clusive that  the  power  of  appointment  rests  in  the  heads 
of  departments,  and  the  provisions  relating  thereto  cannot 
in  any  wise  be  altered  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Municipal 
Councils  passed  of  the  same  tenor  as  the  present  resolution, 
for  instance,  that  of  April  15,  1887.  As  to  all  of  them, 
so  far  as  they  relate  to  this  question,  I  can  only  say,  that  no 
ordinance  can  rise  superior  to  Acts  of  Assembly  by  which 
even  Councils  themselves  have  been  created. 

As  already  seeu,  the  Act  of  1885  distinctly  provides 
that  "the  directors  or  chief  officers  of  departments  shall 
appoint  all  subordinate  officers  and  clerks."  The  further 
provisions  of  Section  2,  Article  12,  of  that  Act  are  clearly 
intended  to  relate  only  to  cases  of  appointments  to  fill 
vacancies  caused  by  the  suspension  or  removal  of  subordi- 
nate officers  and  clerks. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  except  in  these  latter 
cases,  this  resolution  is  invalid,  and  I  instruct  you  that  you 
are  authorized  to  pay  warrants  of  City  employees  in  the 
same  manner  as  it  has  been  your  custom  to  do  heretofore.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  correspondence  re- 
lative to  the  subject  of  the  alleged  storing  of  naptha  upon 
the  premises  of  Montgomery  Brothers,  at  No.  48  North 
Front  street  in  this  City,  arising  out  of  the  complaint  of 
Messrs.  A.  Klipstein  &  Co.,  in  regard  thereto. 
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It  appears  that  Messrs.  Montgomery  Brothers  are  manu- 
facturers of  rubber  cement  in  the  making  of  which  naptha 
is  a  component  material.  In  their  letter  of  May  18th  to 
Mr.  James  S.  Thompson,  Fire  Marshal,  the  Messrs.  Mont- 
gomery say,  among  other  things,  "our  naptha  supply  is  so 
regulated  that  we  do  not  at  any  time  have  over  two  barrels 
on  the  premises.  As  soon  as  delivery  is  made  it  is  taken 
to  the  top  (fourth)  floor  of  our  building.  One  barrel  is 
pumped  into  a  tank,  and  from  it  by  iron  pipe  is  led  into 
our  cement  chum,  and  in  a  short  time  thereafter  the  second 
barrel  is  used,  so  that  we  do  not  have  over  one  barrel  in 
stock;  our  business  is  so  arranged  that  we  use  in  manu- 
facturing all  the  naptha  that  is  delivered  to  us  during  the 
day,  so  that  practically  we  do  not  carry  in  storage  even 
one  barrel." 

In  accordance  with  tlie  suggestion  of  the  Fire  Marshal, 
you  inquire  whether  the  use  of  naptha  as  thus  described  is 
in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  March  2,  1865, 
P.  L.  262. 

That  Act  prohibits  the  refining  or  manufacturing  of 
petroleum,  benzine,  benzole',  or  naptha  within  certain 
portions  of  Philadelphia  including  the  neighborhood  now 
in  question,  and  provides  further:  "nor  shall  the  same  be 
kept,  or  stored  in  any  building,  or  other  premises,  within 
such  limits,  in  any  greater  quantity,  at  any  one  time,  than 
twenty-five  barrels  of  refined  petroleum,  and  one  barrel 
of  crude  petroleum,  and  one  barrel  of  benzine,  benzole,  or 
naptha  respectively;  the  said  barrels  to  be  kept,  or  stored, 
in  buildings  with  cellars  of  sufiicient  depth,  or  in  premises 
properly  excavated,  or  embanked,  to  prevent  any  overflow 
of  the  fluids  therefrom." 

The  xVct  also  requires  that  before  the  said  fluids  can  be 
kept  or  stored  in  the  quantities  set  forth  within  the  desig- 
nated limits,  a  license  therefor  from  the  Mayor  of  Phila- 
delphia upon  certificate  from  the  Fire  Marshal,  and  upon 
payment  into  the  City  Treasury  of  a  fee  of  $10.00,  must 
be  procured. 

It  seems  to  me  clear  that  the  keeping  or  storing  ^  of 
naptha,  etc.,  which  is  thus  prohibited,  refers  to  "keeping 
or  storing"  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  those  words;  that  is 
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to  say,  a  keeping  or  storing  in  quantities  for  purposes  either 
of  sale,  or  to  be  drawn  from  time  to  time  for  use.  Assum- 
ing that  the  letter  of  Messrs.  Montgomery  Brothers,  above 
quoted,  correctly  describes  the  method  in  which  naptha 
is  used  by  that  firm  for  the  incidental  purposes  of  its  busi- 
ness of  manufacture,  it  would  seem  that  the  naptha  is  not 
allowed  to  remain  "stored"  or  "kept,"  but  is  used  at  once 
upon  its  receipt. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  such  a  use  of  naptha  is 
not  in  ^dolation  of  the  Act  of  1865.

The  alteration  which  you  suggest  in  the  phraseology  of 
the  deed  of  transfer  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of 
Counsel  for  the  Traction  Company,  who,  I  have  no  doubt, 
will  assent  thereto.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  favor  of  April  28tli,  relative 
to  proposed  building  of  St.  Columbus  Church  Parochial 
School,  Twenty-fourth  and  Lehigh  avenue,  enclosing  blue- 
prints and  letter  from  Eev.  Walter  P.  Gough,  Rector,  and 
requesting  my  opinion  whether  a  permit  therefor  should 
be  issued. 

From  the  facts  and  plans  submitted,  it  appears  that  St. 
Columbus  Church  proposes  to  build  a  parochial  school 
building  at  Twenty-fourth  and  Lehigh  avenue,  which  is 
to  contain  an  auditorium  on  the  gTound  floor,  with  perma- 
nent seats,  such  as  are  usual  in  public  halls  and  theatres, 
and  a  balcony  on  second  floor.  It  is  also  contemplated 
having  a  stage,  with  gridiron,  fly-gallery,  etc.,  etc.,  which 
is  separated  by  a  drop  curtain,  and  on  each  side  of  this 
stage  in  the  auditorium,  are  twO'  proscenium  boxes.  The 
auditorium  is  tO'  be  in  the  centre  of  the  building,  con- 
taining, roughly,  five  hundred  seats,  and  around  it  on  three 
sides,  separated  by  corridors,  are  to  be  a  series  of  class 
rooms. 

The  Eev.  Mr.  Gough's  letter  states:  "The  auditoriimi 
part  is  to  be  for  the  following  purposes: 

"1st.  To  give  religious  instruction  to  the  children  in  a 
body  and  to  have  the  children's  commencements. 

"2d.  To  have  concerts,  lectures  and  literary  entertain- 
ments by  the  societies  of  the  parish,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Church  and  school,  and  the  social  and  intellectual  improve- 
men  of  the  congregation. 

"3d.  I  am  not  going  to  rent  it  to  outsiders  because  it 
is  Church  property,  but  will  allow  its  use  free  for  any 
worthy  charity  in  which  the  citi2:ens  of  the  ward  may  be 
engaged." 

There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  right  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Gough  to  build  a  parochial  school,  but  the  sole  question 
here  is,  is  the  building  he  proposes  to  erect  prohibited  by 
Section  40  of  the  Act  of  June  6,  1893. 
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Section  40  of  the  Act  of  June  8,  1893,  provides,  "every 
theatre,  opera  house  or  other  building  intended  to  be  used 
for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  fo7^  public  entertain- 
ment of  any  kind  where  stage  scenery  or  apparatus  are 
employed,  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  shall  be  built  to 
comply  witk  the  requirements  of  this  section." 

It  is  admitted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gough  that  the  building 
he  proposes  to  erect  docs  not  comply  with  any  of  the  re- 
quirements of  this  Act,  and  he  claims  this  is  not  a  theatre 
or  opera  house,  and  the  Act  does  not  apply.  Tbe  Act 
was  passed  apparently  to  avoid  a  recurrence  of  the  terrible 
disaster  and  loss  of  life  such  as  happened  at  the  Grand 
Central  Theatre  a  few  years  ago,  and  its  provisions  are 
mandatory.  Briefly,  they  relate  to  open,  courts  or  sides 
ou  the  ground  floor;  require  balconies  and  staircases  to  be 
built  of  irou  and  covered  wdth  metal;  prohibits  work  shops 
in  fly-galleries;  prohibits  any  theatre  being  used  as  a  hotel, 
boarding  or  lodging  house,  factory,  work  shop  or  manu- 
factory, or  for  storage  purposes;  interior  walls  to  be  fire- 
proof and  fire  wall  between  auditotrium  and  stage,  and 
many  other  provisions,  all  desig-ned  to  make  the  building 
safe  and  secure.  The  Act  says,  a  building  intended  tO'  be 
used  for  public  eutertainment  of  any  kind  where  stage 
scenery  or  apparatus  are  employed,  shall  comply  with  the 
Act. 

The  present  applicant  says  he  wants  to  build  a  parocliial 
school,  but  the  plan  shows,  in  addition  to^  class  rooms,  that 
there  is  to  be  a  stage  containing  fly-gallery,  gridiron,  pros- 
cenium, proscenium  boxes,  etc.,  w^hich  the  precisely  like 
those  used  in  theatres,  and,  in  my  judgment,  this  is  stage 
scenery  or  apparatus  within  the  meaning  of  the  act,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  a  permit  should  not  be  issued  for  the  build- 
ing, unless  these  features  are  eliminated.  In  a  regularly 
licensed  theatre,  there  are  trained  men  to  manage  the 
lights  and  fly-gallery,  who  also  shift  the  scenes,  and  even 
then  it  was  found  necessary  to  pass  the  Act  of  June  8, 
1893,  to  protect  the  public,  as  it  was  found  that  fires  were 
not  infrequent. 

In  this  proposed  building,  the  scenery  and  fly-gallery  are 
apt  to  be  used  but  occasionally,  and  then  by  novices,  as 
compared  Avith  men  who  do  it  nightly,   and  the  danger 
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from  that  alone  would  be  doubled  while  the  auditorium 
would  not  be  built  of  incombustible  material  as  required 
by  the  Act,  and  would  be  occupied  by  children  or  very 
young  persons.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in- 
quiring what  is  the  law  "in  reference  to  advertising  for 
proposals  for  bids,  that  is,  whether  it  is  compulsatory  ou 
the  office  to  advertise  in  each  of  the  three  papers,  one, 
two  or  three  times." 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  Section  13  (P.  L.  267)  pro- 
vides that  public  advertisements  in  Philadelphia  shall  be 
"inserted  in  jw  more  than  three  daily  newspapers,  nor  more 
than  three  times  in  each." 

By  ordinance  of  May  9,  1878  (p.  106)  the  heads  of  the 
various  departments  are  authorized  and  directed  to  adver- 
tise all  ordinances,  proposals  and  notices  in  at  least  one 
Grerman  daily  newspaper. 

The  ordinance  of  December  26,  1882  (p.  328)  provides 
that  in  the  various  departments,  including  the  Board  of 
Public  Education,  advertisements  for  proposals  for  the 
supply  of  work,  material,  etc.,  shall  be  advertised  "three 
times  in  two  daily  newspapers." 

It  seems  apparent  that  the  intention  of  this  ordinance 
is  to  require  the  insertion  of  advertisements  three  times  in 
each  of  the  three  papers,  and  I  beg  formally  to  advise  you 
of  my  opinion  to  this  effect.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  3d  inst.,  is 
received  in  wliicli  you  ask  my  opinion  relative  to  the  intent 
and  meaning  of  the  Act  of  June  4,  1897,  regarding  the 
lien  of  taxes,  and  whether  or  not  the  said  Act  applies  to 
taxes  for  the  year  1897. 

I  also  understand  that  you  particularly  desire  to  know 
whether,  under  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  file  liens  for  taxes  for  1897  during  this  i>resent 
year — 1898. 

In  answer  I  would  say  that  the  Act  referred  to,  pro- 
vides: "That  hereafter  no  county,  city,  borough,  town- 
*'ship  or  school  tax  levied  or  assessed,  shall  remain  a  lien 
"on  real  estate  for  a  longer  period  than  three  years  from 
"the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  next  sucoeeding  that 
"in  which  the  taxes  are  due,  unless  the  same  be  entered 
"of  record  in  the  prothouotarv's  office,"  etc.  See  Act  of 
June  4,  1897  (P.  L.  122). 

This  Act  changes  the  prior  law  in  one  respect,  ^az. — it 
extends  the  time  or  period  ^rithin  which  a  lien  for  taxes 
may  be  filed.  Under  the  Act  of  May  4,  1889,  it  was  ne- 
cessary to  file  a  lien  for  taxes  ^rithin  two  years  from  the 
time  of  their  levy  or  assessment.  Under  the  present  Act 
of  June  4,  1897,  the  period  of  limitation  for  filing  such 
liens  is  extended  to  three  years,  which  time  of  liniitation 
begins  to  run,  not  from  the  time  of  levy  or  assessment,  but 
from  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  succeeding  that 
for  which  the  taxes  are  due. 

Taxes  for  the  year  1897  were  assessed  prior  to  Decem- 
JDer  31,  1896,  and  under  the  old  law  a  lien  would  accord- 
ingly have  to  be  filed  prior  to  December  31,  1898,  and, 
as  the  term  named  in  the  Act  of  1889  is  within  the  time 
stated  in  the  Act  of  June  4,  1897,  it  is  safer  for  the  City 
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to  file  liens  for  the  taxes  of  1897  prior  to  December  31, 
1898. 

I  therefore  advise  yon  that  as  a  matter  of  precaution, 
liens  for  taxes  for  the  year  1897  should  be  filed  prior  to 
December  31,  1898.      '

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
asking  for  an  opinion  whether  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  two  clerks  in  your  Department  are  appointed  by  the 
Health  Officer,  who  in  turn  is  appointed  by  the  Grovemor, 
it  is  necessary  or  proper  that  the  appointment  of  the  clerks 
should  be  confirmed  by  Select  Council. 

In  reply  I  would  say,  that  by  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885 
(Bullitt  Bill)'  the  Board  of  Health  is  made  a  municipal 
bureau  and  is  attached  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety.  In  Section  1  of  Article  III  of  that  Act,  the  fol- 
lowing language  occurs:  "In  cities  of  the  first  class  the 
"Board  of  Health  shall  continue  with  the  powers  and 
"duties  now  vested  in  it  by  law  .  .  .  The  Board  of 
"Health  shall  be  attached  to  the  Department  of  Public 
"Safety.  The  Director  of  Public  Safety  shall  ex-officio  be 
"a  member  and  president  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  as 
"chief  executive  thereof,  subject  to  the  resolutions  and 
"orders  of  the  said  Board,  appoint,  supervise,  and  control 
"all  the  subordinate  officers  and  emplovees  attached  to  the 
"Board." 

It  would  seem  that  appointments  connected  with  the 
Board  of  Health  are,  therefore,  subject  to  those  provisions 
of  the  Act  which  are  made  generally  applicable  to  the 
various  departments. 
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The  direction  relative  to  the  confirmation  of  such  a|> 
pointment  by  the  Select  Branch  of  the  City  Councils,  is 
found  in  Article  XII  of  said  Act.  Section  2  thereof  pro- 
vides: 

"The  directors  or  chief  officers  of  departments  shall  ap- 
point all  subordinate  officers  and  clerks. 

"The  directors  or  chief  officers  of  departments  may,  by 
wi'itten  order,  giving  their  reasons  therefor,  remove  or  sus- 
pend subordinate  officers  and  clerks,  provided  the  same  is 
not  done  for  political  reasons. 

"In  case  of  such  removal  the  director  shall  apoint  a 
successor  who  shall  hold  office  subject  to  confirmation 
within  ten  days  after  such  appointment  by  the  Select 
Council,  if  then  in  session,  or  mthin  ten  days  after  the 
beginning  of  the  next  succeeding  session,  if  such  appoint- 
ment be  made  during  a  recess." 

It  is  seen  from  the  foregoing  language  that  appointees 
require  the  confirmation  of  Select  Council  "in  case  of 
such  removal,"  that  is  to  say,  where  the  appointment  of 
a  clerk  or  subordinate  officer  is  made  to  fill  a  vacancy 
caused  by  the  removal  or  suspension  of  one  who  has  there- 
tofore filled  the  same  position.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  18th  inst.,  inquiring  whether  appointments  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  of  patrolmen  and  firemen 
made  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  by  trial  and  dismissal,  and 
made  in  pursuance  of  certificates  from  the  Civil  Service 
Board,  require  the  confirmation  of  Select  Council. 
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Article  3  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (Bullitt  Bill),  pro- 
vides that  no  policeman  or  fireman  shall  be  dismissed 
mtliout  his  written  consent,  except  by  the  decision  of  a 
court  of  trial  or  inquiry.  Elaborate  directions  are  included 
in  the  Act  to  prevent  partisanship  or  unfairness  in  the 
conduct  of  such  trials. 

The  12th  Article  of  the  Act  deals  with  the  general  sub- 
ject of  the  "appointment  of  departmental  ofiicers,  clerks 
and  employees."  Section  1  of  that  Article  provides  that 
the  Mayor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Select  Council,  appoint  the  Directors- 
of  the  Departments  of  Public  Safety  and  Public  Works. 
Section  2  vests  in  the  directors  or  chief  officers  of  depart- 
ments the  appointment  of  all  subordinate  clerks  and 
ofiicers.  The  directors  and  chief  ofiicers  of  departments 
are  given  the  further  power  to  remove  or  suspend  subor- 
dinate employees,  provided  that  the  same  is  not  done  for 
political  reasons;  and  it  is  only  "in  case  of  such  removal" 
that  the  appointment  of  a  successor  in  such  subordinate 
ofiice  is  made  subject  to  the  confinnation  of  Select  Coun- 
cil. 

The  purpose  of  the  framers  of  this  Act  would  obviously 
seem  to  be  to  place  a  check  upon  the  undue  exercise  of 
the  removing  power  by  requiring  that  in  case  of  such  re- 
moval by  the  act  of  the  head  of  a  department,  such  head 
of  department  shall  not  have  the  unrestricted  right  to 
name  the  successor  to  the  ofiicer  who  has  been  removed, 
but  that  the  appointment  of  the  successor  shall  require 
the  concurrence  of  the  Select  Council.  ISTeither  the  lan- 
guage nor  the  apparent  object  of  the  statute  imports  a  like 
requirement  in  the  case  of  the  appointment  of  a  police- 
man or  fireman  to  take  the  place  of  one  who  has  been  re- 
mioved  from  the  force  after  a  trial  and  conviction  upon 
specified  charges,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  such  a 
case  the  confirmation  of  the  Select  Council  is  not  neces- 
sary to  make  the  new  appointment  valid.

Dear  Sir: — Yonr  favor  of  the  2Tth  inst.,  requesting 
me  to  advise  you  as  to  the  effect  of  the  new  United  States 
Revenue  Stamp  Law,  so  far  as  the  following  are  concerned, 
received : 

1.  Receipts  for  City  Taxes  paid. 

2.  Receipts  for  State  Taxes  paid. 

3.  Receipts  for  Water  Rents  paid. 

4.  Receipts  for  Miscellaneous  payments. 

5.  Receipts  for  Poll  Taxes. 

6.  Searches  for  taxes,  City  and  State. 

7.  Searches  for  Water  Rents. 

I  advise  you  that  the  receij)ts  mentioned  by  you  from 
1  to  5  inclusive,  do  not  require  a  stamp.  The  Certificates 
of  Search  IvTos.  6  and  7  require  a  ten  cent  stamp,  and  this 
should  be  paid  by  the  person  ordering  it. 

Permit  me  to  say,  that  in  this  Department  I  will  require 
the  person  ordering  a  search  to  affix  an  uncancelled  ten 
cent  stamp.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  30th  ult.,  inquiring  as 
to  whether  deeds  of  dedication  must  be  stamped,  received. 
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The  new  Revenue  Act  requires  deeds  conveying  real 
estate  where  the  consideration  or  value  exceeds  $100  and 
does  not  exceed  $500,  to  have  a  fifty  cent  stamp;  where 
the  consideration  is  less  than  $100,  no  stamp  is  required. 

A  deed  of  dedication  is  not  a  sale  of  land,  but  a  donation 
of  it  to  the  public  for  public  use,  and  does  not  come 
within  any  provision  of  the  new  Revenue  Law.  Such  a 
deed,  therefore,  will  not  require  any  stamp. 

As  to  the  certificate  which  you  enclose,  if  it  be  one  re- 
quired by  a  law  or  ordinance,  a  ten  cent  stamp  should  be 
affixed  to  it.

Deak  Sir: — I  beg  to  reply  to  your  oral  request  for  an 
opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  the  application  of  the  Ameri- 
can Dredging  Company  to  be  permitted  to  connect  the  laud 
lying  between  Snyder  avenue  and  Wolf  street,  and  be^- 
tween  Weccacoe  avenue  and  Commercial  avenue,  with  the 
"Wolf  street  sewer. 

Erom  the  said  application  which,  together  with  the  re- 
port upon  the  subject  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys you  left  with  me,  it  appears  that  the  owners  of  the 
land  bounded  as  above,  desire  to  fill  the  low  areas  of  this 
property  with  material  dredged  from  the  docks  at  the  foot 
of  Jackson  street,  which  process  requires  the  constant  with- 
drawal of  considerable  volumes  of  water.  Such  with- 
drawal, it  is  stated,  can  be  best  accomplished  by  discharg- 
ing the  water  into  the  large  sewer  on  Wolf  street  through 
a  connection  to  be  made  with  the  sewer.  Permission  is 
therefore  requested  to  iitilize  the  Wolf  street  sewer  for  the 
objct  named  "under  such  conditions  as  your  Department 
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may   deem   necessary   for   the   proper   protection    of   the 
sewer." 

Mr.  George  S.  Wehster,  Chief  of  the  Bui-eau  of  Sur- 
veys, reporting  upon  the  subject  states  that  the  advantage 
to  be  gained  by  the  filling  of  the  low  land  is  such  that, 
provided  no  damage  is  done  to  either  the  sewer  or  adjoin- 
ing property  by  reason  of  the  filling,  I  see  no  objection 
to  issuing  a  permit  to  connect  with  the  Wolf  street  sewer 
through  the  manhole."  He  suggests  that  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  City,  the  interested  parties  should  furnish  a 
bond  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  restoration  of  the  sewer 
to  its  present  condition  and  for  the  cleaning  of  the  sewer 
if  the  operation  of  filling  causes  a  deposit;  also  to  indem- 
nify the  City  against  loss  by  reason  of  the  work,  or  damage 
to  private  property. 

Provision  for  the  connection  of  property  abutting  upon 
the  streets  through  ^vhich  sewers  run,  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  proper  ofiicials  of  your  Department,  is  made 
by  various  ordinances:  May  12,  1866,  page  144;  March 
9,  1867,  page  68,  and  April  3,  1883,  page  86.  The  mat- 
ter is  one  which  rests  in  the  discretion  of  such  ofiicials,  and 
if  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  follow  the  suggestions  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  I  am  not  aware  of  any 
legal  objection  thereto.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  deed  of  dedication  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company  for 
Insurance  on  Lives,  etc.,  for  Hartell  street,  from  Frank- 
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ford  avenue  to  Craig  street,  in  the  Thirty-fifth  Ward,  re- 
ceived. 

The  fonn  which  you  refer  to  as  having  been  inserted 
in  the  deeds  at  our  request  was  so  done  to  plainly  show 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  parties  dedicating,  that 
the  street  which  they  did  thus  dedicate  was  to  conforai 
to  the  grades  as  established.  This  is  probably  sufficiently 
shown  by  the  acts  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fuller  Estate  in 
selling  the  lots  abutting  thereon. 

Under  the  circumstances  as  stated  in  your  communica- 
tion, that  the  Fuller  Estate  have  sold  all  the  land  abutting 
on  Kartell  street  and  are  not  now  owners  of  any  of  it,  I 
am  of  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Surveyors  would  be  jus- 
tified in  accepting  the  deed  of  dedication  tendered  to  them 
by  the  Pennsylvania  Company.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  Ytli  inst.,  asks  whether 
special  legislation  is  required  for  the  purpose  of  licensing 
omnibuses  to  be^  run  upon  the  City  streets  for  the  trans- 
portation of  pereons  from  point  to  point  for  hire,  or  whether 
your  Department  can  issue  licenses  for  the  same,  and  what 
should  be  the  annual  amount  of  said  license  for  each  • 
omnibus. 

In  reply,  I  would  say  that  no  special  legislation  is  re- 
quired, the  subject  being  already  regulated  by  the  ordi- 
nance of  March  7,  1893  (p.  16)  to  which  I  beg  to  refer 
you.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinancei  empower  the  Bu- 
reau of  Highways  of  your  Department  to  issue  such  li- 
censes and  fixes  the  fee  at  from  $75  to  $200  per  annum 
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for  each  omnibus,  varying  with  the  weight  and  carrying 
capacity  of  the  vehicle. 

I  should  perhaps  add  that  this  ordinance  is  made  appli- 
cable only  to  those  omnibuses  which  run  reg-ularly  and 
continuously.  In  other  cases,  the  amount  of  the  license 
fee  is  fixed  by  earlier  ordinances  which  will  be  found  on 
pages  382  to  384  of  Brightly's  City  Digest.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  transmitting  a  let- 
ter received  by  you  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bm-eau  of  High- 
w^ays,  relative  to  the  interference  by  policemen  with  plumb- 
ers and  others,  while  opening  footways  to  make  repairs  to 
drain-pipes  and  other  house  connections,  I  reply  as  follows: 

You  state  that  you  have  conferred  with  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  who  justifies  the  in- 
terference by  Regulation  No.  312,  which  is  based  upon 
the  ordinances  of  March  30,  1889  (p.  142)  and  March  30, 
1895  (p.  61),  the  said  regulation  requiring  permits  to  be 
obtained  for  the  opening  of  the  footways,  as  well  as  the 
driveways  of  the  City  streets. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  City  is  obliged  to  keep  drive- 
ways in  repair  at  its  own  expense,  while  footways  are  to 
be  kept  in  repair  by  house  o^\aiers,  who,  if  they  do  not 
make  the  proper  repairs,  are  obliged  to  do  so  through  pro- 
ceedings by  lien,  to  bear  the  cost  thereof  when  made  by 
the  City.  Permits  for  the  opening  of  the  streets  are  to 
be  obtained  only  upon  the  payment  of  fees  varying  with 
the  cost  and  kind  of  pavement  broken.  It  would  seem, 
therefore,  that  the  requirement  to  pay  the  fees  and  obtain 
the  permits  before  breaking  the  streets,  w^ould  apply  only 
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to  that  part  of  the  street  to  which  repairs  irmst  be  made- 
at  the  City's  expei^se,  to  Avit,  the  driveways,  and  this  would 
be  the  proper  coiistnietion,  unless  the  ordinances  referred 
to  direct  otherwise. 

Neither  of  the  said  ordinances  specifically  requires  that 
permits  shall  be  taken  out  before  the  footway  shall  be 
opened.  That  of  1889  imposes  such  requirement  upon 
"all  persons  desiring  to  connect  with  any  water-pipe,  sewer, 
"drain  or  conduit  or  to  repair,  cleanse  or  examine  such 
"water-pipe,  sewer,  drain  or  conduit  or  desiring  to  open 
"any  public  highway  for  any  other  purposes."  The  later 
ordinance  of  1895,  which  is  the  enactment  governing  this 
subject,  in  Section  1,  directs  that  "the  roadway  of  any 
street  shall  not  be  opened  nor  any  "street  tunnelled  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia"  for  the  purposes  named,  without 
obtaining  a  permit.  Section  2  prescribes  the  method  by 
which  such  permits  shall  be  procured,  and  in  Section  3 
the  amount  of  permit  fees  is  fixed,  the  same  varying  with 
the  nature  and  costliness  of  the  street  paving  to  be  broken. 
In  this  section  the  several  kinds  of  pavement  used  in  the 
driveways  are  enumerated,  as  sheet  asphaltum,  asphalt 
blocks,  granolithic  pavements,  Belgian  blocks,  macadam, 
vitrified  brick,  and  cobble,  but  no  reference  is  made  to 
the  brick  paving  which  is  ordinarily  laid  upon  the  foot- 
ways of  the  City. 

From  the  provisions  of  these  ordinances  as  well  as  be- 
cause of  the  different  relations  which  the  City  sustains  in 
regard  to  the  paving  of  the  footways  or  sidewalks  and 
driveways,  I  think  it  entirely  clear  that  no  permit  is  re- 
quired for  the  opening  of  the  sidewalks  to-  make  repairs 
or  connections  to  the  underground  services  mentioned  by 
you.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  20tli  inst.,  in  which  you., 
request  me  to  advise  you  as  to  the  effect  of  the  Revenue 
Act  with  reference  to  certain  forms  in  your  Department, 
received. 

The  forms  ref eiTed  to  consist  of  eight,  as  follows : 

1st.  Affidavit  relative  to  citizenship  of  the  employee  of 
the  contractor. 

2d.  Certificate  of  measurement  given  by  District  Sur- 
veyor as  to  the  amount  of  work  done  in  grading  or  paving- 
streets.  These  certificates  are  attached  to  bills  when  pre- 
sented for  payment. 

3d.  "Fixed  certificate  at  foot  of  bill.  Does  this  certifi- 
cate from  the  fact  of  being  incorporated  as  part  of  the  bill, 
differ  in  its  requirements  from  the  loose  certificates  in  case 
]^o.  2  requires  a  stamp? 

4th.  Does  the  certificate  of  approval  of  the  Assistant  of 
the  District  on  the  back  of  form  ISTo.  3  require  a  stamp? 
We  consider  it  is  more  in  the  nature  of  a  communication  or 
report,  than  a  certificate. 

5th.  This  is  the  affidavit  of  the  Inspector  of  Sewers,  as 
required  by  Ordinance  of  Councils. 

6th.  This  is  the  certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  to  estimate  to  the  Controller. 

7th.  This  is  estimate  of  the  District  Suiweyor  to  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  Bureau  of  Surveys,  certifying  to  the 
items  of  work  on  sewers. 

8th.  This  is  the  certificate  of  the  Assistant  to  the  Chief 
of  Bureau  of  Highways  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Bureau 
of  Surveys  of  paving  over  sewers. 

The  only  pro\asion  of  the  Revenue  Act  which  would  be 
likely  to  apply,  is  as  follows:  "Certificates  of  any  descrip- 
tion required  by  law,  not  otherwise  specified  in  this  Act, 
ten  cents."     What  is  intended  to  be  meant  by  a  "certifi- 
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cate"  is  somewhat  doubtful,  but  if  the  word  is  taken  in 
connection  with  its  use  in  the  previous  portion  of  the  Act, 
it  could  hardly  be  intended  to  include  what  is  in  the  nature 
of  a  letter  or  report,  and  which  is  not,  in  itself,  a  final 
action.  Some  of  the  fonns  which  you  submit  to  me  use 
the  word  "certify,"  but  they  are  in  the  nature  of  a  report 
from  various  subordinates  in  your  Department  to  you  or 
the  City  Controller,  in  order  that  warrants  may  be  drawn 
or  countersigned.  Those  forms  that  are  mere  affidavits, 
do  not  come  under  the  designation  of  a  certificate,  and 
would  not,  therefore,  require  a  stamp.  I  consider  the 
other  forms  as  in  the  nature  of  reports,  not  made  to  the 
person  to  be  benefited,  but  to  you  or  the  City  Controller, 
by  the  subordinate  officials  in  your  Department,  and  could 
just  as  readily  be  accomplished  by  a  letter. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  none  of  the  said  forms  are  re- 
quired by  the  Revenue  Act  to  be  stamped.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  enclosing  copy  of  Ordinance  of 
Councils  of  July  21,  1898,  authorizing  an  appropriation 
of  $4,000  to  the  Department  of  City  Commissionei's  "to 
defray  the  preliminary  expenses  of  organizing  the  Twen- 
tieth Regiment  of  the  Provisional  National  Guard  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,"  inviting  the  opinion  of  this  depart- 
ment as  to  whether  before  crediting  said  amount  as 
directed  by  the  said  ordinance,  the  funds  of  the  City  can 
be  so  applied,  has  been  duly  received. 

It  appears  that  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  said 
Ordinance  our  National  Government  was  engaged  in  war 
with  that  of  Spain;  that  the  National  Guard  of  the  State 
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of  Pennsylvania  had  been  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  for  a  period  of  two  years,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged; that  this  appropriation  is  for  the  organization  of 
a  Regiment  of  Provisional  JSTational  Guard  to  take  the 
place  proportionally  of  those  who  have  been  at  the  call  of 
the  President  ordered  out  of  the  City. 

This  therefore  is  substantially  an  appropriation  to  pro- 
vide for  the  protection,  not  only  of  the  State,  but  collater- 
ally to  the  municipality,  as  well  as  to  be  in  readiness  to 
respond  to  the  needs  of  the  Federal  Government,  if  any 
such  need  there  may  be. 

In  Spear  vs.  The  Borough  of  Blairsville,  50  Pa.  St.,  150 
(1865),  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  payment  of  a 
bounty  in  time  of  war  to  each  volunteer  by  a  county,  was  a 
payment  of  money  to  a  municipal  purpose,  and  that  a 
municipal  corporation  might  appropriate  its  funds  to  such 
use.  Also,  that  such  an  appropriation  was  not  in  conflict 
with  Section  7  of  the  Constitutio'ual  Amendment  of  1857, 
Avhich  is  practically  identical  \vith  Article  VII,  Section  9 
of  the  present  Constitution — that  of  1874. 

To  the  same  effect  is  the  case  of  Commonwealth  ex  rel. 
vs.  Walton  and  the  City  of  Philadelphia  Police  Pension 
Fund,  182  Pa.  S.,  373  (1897),  where  it  was  held  that 
Councils  had  a  right  to  appropriate  money  to  a  corporation 
organized  to  create  a  fund  to  pension  its  members  who 
were  policemen,  and  that  Article  VII,  Section  9,  of  the 
Constitution  w^as  not  thereby  violated. 

Furthermore,  by  the  Act  of  March  17,  1789,  which  is 
still  in  force  (Comm.  vs.  Walton,  182  Pa.  St.,  376),  Coun- 
cils of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  make,  ordain  and  establisli  such  and  so  many 
laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the  City.  Councils  have  the 
undoubted  right  to  pass  such  an  ordinance.  The  practi- 
cally unanimous  vote  shows  the  opinion  of  the  members  as 
to  its  merits. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  funds  of  the  City 
can  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  Ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  yoiir  communication 
of  the  ITtli  instant,  inquiring  as  to  tlie  proper  disposition 
of  an  insane  female  prisoner  in  the  Phila delpliia  County 
Prison.  You  state  that  the  prisoner  was  committed  by 
a  magistrate  for  a  breach  of  the  peace,  and  subsequently 
discharged  upon  order  from  the  magistrate,  and  the  woman 
sent  to  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  but  that 
the  authorities  of  this  Institution  refused  to  receive  her, 
claiming  that  under  Section  29  of  the  Act  of  May  8,  1883, 
she  should  be  transferred  to  the  State  Hospital. 

As  the  woman  has  been  discharged  from  custody  by  the 
magistrate,  you  have  no  legal  right  to  hold  her  as  a  pris- 
oner, inasmuch  as  she  is  not  an  insane  criminal.  Section 
29  of  the  Act  of  May  8,  1883,  Avhich  provides:  "The  pro- 
"visions  of  this  act  in  respect  to  the  admission  or  discharge 
"of  patients,  shall  not  extend  to  criminals  in  custody. 
"Such  persons  shall  not  be  received,  except  when  delivered 
"by  a  sheriff  of  the  county  or  his  deputy,  together  with 
"an  order  of  the  court,  of  the  county  in  which  he  was 
"arrested  or  convicted,  having  jurisdiction  of  the  offense, 
"under  the  seal  of  the  court  and  signed  by  a  law  judge. 
"*  *  *  Whenever  any  person  detained  in  any  gaol  or 
"prison  is  insane,  or  in  such  a  condition  as  to  require  treat- 
"ment  in  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
"of  any  law  judge  of  the  court,  under  whose  order  the 
"person  is  detained,  upon  application,  to  direct  an  inquiry 
"intO'  the'  circumstances,  either  by  a  commission,  or  other- 
"wise,  as  he  shall  deem  proper,  with  notice  to  the  com- 
"mittee  on  lunacy;  and  if  the  judge  shall  be  satisfied  that 
"the  person  confined  requires  treatment  in  a  hospital,  he 
"shall  thereupon  direct  the  removal  of  the  said  person 
"from  the  gaol  or  prison  to  a  State  Hospital,  which  order 
"shall  be  executed  by  the  sheriff  of  the  countv  or  his  deputy 
«     *     *     *     *     ^"  (--jogg  -[^^1  ||^gj,g-f^.|.p  applv  to  this  case. 
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In  my  opinion,  if  this  woman  lias  been  legally  certified 
as  insane,  she  should  be  received  by  the  authorities  of  the 
Philadelphia  Hospital  for  the  Insane.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  two  communica- 
tions of  recent  date,  transmitting  inquiries  of  Mr.  James 
S.  Thompson,  President  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Escapes, 
in  regard  to  matters  arising  under  the  fire  escape  laws. 
He  asks  whether  ''apartment  houses  in  which  floors  and 
suites  of  rooms  are  rented  to  individuals  or  families"  are 
"subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  3,  1885, 
relating  to  the  erection  of  ropes  and  chains  as  fire  escapes, 
and  whether  such  apartment  houses  can  be  classed  as  tene- 
ment houses  within  the  meaning  of  said  Act." 

The  Act  in  question  enumerates  tenement  houses  as 
among  those  buildings  which  are  required  to  be  provided 
with  ropes  and  chains.  In  an  Act  passed  by  the  same 
Legislature  and  upon  the  same  day  (P.  L.  68),  in  naming 
the  edifices  upon  which  permanent  external  fire  escapes 
are  required  to  be  erected  '"every  tenement  house  or  build- 
ing in  which  rooms  or  fioors  are  usually  let  to  lodgers  or 
families"  are  included.  It  is  significant  of  a  different  in- 
tent in  the  framing  of  the  two  acts,  that  words  of  sO'  much 
wider  scope  should  have  been  used  in  one  than  those  se- 
lected for  the  other  statute.  The  Century  Dictionary  de- 
fines a  tenement  house  to  be  "a  house  or  block  of  buildings 
divided  into  dwellings,  occupied  by  separate  families; 
technically,  in  the  State  of  Xew  York,  any  house  occupied 
by  more  than  three  families.  In  ordinary  use  the  word 
is  restricted  to  such  dwellings  for  the  poorer  ol asses  in 
crowded  parts  of  cities." 
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It  seems  tO'  me  that  the  latter  meaning,  that  is  to  say, 
the  popular  one,  was  in  the  mind  of  the  Legislature  in 
enumerating  tenement  houses  without  further  extension 
of  the  word,  as  among  those;  buildings  which  are  directed 
to  be  supplied  with  ropes  and  chains,  and  while  it  may,  in 
some  cases,  be  difficult  to  discriminate  between  an  apart- 
ment house  and  a  tenement  house,  still,  where'  it  is  clear 
that  the  building  is  of  the  former  character,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  it  does  not  come  within  the  terms  of  the  first 
Act  of  June  3,  1885.  A  possible  exception  should,  per- 
haps, be  made  where  the-  apartment  house  is  of  such  char- 
acter that  it  may  properly  be  described  as  a  hotel. 

Mr.  Thompson  further  quotes  the  lang-uage  of  the  Act 
of  July  12,  1897  (P.  L.  259),  as  follows:  "Every  building 
"used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  offices  when  any  such  build- 
"ings  are  three  or  more  stories  in  height,  shall  be  provided 
"with  a  permanent,  safe,  external  means  of  escape."  He 
says  that  this  Act  is  uncertain ;  that  many  of  the  buildings, 
formerly  dwellings,  etc.,  three  and  four  stories  high,  have 
no  offices  occupied  above  the  second  floor,  and  that  some 
may  ha^^e  one  or  two  persons  on  the  third  or  fourth  floors 
for  only  a  few  hours  per  day.  Relative  to  these  facts  he 
asks  for  an  opinion  whether  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Escapes 
should  insist  on  escapes  being  erected  on  such  buildings 
"and  also,  if  it  is  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Bureau 
"to  look  up  or  search  out  buildings  requiring  escapes,  or 
"does  the  responsibility  rest  mth  the  owners?" 

I  answer  that  the  language  quoted  from  the  Act  of  1897 
is  mandatory  in  requiring  that  buildings  used  in  whole 
or  in  part  as  offices,  etc.,  shall  be'  provided  with,  the  neces- 
sary fire  escapes.  These  terms  of  the  Act  allow  no  dis- 
cretionary power  in  passing  upon  the  question  whether  a 
fire  escape  is  necessary  in  any  case.  It  is  doubtless  true 
that  many  instances  will  arise  in  which  from  the  peculiar 
circumstances  of  the  case,  no  necessity  for  a  fire  escape 
would  seem  to  exist,  but  this  cannot  avoid  the  positive 
terms  of  the  statute.  If  the  building  be  three  or  more 
stories  in  height,  and  if  it  be  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for 
offices  (no  matter  on  what  floor  the  offices  may  l»e)  then 
the  fire  escape  must  be  provided.  At  least,  this  should 
be  taken  to  be  the  case  until  the  contrary  shall  be  judicially 
declared. 
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As  to  the  clvity  of  the  members  of  the  Bureau  in  the 
premises,  I  would  say  that  their  duty  is  the  same  in  this 
respect  as  in  regard  to  all  other  buildings  to  which  the 
fire  escape  laws  are  applicable.  They  should,  so  far  as 
it  is  within  their  powder,  enforce  the  observance  of  the  law, 
but  their  omission  so  to  do  will  not  relieve  the  owners  of 
the  buildings  from  the  penalties  which  the  statutes  annex 
to  their  default  in  not  complying  therewith.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  12th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  claim  of  B.  Frank  Clyde,  the  owner  of  a  bulkhead 
40  feet  wide  on  Delaware  avenue  adjoining  the  pier  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  Arch  street,  for  an  appor- 
tionment of  wharfage  received  by  the  City  for  the  use 
of  the  said  pier,  received. 

It  appears  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  constructed 
a  pier  on  Arch  street  extending  to  the  Port  Wardens'  line, 
and  adjoining  that  pier  to  the  north  B.  Frank  Clyde  owns 
a  bulkliead  of  40  feet.  A  vessel  using  the  north  side  of 
the  Arch  street  pier  would  necessarily  lie  in  the  water  in 
front  of  Mr.  Clyde's  bulkhead. 

^Vliile  under  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  8,  1868, 
Section  2,  P.  L.  755,  the  ownership  of  the  dock  is  in  the 
Commonwealth  and  not  in  the  owner  of  the  bulkhead  or 
pier,  still  it  is  the  right  of  the  owmer  of  the  bulkhead  to 
have  free  and  unintennipted  access  to  his  property  from 
the  river.  AVhen  the  water  in  front  of  his  landing  place 
or  bulkhead  or  wharf  is  occupied  by  a  vessel  being  dis- 
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charged  upon  an  adjoining  wharf  or  pier,  the  owner  of  the 
bulkhead  or  hi.nding  place  is  entitled  to  compensation  for 
the  occupation  of  the  water  in  front  of  him. 

The  Act  of  April  8,  1851,  Section  5,  P.  L.  354,  pro- 
vides for  an  adjustment  between  adjoining  owners,  and 
when  they  fail  to  agTee,  requires  the  Board  of  Port  AVar- 
dens  to  settle  the  dispute.  Mr.  Clyde  would,  therefore, 
be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia  com- 
pensation for  the  use  use  of  the  water  in  front  of  his 
bulkhead.  This  is  a  matter  of  adjustment  by  the  Board 
of  Port  Wardens,  mth  a  right  of  a^Dpeal  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas.  In  making  the  apportionment  it  should 
be  remembered  that  practically  l\Ir.  Clyde's  bulkhead 
coiikl  not  be  used  for  landing  purposes,  or,  in  other  words, 
a  vessel  could  not  easily  be  moored  thereto.  He  is  in  a 
slightly  different  position  from  the  owner  of  an  adjoining 
pier. 

The  cases  which  have  arisen  under  the  Act  of  1851, 
such  as  in  Simpson  vs.  Xeill,  89  Pa.  St.,  183,  were  those 
of  adjoining  owners  of  piers  or  extended  wharves.  How- 
ever, Mr.  Clyde  is  entitled  to  receive  some  compensation 
for  the  use  of  the  water  in  front  of  his  bulkhead,  and  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  make  some 
agreement  with  him  in  reference  thereto.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  21st  inst.,  relative  to  the  repaving  of  Xorth  Broad 
street.  It  appears  therefrom  that  in  1893  proposals  were 
received  for  the  repaving  of  Broad  street,  from  Filbert 
street  to  Spring  Garden  street  with  sheet  asphalt,  and  a 
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contract  was  awarded  to  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Company, 
a  copy  of  wliicli  award  accompanies  your  letter.  Owing 
to  the  contemplated  construction  of  the  Pennsylvania  Av- 
enue Subway  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  by  the  City  au- 
thorities to  repave  that  portion  of  Broad  street  between 
A^ine  and  Spring  Garden  streets,  and  on  June  7,  1893,  a 
contract  in  wi'iting  was  executed  mth  the  Vulcanite  Pav- 
ing Company  for  the  paving  of  that  portion  of  the  street 
in  question  which  lies  between  Vine  and  Filbert  streets, 
at  the  price  bid  by  them  of  $3.15  per  square  yard.  It 
being  now  the  desire  of  your  Department  to  repave  that 
portion  of  Broad  street  between  Hamilton  and  Spring 
Garden  and  Carlton  and  Vine  streets,  you  state  that  it 
was  your  intention  to  re-advertise  for  new  bids,  but  that 
the  Vulcanite  Paving  Company  claims  the  right  to  do 
the  work  under  the  award  of  May  19,  .1893,  thereupon 
you  inquire  whether  you  should  permit  that  Company  to 
proceed  with  the  work,  under  the  award  referred  to,  or 
Avhether  vou  have  authoritv  to  advertise  the  work  for  new 
bids. 

I  gather  from  your  communication  that  owing  to  al- 
tered conditions  the  City's  interest  would  be  served  by  fol- 
lowing' the  latter  conrse.  This  consideration,  however, 
would  afford  no  ground  for  acting  in  contravention  of  any 
legal  or  equitable  rights  which  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Com- 
pany might  have  in  the  premises. 

Your  request  for  an  opinion  upon  this  subject  raises  a 
legal  question  of  some  nicety.  The  undonbted  rule  of 
law  is  that  in  the  making  of  contracts  all  previous  nego- 
tiations and  arrangements,  whether  in  writing  or  by  parol, 
should  merge  in  the  final  instrument  by  which  the  intent 
of  the  contracting  parties  is  put  in  form.  The  bid  of  the 
Vulcanite  Paving  Company  being  followed  by  the  award 
of  the  contract  to  them,  indicated  the  first  intention  upon 
the  part  of  both  of  the  parties  that  the  contract  for  the 
entire  work  should  be  awarded  to  them.  Subsequently, 
however,  for  whatever  reasons  change  may  have  been 
made,  this  purpose  appears  to  have  been  modified  so  that 
the  paving  should  be  done  only  between  Vine  and  Filbert 
streets  and  a  foinnal  contract  was  entered  into  which  pro- 
ceeded upon    that    basis.      Unless    circumstances  existed 
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which  do  not  appear  from  your  letter  to  show  that  the 
execution  of  that  contract  was  intended  only  as  in  part 
fulfilhnent  of  the  award,  the  rule  above  stated  would  give 
to  the  contract  the  legal  effect  of  having  been  substituted 
for  the  earlier  award  in  its  entirety.  Thus  considered  it 
would  seem  to  include  the  entire  understanding  between 
the  City  and  the  contractor  alloivvdng  the  former  full 
liberty  of  action  when  the  work  was  to  be  done  upon  that 
part  of  the  pavement  which  was  not  the  subject  of  the 
contract. 

From  the  endorsement  upon  the  contract  in  question,  it 
would  appear  that  at  the  time  of  the  execution  thereof 
there  had  been  appropriated  the  sum  of  $300,000  for  the 
repaving  of  Broad  street,  and  that  there  had,  up  to  that 
date,  been  registered  and  countersigned,  contracts  therefor, 
including  the  one  in  question,  which  amounted  to  tliC  said 
sum  of  $300,000  and  exhausted  the  entire  appropriation 
for  that  purjDose.  This  circumstance  is  of  importance  in 
determining  the  legal  relations  of  the  parties  at  that  time. 

Upon  the  question  which  you  ask,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  in  the  absence  of  any  facts  of  the  nature  indicated 
above — that  is  to  say,  facts  going  to  show  that  at  the  time 
of  entering  into  the  contract  of  June  7,  1893,  it  was  in- 
tended and  mutually  agi-eed,  that  the  work  of  repaving 
Broad  street,  from  Yine  to  Spring  Garden  street  was  to 
be  merely  suspended,-  the  contract  for  the  balance  of  the 
work  being  only  entered  into  in  part  performance  of  the 
award,  yoii  would  be  justified  in  re-advertising  for  new 
proposals  for  the  doing  of  that  part  of  the  work  wliicli  is 
now  intended.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  4th  in&t.,  in  reference  to 
Hart  Lane,  between  Indiana  and  Clearfield.  Streets,  re- 
ceived. Yon  state  that  the  Ordinance  of  April  2,  1898, 
anthorizes,  among  other  things,  the  placing  of  Hart  Lane, 
thirty  feet  A^^de,  from  Indiana  to  Clearfield  Streets,  on  the 
City  plan,  provided  that  the  owners  of  one-half  the  foot 
frontage  affected  by  the  change  in  the  lines  of  Hart  Lane, 
as  therein  anthorized,  shall  first  enter  into  an  agTeement 
satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor  not  to  claim  any  damages 
by  reason  of  the  placing  of  Hart  Lane  on  the  City  plan 
upon  any  snbseqnent  opening  on  those  lines. 

Yon  send  AAath  yonr  commnnication  Deeds  of  Dedication 
from  the  owners  of  more  than  half  the  frontage  on  the  said 
Hart.  Lane,  and  yon  reqnest  me  to  advise  yon  whether  they 
are  eqnivalent  to  the  agreement  required  by  the  ordinance. 

I  have  examined  the  Deeds  and  am  of  the  opinion  that 
they  wonld  prevent  the  parties  execnting  them  from  claim- 
ing any  damages  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  Hart  Lane  at 
the  grade  now  established.  As  Hart  Lane  has  not  yet 
been  placed  npon  the  City  plan,  it  has  therefore  no  gi*ade. 
There  may  be  a  qnestion  as  to  Avhether  the  parties  wonld 
be  prevented  from  claiming  damages  from  the  opening  of 
Hart  Lane  at  some  grade  hereafter  to  be  fixed.  Yon  can 
detennine  whether  any  damage  wonld  be  cansed  by  the 
gTade  which  yon  propose  to  fix. 

If  no  other  damage  exists  than  that  which  wonld  be 
cansed  by  the  opening  of  Hart  Lane  as  refeiTcd  to  in  the 
Deeds  of  Dedication,  then  the  Deeds  wonld  have  the  same 
effect  as  an  agreement  not  to  claim  any  damages.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  23d  ult.,  enclosing  copy 
of  letter  from  Mr.  C.  P.  Weaver  in  reference  to  trolley 
poles  on  Chestnut  Street  bridge,  received. 

The  Resolution  referred  to  therein  was  passed  ISTovem.- 
ber  21,  1895,  and  is  entitled  "A  Resolution  of  request  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  relative  to  trolley  poles 
on  Chestnut  Street  bridge."  After  reciting  the  danger  to 
passengers  and  pedestrians  because  of  trolley  poles  on  the 
approaches  and  deck  of  the  Chestnut  Street  bridge  being 
placed  along  the  curb  line,  it  requests  the  Department  of 
Public  AYorks  to  take  such  steps  as  will  cause  said  poles  to 
be  removed  to  the  fence  line  on  said  bridge,  and  to  report 
to  Councils  whatever  action  may  be  taken. 

Mr.  Weaver  is  slightly  in  eiTor  when  he  states  the  title 
of  the  Resolution  refers  to  "the  approaches  and  the  deck 
of  Chestnut  Street  bridge,"  and  the  body  of  it  to  the  bridge 
only.  As  you  will  notice,  the  title  refers  to  the  trolley 
poles  on  Chestnut  Street  bridge.  In  the  "whereas"  is  a 
reference  to  the  approaches  and  deck  of  the  Chestnut 
Street  bridge.  The  evident  intent  of  the  resolution  was  to 
have  the  poles  on  the  entire  bridge — being  the  approaches 
and  the  deck — removed  from  the  curb  line  back  to  the 
property  line,  or,  as  it  is  called  in  the  Resolution,  "the 
fence  line."  The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  author- 
ized by  that  Resolution,  to  take  whatever  steps  is  necessary 
to  have  the  poles,  both  on  the  approaches  and  deck  of  the 
bridge,  removed  to  the  fence  line.  You  would  therefore 
be  justified  in  issuing  a  permit  for  the  removal  of  the  poles 
on  the  approaches  to  the  bridge  as  well  as  on  the  deck 
thereof.  Any  dispute  which  may  arise  with  the  property 
owners  on  Chestnut  Street,  concerns  the  railway  company 
only.

Dear  Sir: — Tlie  communications  of  D.  W.  Amram, 
Esq.,  to  you,  relative  to  pawnbrokers  license  fees  have  been 
duly  received.  His  query  is  whether  a  pawnbroker's 
license  fee  is  required  of  an  unincorporated  associatiooi 
which  is  engaged  in  lending  money  in  small  sums  to  poor 
people,  taking  pledges  of  personal  property  as  security  for 
such  loans,  the  same  being  made  for  long  periods,  and  no 
interest  or  other  compensation  being  charged  therefor, 
since  the  association  is  merely  charitable  in  it^  objects  and 
the  pledges  are  held  only  to  assure  the  repayment  of  the 
principal  sums  lo^aned,  with  the  necessary  cost  of  sale  in 
case  of  non-payment. 

The  exaction  of  license  fees  from  brokers  of  various 
descriptions,  by  statute  or  ordinance,  seems  to  me  to  be 
predicated  upon  the  carrymg  on  of  a  brokerage  business 
of  some  character,  for  compensation;  either  by  way  of  in- 
terest upon  money  loaned,  in  the  case  of  a  pawnbroker,  or 
for  brokerage  or  commission  of  whatever  nature,  in  other 
cases.  It  would  seem  that  one  who  loans  money,  sells 
stocks  or  bonds,  or  deals  in  bills  of  exchange  merely  by  way 
of  accommodation  or  charity,  is  not  within  the  meaning  of 
the  statutes  or  ordinances  "'a  broker."  Moreover,  in  the 
case  of  pawnbrokers  the  license  fee  charged  is  in  pursuance 
of  police  powei*s,  which  would  appear  to  be  inapplicable  to 
an  association  of  the  character  described.  I  am  therefore 
of  the  opinion  that  such  an  association  is  not  liable  to  the 
pa}Tiient  of  a  pa\vnbroker's  license  fee.

Dear  Sir:- — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  as  to  tlie 
legality  of  a  proposed  amendment  to  an  ordinance  "for 
the  creation  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  establishing  public 
museums,  and  for  placing  in  its  custody  certain  educational 
and  economic  collections  belonging  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  to  authorize  certain  transfers  therefor,"  ap- 
proved June  15,  1894,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  pro^ 
posed  amendment  and  copies  of  communication  from  Mr. 
William  ]\I.  Watts,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to 
Hon.  Charles  F.  Warwick,  Mayor,  and  from  the  Mayor 
to  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  re- 
commending favorable  action  thereon. 

By  the  proposed  amendment  the  Board  of  Trustees  is 
given  authority  to  adopt  By-Laws  for  its  government 
which  may,  among  other  things,  determine  the  quorum 
and  provide  for  the  appointment  of  an  executive  com- 
mittee with  such  power  and  authority  of  an  executive  char- 
acter as  the  Board  shall  deem  proper  to  vest  in  it. 

I  find  nothing  in  the  amendment  suggested  which  is  in 
any  way  contrary  to  law,  and  am  of  opinion  that  the  same 
is  valid.

My  Dear  Doctor: — Your  favor  of  the  14th  inst.  in 
reference  to  the  use  of  Petty's  or  Treaty  Island  as  a  small 
pox  hospital,  received. 
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Petty's  Island  was  annexed  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
under  a  compact  between  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  State  of  jSTew  Jersey,  entered  into  by  an  agi-eement 
dated  April  26,  1783,  confirmed  by  Act  of  September  20, 
dated  April  26,  1783,  confirmed  by  Act  of  Assembly, 
September  20,  1783  (second  volume,  78).  A  memoran- 
dum will  be  found  in  Digest  of  County  Laws  under  date  of 
1839,  and  in  that  the  reference  to  the  "second  volume^' 
mentioned  is  the  second  volume  of  the  "Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,"  republished  under  the 
authority  of  the  Legislature  in  1810. 

The  said  island  being  a  part  of  the  State  of  j^ew  Jersey, 
neither  the  Board  of  Health  nor  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
would  have  any  authority  over  it.  Besides,  the  property 
of  tha  Island  is  no  doubt  in  private  ownership,  which 
would  prevent  its  use  for  the  purpose  mentioned,  even  if 
it  were  a  part  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

I  am  informed  that  the  United  States  Government  has 
or  is  about  to  condemn  the  said  Island  for  the  purpose  of 
removing  it,  in  aid  of  navigation.

Deae  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  commmiication 
of  the  25th  inst.,  transmitting  copy  of  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Ordinance  of  March  31,  1896,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  granting  pennission  to  the  Philadelphia  Stand- 
ard Telephone  and  TelegTaph  Company  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  to  construct  and  operate  a  system  of  electric 
wires,  conductors  and  cables  through  and  under  the 
streets  of  the  City." 

You  state  that  in  pursuance  of  a  motion  of  the  Elec- 
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trical  Committee  tlie  opinion  of  this  Department  is  re- 
qnested  upon  the  question  "whether  the  provisions  of  the 
amendatory  ordinance  will  in  any  way  impair  the  obliga- 
tions and  conditions  contained  in  the  original  ordinance." 

The  several  purposes  of  the  amendments  appear  to  be 
to  enable  the  company  named  to  construct  and  operate  its 
system  "over  and  across"  as  well  as  through  and  under 
the  City's  streets;  to  give  to  said  Company  the  additional 
right  to  purchase,  lease,  hire  or  rent  conduits  or  systems 
of  cables  and  wires  belonging  to  the  City  or  other  corpora- 
tions; to  extend  from  one  year  to  four  years  after  the 
approval  of  its  plans  the  period  in  which  the  Company  is 
required  to  expend  the  sum  of  $200,000  in  work  and  ma- 
terial for  can-ying  out  the  privileges  confen-ed  and  in 
ha\"ing  equipped  and  ready  for  operation,  at  least  two 
thousand  telephones  in  Philadelphia;  and  to  provide  that 
the  company  shall  not  be  prevented  from  mortgaging  its 
property  and  franchises  for  the  purpose  of  securing  its 
mortgage  bonds. 

These  modifications  of  the  existing  ordinance,  you  will 
observe,  are  all  in  the  nature  of  enlarged  grants  of  privi- 
lege, and  in  so  far  as  the  obligations  of  the  company  are 
piu'posely  and  obviously  changed  thereby,  the  conditions 
of  the  original  ordinance  are,  of  course,  to  that  extent, 
impaired.  I  ought  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  a  suit  pending  against  the  company  upon  its  bond, 
forfeited,  it  is  claimed  by  the  City,  for  non-compliance 
Avith  the  terms  of  the  original  ordinance  Avithin  the  period 
fixed  by  it.  That  period  now  is,  by  the  contemplated 
amendments,  you  will  note,  changed  from  one  year  to 
four  years.  This  change  would  substantially  affect  the 
release  of  the  company  from  the  penalty  incurred  by  its 
having  heretofore  broken  a  condition  of  its  bond. 

Some  impairment  of  the  obligation  of  the  company 
may  also  result  from,  the  omission  of  the  first  two  lines  of 
the  old  Section  11  in  the  substituted  section  of  that  num- 
ber, I  apprehend,  however,  that  the  striking  out  of  the 
entire  Section  11,  including  the  first  two  lines,  was  not 
intentional,  but  results  from  inadvertence.  I  find  nothing 
in  the  amendments  which  would  impair  the  obligations  of 
the  original  ordinance,  except  as  above  indicated. 


Let  me  fiii-ther  suggest,  tliat  while  the  amended  ordi- 
nance provides  for  the  insertion  of  the  words  "over  and 
across"  in  the  title,  these  words  are  not  made  a  part  of  the 
body  of  the  ordinance.  They  should  be  added  at  their 
proper  place  in  Section  1.  The  new  section  provided,  for, 
is  numbered  13.  As  there  are  but  eleven  sections  in  the 
ordinance  as  it  now  exists,  this,  of  course,  should  be  num- 
bered 12.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  26th  ult.  in  reference 
to  furnishing  information  as  to  delinquent  taxes  to  other 
persons  than  the  o"vvnei*s  or  legal  representatives,  received. 

You  state  that  "the  work  of  the  office  is  very  much  re- 
"tarded  by  reason  of  frequent  applications  for  bills  by 
"those  who  have  no  interest  other  than  a  personal  one  to 
"save  themselves  the  expense  of  applying  to  the  Search 
"Department,  whose  duty  it  is  to  furnish  such  information 
"upon  payment  of  a  small  fee,  or  in  the  case  of  mortga- 
"gees,  information  can  be  obtained  from  the  owmer  of  said 
"property  by  producing  receipts." 

The  records  of  the  Tax  Office  are  public,  and  any  one 
who  is  entitled,  has  a  right,  under  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  your  office,  to  secure  information  as  to  the  payment  of 
taxes.  Of  course,  as  you  recognize,  the  owner  of  a  prop- 
erty can  call  upon  you  to  furnish  him  a  bill  of  his  taxes, 
in  order  to  make  payment  and  to  have  the  same  receipted, 
and  to  be  provided  when  necessary,  with  evidence  of  his 
payment.  You  are  not  required  to  furnish  snich  informa- 
tion to  persons  who  have  no  interest  in  the  property.  The 
Search  Department  in  conner-tion  with  your  office,  is  pro- 
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vided  for  the  purpose  of  furnisliing  informatiou  as  to  de- 
linquent taxes,  and  to  that  department  persons  ha\dng  no 
interest  in  the  property  should  apply.  As  your  office  is 
a  j)ublic  one,  it  is  advisable  always  to  give  whatever  con- 
venience you  can  to  the  citizens,  but  the  proper  conduct 
of  your  office  should  be  considered,  and  when  the  fre- 
quency of  the  inquiries  interferes  with  the  duties  of  your 
clerks,  then  it  would  be  well  to  require  that  the  public 
should  conform  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
adopted  for  the  distribution  of  the  work  of  your  office.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
transmitting  copy  of  a  Resolution  ''of  request  to  the  City 
Treasurer  to  deposit  with  the  funds  of  the  City  bearing- 
interest,  the  moneys  temporarily  in  his  possession,  but  not 
subject  to  appropriation,  and  repealing  the  resolution  dated 
the  20th  day  of  October,  1898,  which  authorizes  and  re- 
quests the  City  Treasurer  to  deposit  the  moneys  therein 
referred  to  subject  to  the  regulations  of  all  other  moneys 
deposited  mth  the  City  funds." 

The  effect  of  said  resolution  sufficiently  appears  from 
the  above  title.  You  state  that  the  same  has  been  duly 
passed,  as  you  are  officially  advised,  and  you  ask  whether 
such  resolution  is  legally  in  force,  and  whether,  pursuing 
the  course  indicated,  would  be  in  ^iolation  of  the  laws 
regulating  the  duties  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

Replying  to  your  queries,  I  would  say  that  in  the 
opinion  of  this  bepartment  the  resolution  referred  to  is 
legally  in  force,  and  that  pursuance  of  the  course  directed 
tliereby  would  constitute  no  ^aolation  on  your  part  of  the 
laws  regulating  your  duties  as  City  Treasurer.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  conimuuication  of  the  15tli  inst. 
you  refer  to  tlie  opinion  of  this  department  forwarded  to 
you  June  22,  1897  (Opinions,  1897,  p.  62),  relative  to 
your  duty  in  countersigning  warrants  in  the  event  of  the 
current  funds  in  the  City  Treasury  becoming  exhausted. 
You  now  ask,  whether  in  case  of  such  deficiency  you  have 
authority  to  draw  against  money  representing  the  proceeds 
of  loans,  for  the  payment  of  warrants  payable  out  of  the 
general  cash  balance. 

As  explained  to  you  in  the  communication  of  June  22, 
1897,  above  referred  to,  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  re- 
quires you  to  furnisli  Councils  annually  with  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  estimated  receipts,  expenditures,  etc. 
Thereupon  Councils  appropriate  moneys  upon  the  basis  of 
such  estimates,  and  contracts  are  accordingly  entered  into 
by  the  various  Departments. 

So  long  as  you  keep  within  the  amounts  thus  appropri- 
ated, you  are  authorized  and  it  is  your  duty  to  countersign 
warrants  in  accordance  with  the  appropriations  of  Coun- 
cils, even  though  some  of  the  estimated  receipts  may  not 
have  come  into  the  Treasuiy  at  the  time  such  waiTants 
shall  be  countersigned,  and  there  may  be  a  resulting  deficit. 
Should  the  deficiency  be  a  temporary  one,  it  will  be  made 
up  when  the  money  is  actually  received.  If  for  any 
reason  it  should  not  be  received,  and  the  deficiency  should 
become  permanent,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  Councils  to 
make  it  up. 

The  legal  provision  that  funds  raised  by  loan  shall  not 
be  used  for  purposes  other  than  those  pro^nded  for  by  the 
loan  ordinance,  was  intended  to  prevent  the  money  raised 
for  one  purpose  being  actually  applied  to  a  different  one. 
It  does  not  in  my  opinion  forbid  the  use  of  money  thus 
raised'  to  supply  a  temporary  deficiency  in  the  estimated 
receipts.

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For  these  reasons,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  yonr  query 
requires  an  affirmative  answer,  and  that    you    have    the 
authority  concerning  which  you  inquire.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  inquiry  of  December 
20th  last,  whether  you  are  obliged  to  recognize  warrants 
forwarded  to  you  by  the  Department  of  Public  Education, 
the  approval  thereof  being  witnessed  by  a  rubber  stamp 
impression  of  the  President's  signature,  I  would  say,  that 
in  current  and  legal  usage  the  word  "signature"  means  the 
writing  of  ones  name  by  hand,  and  not  an  impression  of 
such  written  signature  made  by  a  rubber  stamp,  by  litho- 
graph or  otherwise.  The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  in  saying 
that  "no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  City  Treasury 
"except  by  due  process  of  law,  or  upon  warrants  on  the 
"Treasurer,  signed  by  the  head  of  the  appropriate  depart- 
"ment  and  countersigned  by  the  Controller,"  doubtless  had 
in  view  as  the  purpose  of  this  requirement,  such  a  signature 
as  would  assure  the  Controller  beyond  question  that  the 
document  to  which  it  was  appended  had  passed  through  the 
hands  and  had  been  duly  approved  by  the  head  of  the 
proper  department.  'No  such  positive  identification  would 
be  afforded  by  a  rubber  stamp  impression  of  a  signature, 
since  the  stamp  making  the  impression  might  be  a  dupli- 
cate of  the  original,  fallen  into  improper  hands. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  you  are  not  obliged 
to  accept  a  rubber  stamp  impression  of  the  signature  of  a 
head  of  a  department  as  the  signature  required  by  the  Act 
of  Assembly,  and  that  it  would  be  inadvisable  so  to  do.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
transmitting  a  copy  of  a  proposed  ordinance  entitled: 

"An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  ]\Iayor  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  any  traction 
motor  company  or  street  passenger  railway  company  own- 
ing, leasing  or  operating  lines  of  street  passenger  railway 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  temporary  removal 
of  certain  portions  of  their  track  not  presently  necessary 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  for  the  relaying 
of  the  same  at  any  subsequent  time  upon  paying  to  the  city 
the  value  of  any  improved  pavement  which  may  have  been 
laid  by  it  upon  the  street  in  the  meantime." 

You  ask  for  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  the 
validity  of  such  ordinance,  and  whether,  if  passed  by  Couu' 
cils,  the  same  is  in  proper  form. 

The  fonn  of  the  ordinance  seems  to  be  proper. 

In  substance  it  authorizes  the  lla^'or  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  any  traction  motor  company  or  street  passenger 
railway  company  owning,  leasing  or  operating  lines  of 
street  passenger  railway  on  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, which  contract  shall  provide,  inter  alia  as  follows: 
That  such  traction  motor  company  or  street  passenger  rail- 
way company  may  temporarily  remove,  under  the  tenns 
and  conditions  of  the  ordinance,  the  track  now  laid  upon 
certain  streets  of  this  City  wdiich  are  in  the  said  ordinance 
designated;  said  tracks  not  being  necessary  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  present  travel  upon  the  said  streets.  It  is 
furtlier  provided,  that  the  companies  removing  such  tracks 
may,  at  any  time,  if  they  shall  desire  to  relay  them,  give  to 
the  City  three  months  notice  of  their  intention  to  do  so, 
whereupon  an  a]i]iraisement  shall  be  made  of  the  value  of 
any  improved  pavement  Avhich  may  have  been  laid  by  the 
City  upon  such  street  in  the  meantime,  and  upon  payment 
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thereof  to  the  City,  the  company  shall  have  the  right  to 
relay  its  track,  subject  thereafter  to  the  laws  and  ordinances 
now  binding  upon  it  with  regard  to-  keeping  the  street  in 
perpetual  good  order  and  repair. 

A  proposed  ordinance  having  a  purpose  similar  to  this 
one  Avas  submitted  to  me  for  an  opinion  to  its  validity  on 
March  4,  1898.  Uj)on  examination  it  appeared  that  such 
ordinance  would  authorize  an  undue  delegation  of  council- 
manic  discretion,  as  it  was  made  applicable  to  any  and  all 
of  the  streets  of  the  City  without  regard  to  the  wishes  of 
Councils,  and  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  traction  or  motor 
com})anies  owning  or  leasing  the  railways.  For  that  reason 
it  was  thought  to  be  illegal,  and  you  were  duly  advised  to 
that  effect. 

The  present  ordinance  diifers  from  that  one,  however, 
in  that  it  does  specifically  name  the  various  streets  as  to 
which  the  right  of  temporary  removal  of  the  tracks  is  con- 
ferred. The  chief  objection  which  seemed  to  forbid  the 
passage  of  the  former  ordinances  does  not  therefore  apply 
to  the  present  one. 

As  to  the  relaying  of  the  tracks  in  the  future,  I  do  not 
deem  it  necessary  to  decide  at  this  time  whether  the  ordi- 
nance proposed  would  in  itself  sufficiently  authorize  their 
being  again  placed  upon  the  streets.  The  subject  of  your 
inquiry  would  appear  to  be,  whether  Councils  have  the 
legal  right  to  permit  their  removal  under  an  ordinance  by 
which  the  consent  of  Councils  is  expressed  to  the  tracks 
being  relaid  when  needed.  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  may 
be  done,  and  that  the  proposed  ordinance  is  for  this  purpose 
legal.
